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MUSEUM LOSES 
AN INNOVATOR 


Children’s Museum director Kenneth S. 
Brecher is leaving Boston this fall to be 
president of the William Penn Foundation, 
in Philadelphia. 

Brecher, who set improving science ed- 
ucation, upgrading programs for young 
adolescents, and creating a multi-cultural 
environment as his objectives when he 
took over the museum in 1986, has ac- 
complished those goals and more. 

The museum today boasts a Science 
Playground, a rotating exhibit that teaches 
physical sciences and encourages hands- 
on experimentation. “Teen Tokyo,” a mul- 
ti-media exhibit that introduces American 
teenagers to their contemporaries in 
Japan, opened last year. “The Kids 
Bridge,” a major exhibit on cultural diver- 
sity and racism, has been replicated at the 
Smithsonian Institute, in Washington, and 
is touring the country. 

Brecher’s board, one of the most ethni- 
cally and culturally diverse in Boston, last 
year named Benaree Wiley the first 
African-American female board president 
of a cultural institution in the city. 

The museum is in the midst of a major 
capital campaign to build a new waterfront 
wing at its Fort Point Channel location. 


SOCIAL 
DISSERVICE 


When Governor Weld submitted his 
budget proposal this year, he tried to 
mend some of the damage he had done to 
the Department of Social Service (DSS) 
during his first year in office, when he cut 
funding for 215 social workers. 

Yet Weld’s efforts appear likely to fall 
victim to the legislature’s budget knife, 
and observers fear DSS staffing levels may 
continue to put children at risk. 

his time around, Weld included $5.5 
million for new social workers, which he 
said he would fund through increased fed- 
eral revenues. Weld’s change of heart fol- 
lowed a report by his own Special Com- 
mission on Foster Care, which this year 
blamed DSS’s well-publicized shortcom- 
ings on large caseloads. 

Indeed, over the past four years, DSS 
has been short between 225 and 300 so- 
cial workers. Each DSS social worker now 
carries about 24 cases — 50 percent more 
than the size recommended by the Child 
Welfare League of America. And even 
though House and Senate committees 
looking into staffing shortages also recom- 
mended more-than-level funding for DSS, 
both chambers have stripped Weld’s pro-

posed increase from the budget. Observers 
say there’s little chance of having it re- 
stored. 

“The part for us that’s really infuriating 
is that we spent a year of DSS social 
workers being attacked in the media for 
not doing their jobs,” says Edward Malloy 
Jr., chapter president of Local 509 of the 
Service Employees International Union, 
which represents 2000 DSS social work- 
ers. “But everyone who has looked at it 
says it’s an impossible job. And nothing is 
being done in this budget to make the job 
less impossible.” 

With the DSS budget tied up in a con- 
ference committee, Malloy says social 
workers can now only hope that even more 
damage isn’t inflicted by making the agen- 
cy’s budget swallow nearly $6 million in 
new group-insurance costs. 

Malloy says the miserly funding that 
DSS will apparently receive assures one 
thing: “This means DSS is going to be in 
the headlines, and DSS social workers are 
going to be scapegoated again.”

AUDITION TIME 


Now that interview host Chris Lydon 
has tossed his hat into the mayoral race 
and is on unpaid leave until after the elec- 
tion, WGBH-TV (Channel 2) will fill his 
slot by unveiling a new 7 p.m. Friday-night 
line-up under the “T.G.I.F.” rubric, start- 
ing July 2. 

According to Channel 2 producer John 
VanScoyoc, the series of fill-in shows — 
some still in development — “is another 
way of saying ‘summer try-outs.’ ” Which 
means some concepts that have languished 
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on the WGBH drawing board are about to 
see the light of day. 

First up are July 2 and 9 programs — 
hosted by the Boston Globe’s Eileen Mc- 
Namara and Channel 5’s Kirby Perkins 
— that will feature a panel of local jour- 
nalists discussing the hot stories of the 
week. The general idea, says VanScoyoc, 
is to come up with “the local version of 
Washington Week in Review,” which hap- 
pens to air on Channel 2 Fridays at 8 
p.m. The panel of guests journalists for 
the July 2 show is expected to include the 
Herald’s Bob Connolly (he finally decid- 
ed to stay at the paper after a serious flir- 
tation with a job in Congressman Joseph 
Kennedy’s office) and WBUR’s Andrew 
Caffrey. 

Plans for programming after July 9 are 
incomplete, according to WGBH officials.

RIGHT-WING 
CROTCH SHOTS 


If, as Marshall McLuhan observed, the 
medium is the message, what then shall 
we make of The Gay Agenda and The Gay 
Agenda in Public Education, two half- 
hour videotapes produced by a religious- 
right multi-media center called The Re- 
port? 

Full of low-angle crotch shots and omi- 
nous Darth Vader-esque music, these 
gross distortions of gay and lesbian life 
(though mostly it’s gay men’s lives that 
are depicted) have been making the 
rounds in Congress and among the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

“We’ve done over 80,000 copies of The 
Gay Agenda since it came out in the fall,” 
says Bill Horn, The Report’s media 
spokesman, who denies the group dis- 
tributed the tape to Congress and the 
Joint Chiefs directly. 

To counter the effect of these tapes, 
copies of which were also distributed for 
free as part of last year’s successful cam- 
paign against lesbian-and-gay civil rights 
in Colorado, and in a similar, unsuccess- 
ful effort in Oregon, the Gay and Lesbian 
Emergency Media Campaign (GLEMC) 
has produced a one-hour video of its own, 
Sacred Lies, Civil Truths. 

“The bottom line is that we wanted to 
educate our community, as well as the al- 
lied communities, about who the religious 
right is and about their agenda,” says 
Rachael Williams, co-executive director of 
GLEMC. “We wanted people to under- 
stand that Oregon and Colorado are just 
the beginning of the religious right’s cam- 
paigns against us.” 

The tape is a compilation of five seg- 
ments that can be shown individually or as 
a whole, and addresses such issues as les- 
bian and gay youth, anti-gay and -lesbian 
violence, and family values. 

“One thing we wanted to get across,” 
says Williams, “is that they [religious 
right-wingers] are not just a threat to the 
gay-and-lesbian community. We’re just an 
easy target. They’re out to undermine ev- 
eryone’s civil rights.”

e’ve got to diffuse 
the porn war,” 
says an anti-cen- 
sorship feminist 
anticipating the 
annual, inconclusive floor skirmish at 
the National Organization for Wom- 
en convention, to be held in Boston 
this weekend. The American feminist 
movement’s battle over censorship — 
those who favor legal limits on 
pornography versus those who op- 
pose them — has escalated dramati- 
cally in the past year, and many 
women coming to the convention are 
hoping to give the issue a rest. 

“It’s gone on too long,” says Bobby 
Lilly, California NOW’s East Bay 
representative. “We've got to find 
some things both sides can agree on.” 

Right now, the only consensus is 
that communications between the 
two camps have broken down. 

Anti-porn feminists have won signif- 
icant courtroom, campus, and public- 
relations victories in the past year. The 
anti-porn movement’s founding moth- 
ers, Catharine MacKinnon and Andrea 
| Dworkin, have openly condoned cen- 

sorship of gay erotica, feminist-art ex- 
| hibits, and women’s-health books — 
largely in the name of “protecting 
women from harm.” With violence in 
all segments of society increasing, and 
with violent crimes against women and 
| children gaining long overdue media 
attention, the price paid for these 
“protections” has received far less 
scrutiny than it should. 

Anti-censorship feminists — 
| who’ve long maintained that it is peo- 

ple, not books or pictures, that harm 

women, and that women have histori- 

| cally been targets of censure when 
censorship is condoned — find their 
ideological opponents’ growing influ- 
ence alarming. 

Increasingly, feminists opposed to 
censorship are directing public atten- 
tion to recent anti-porn developments 
that they consider dangerous: enact- 

| ment of a MacKinnon-inspired anti- 
| obscenity law in Canada; censorship 
of a feminist-art exhibit; the new al- 
| liance between anti-porn- and radical 
| anti-hate-speech activists; and 
Dworkin’s involvement in censoring 
a book on abortion. 








| The Canadian connection 
Among the first “beneficiaries” of 
Dworkin/MacKinnon-style “protec- 
tions” have been Canadian gay- and 
lesbian-magazine readers. 
Canada’s recently revised obscenity 
law, A na largely on standards 


MacKinnon outlined in an amicus 
curiae brief she filed last year in the 
Canadian Supreme Court’s Butler 

Her Majesty the Queen, bans sexually 
xplicit material that’s “violent,” “de- 
grading,” “dehumanizing,” and 


“harmful to women.” 

So far, the ruling has yet to yield 
any significant charges of violent ob- 
scenity or heterosexual or child porn, 
according to Canadian legal experts.

NOW’s ongoing struggle with censorship 


Globe & Mail, customs officials this 
spring held up for inspection an 
$8000 book shipment from Con- 
necticut-based Inland Publishers to 
36 Canadian retailers and notified 
stores that some titles, including The 
Story of O, which had been available 
in Canada for at least two decades, 
would be banned. 

Butler was also used in the case of 
a 1991 shipment of gay erotica to 
Glad Day that had been held up by 
customs officials. An Ontario judge 
ruled that some of the magazines in 
the shipment were “degrading” and 
“dehumanizing,” in this instance be- 
cause they contained depictions of 
sex between men. 

Asked about such selective prose- 
cution in an interview last spring, 
University of Michigan law professor 
MacKinnon responded, “It’s pornog- 
raphy. If women are hurting women, 
our belief is that women are being 
abused. Targeting women for abuse 
is what male supremacy is all about.” 

Since MacKinnon and Dworkin 
maintain that pornography itself con-

Artist and curator Carol Jacobsen 
discovered that last fall when a group 
of University of Michigan law stu- 
dents dismantled an exhibit she'd or- 
ganized featuring work by and about 
prostitutes. 

The show had been commissioned 
by representatives of the Michigan 
Journal of Gender and Law, the stu- 
dent organization that sponsored an 
October conference on prostitution 
and the law at the Michigan campus. 
Students had asked Jacobsen to put it 
together, in part, to balance the anti- 
porn, anti-prostitution points of view 
expected to dominate the gathering, 
at which MacKinnon and Dworkin 
were key presenters.

Once the conference was in ses- 
sion, a group of student participants 
removed a videotape from the exhibit. 
Their explanation: MacKinnon had 
informed them that writer and con- 
ference speaker John Stoltenberg, 
who lives with Dworkin, said he 
found imagery in the series porno- 
graphic and therefore threatening. 

The students never viewed the 
video, nor did they contact Jacobsen 
about it. When she complained, con- 
ference organizers told the curator to 
take down the exhibit; they said other 
attendees were worried it could be 
harmful. “I wasn’t even allowed to 
speak to protest,” adds Jacobsen. “I 
was told I would ruin Andrea’s 
[Dworkin’s] speech.” 

Jacobsen did protest to the local 
press, the ACLU, the College Art As- 
sociation, and several anti-censorship 
organizations. The ACLU Arts Cen- 
sorship Project and ACLU Michigan 
negotiated and in March won a set- 
tlement on behalf of Jacobsen and the 
artists, under which the curator is to 
reinstall the exhibit and the law 
school is to hold a con- 
ference to consider the is- 
sues the incident raised.

Dueling conferences 

Hundreds of college-age women 
joined prominent anti-porn feminist 
leaders and a group of hate-speech 
theoreticians and self-appointed po- 
litical-correctness police for an aca- 
demic conference on “Speech, Equal- 
ity, and Harm: Feminist Legal Theo- 
ry on Pornography and Hate Propa- 
ganda” in Chicago last March. 

That conference — the first official 
gathering of anti-porn and hate- 
speech heavyweights, which many say 
marked a turning point in the feminist 
anti-porn movement, increasing its 
respectability by dint of its association 
with scholars such as Richard Delga- 
do — was partially funded by the 













MacArthur Foundation. It drew more than 
1000 participants. 

Several people who attended compared 
it to a political rally or a religious-revival 
meeting. It featured incantatory speeches; 
presentations in which groups of women 
gleefully shredded pages of Madonna’s 
book Sex; and several panel discussions in 
which MacKinnon and Dworkin described 
the progress of numerous ordinances that 
would render the peddling of porn an ac- 
tionable civil-rights violation. 

The conference was lambasted in the lo- 
cal press: reporters, editors, and producers 
said they found it difficult to get interviews 
with the principal feminist speakers and im- 
possible to persuade them to debate any of 
their ideological opponents. (Anti-censor- 
ship feminists say such refusals are charac- 
teristic of Dworkin and MacKinnon.) 

Feminists opposed to censorship were 
disturbed to see prominent figures such as 
Ellie Smeal, president of the Fund for a 
Feminist Majority, participating in the 
Chicago conference, and indicating, in 
statements published in the New York 
Times, that she was moving closer to the 
Dworkin/MacKinnon camp. 

Said Cambridge-based feminist author 
and lawyer Wendy Kaminer at the time: “I 
wish someone would tell me where to turn 
in my feminist membership card. I’d really 
like to.” 

That kind of frustration prompted the 
National Coalition Against Censorship’s 
Working Group on Women, Censorship 
and “Pornography” to sponsor its own 
conference, on “The Sex Panic,” in New 
York in May. Among the coalition’s mem- 
bers are political activists Betty Friedan 
and Ann Lewis; authors Judy Blume, Nan- 
cy Friday, Erica Jong, Molly Ivins, Wendy 
Kaminer, Carol Tavris, and Ellen Willis; 
and performance artist Holly Hughes. 

Though the New York conference drew 
fewer than 200 people, its organizers 





deemed it a success. 
“It was wonderful to hear what was said

| since people heard it publicly,” explains 


Leanne Katz, executive director of the 


| coalition. “It was wonderful to hear so 





many people agree that structural equality 
for women is impossible without freedom 
of expression.” 

NOW president Patricia Ireland, who 
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says she has mixed feelings about what she 
calls “cycles” of porn wars, didn’t go to ei- 
ther the Chicago or the New York confer- 
ence. 

“There was a lot of intensity around this 
issue in the late ’60s and early ’70s, and 
then a lot of people backed off,” the NOW 
president says. “It’s coming back up again 
because of all of our concern about the 
problem of violence against women, the is- 
sue of hate crimes, and because you have 
someone of the caliber of Catharine MacK- 
innon pushing it.” 


MacKinnon and Dworkin 

MacKinnon’s evolution in the last 
decade from an itinerant scholar ar- 
guing radical theory in front of mu- 
nicipal councils into the leading in- 
tellect in the growing field of femi- 
nist jurisprudence has likely aided 
and abetted the feminist anti-porn 
cause more than any conference or 
convention could. 

So has her emergence as some- 
thing of a media darling: decorous 
and demure as she stood by her 
man, litigious psychiatrist and self- 
described recovering womanizer 
Jeffrey Masson, during his libel tri- 
al; stern but sexy in designer suits, 
pearls, and a Gibson Girl hairdo in 
photos that accompany flattering 
national-magazine accounts of her 
impending upset of the US legal 
system. 

MacKinnon says she is preoccupied 
these days with pursuing pornographers in 
national and international venues; she’s 
also preparing briefs on behalf of Bosnian 
rape victims. She does, however, make reg- 
ular appearances at places like the Ameri- 
can Booksellers’ Convention, to lambaste 
pornography; Harvard, where she was con- 
sidered for a law-school appointment this 
spring; and Northeastern, where she re- 
cently received an honorary law degree. 

Dworkin, based in Brooklyn, writes and 
lectures in a more low-key, grassroots 
feminist network. But she, too, wields con- 
siderable influence. 

Her clout came to the fore in publishing 
and women’s-health-care circles last fall, 
when she vehemently objected to two 
paragraphs in advance galleys of Rebecca 
Chalker and Carol Downer’s handbook on 
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abortion and alternatives, A Woman’s 
Book of Choices. 

Dworkin maintained that the passage — 
an account about a woman in 1950s Flori- 
da who claimed she was raped in order to 
get an abortion — could be used in rape 
trials as evidence that women lie about 
rape. For that reason, Dworkin reportedly 
told the owners of the small, alternative 
Four Walls Eight Windows press (which 
also published her novel, Mercy), that 
she’d “kill” the book if it was published. 

Shortly after Dworkin’s threat, Four 
Walls Eight Windows received a series of 
letters and phone calls from feminists and

rape-crisis centers reiterating Dworkin’s 
position. “People who obviously hadn’t 
read the book were threatening lawsuits 
and boycotts, and saying, ‘It’s dangerous 
for women,’ ” says Chalker, who has kept 
records of the correspondence. 

“We didn’t agree. But we understood 
her point, and made modifications that 
cost $3000. After the change was made, 
Dan [Simon, co-publisher of Four Walls 
Eight Windows] showed it to Andrea, who 
said it was no longer ‘heinous.’ 

“Then she apparently faxed it to all sorts 
of people, because we received a second 
round of protests, from feminists, health 
educators, and a group representing 500 
rape-crisis centers. Some feminist book- 
stores wouldn’t carry the book. People who 
were going to write quotes for us didn’t.” 

Chalker insists that Dworkin has hurt 
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her book’s reputation and sales. “New 
York NOW was going to purchase 400 
copies of the book to distribute to chapters 
in small towns where it might not be sold, 
and someone stopped it because of this 
idea it’s dangerous for women,” she says. 

This spring, Chalker adds, she confront- 
ed Dworkin at a reading she gave in New 
York, at which Dworkin complained that 
she was frequently censored: “I said it was 
disingenuous of her to complain about 
censorship after what she did to A Wom- 
an’s Book of Choices. And she denied hav- 
ing anything to do with it. I said, ‘Come 
on, there’s a paper trail a mile long.’ 

“Then she proceeded to say the book 
was irrelevant. It’s really scary, how many 
people feel that Clinton’s election secures 
abortion rights for women. Clinton’s elec- 
tion doesn’t do anything to address the 
abortion-doctor shortage.” 

Dworkin, through her agent, maintains 
she “doesn’t have anything to do with” A 
Woman’s Book of Choices and that vic- 
tims’ rights are her only concern. 


Backlash 

NOW’s official position on porn distin- 
guishes pornography from erotica, and 
maintains that the former is “a factor in 
creating and maintaining sex as a basis for 
discrimination” and that it “violates the 
civil rights of women and children.” But 
National NOW, unlike some local chap- 
ters, has never endorsed any Dworkin- 
and-MacKinnon-sponsored ordinances 
that would allow suits against distributors 
and creators of porn. That’s unlikely to 
change at this year’s convention. 

A NOW spokeswoman notes that, for 
the first time in many years, there’s no for- 
mal caucus on pornography scheduled for 
this weekend — though that doesn’t pre- 
clude a fight over the issue on the floor. 

Bobby Lilly, an activist on behalf of “sex 
workers” (prostitutes) and what she calls | 
“sex-positive feminists,” will be distribut- | 
ing information about both at the confer- 
ence, hoping to stimulate dialogue rather | 
than diatribe. |

High levels of mercury

That might not matter to you if you 
aren’t a fisherman, or if you sit down to 
a plate of bass or trout about as often as 
you pull up to a plate of liver. But high 
mercury levels in fish matter to scientists 
for three reasons. 

First, the National Academy of Sci- 
ences has reported that the FDA stan- 
dard is too high — that pregnant wom- 
en, following the guidelines, could still 
ingest enough mercury to damage the 
brains of their unborn children. The risk 
is also higher in poor communities and 
among certain ethnic populations, where 
many families rely on locally caught fish 
for their daily meals. 

Second, mercury may pose a threat to

fish-eating wildlife populations. Scien- 
tists in Maine believe there may be a link 
between bald eagles’ levels of mercury in 
that state — highest in the nation — and 
their relatively low reproductive rates. 
And Pokras, in a pathology study of New 
England loons, has found “off the chart” 
levels of mercury in this already-threat- 
ened species. 

Third, mercury is not going away. 

Government officials thought they’d 
contained the poison in the ’70s when, in 
response to the horrific mercury poison- 
ings in Minamata, Japan (see “Poisonous 
Legacy,” page 11), industrial plants were 
prohibited from dumping mercury into 
the water under the terms of the Clean 
Water Act. But now mercury is released 
into the atmosphere, largely through the 
burning of coal and household trash,

concentrating in the air, mixing with rain, 
getting into fish, and working its way up 
the food chain. 

Last year, scientists at the Fraunhofer 
Institute for Atmospheric Environment Re- 
search, in Germany, reported that the con- 
centration of mercury in the atmosphere 
has nearly doubled since the 1800s. If 
mercury levels continue to increase at the 
current rate, the scientists reported, they 
would pose a serious health threat by the 
mid-21st century. 

There is no federal program for moni- 
toring recreational fish catches, and be- 
cause of the high cost, most states have 
taken on toxins haphazardly. It is only now 
that state officials throughout New Eng- 
land are taking mercury seriously. 

“I’ve been evangelizing about the threat 
of mercury for 10 years now,” says Dr. 
Terry Haines, a US Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice biologist working out of the University 
of Maine in Orono, and one of the region’s 
foremost experts on mercury. “Nobody’s 
listened to me until this year. Now every- 
one and his brother want to do mercury all 
of a sudden.” 


WARNING SIGNS 


HAINES HAS BEEN POUNDING ON bureau- 
cratic doors seeking money for mercury 
studies since the early 80s, when he docu- 
mented high levels in fish taken from three 
lakes in northern Maine. He has found lev- 
els in lake trout double the limit estab- 
lished by the FDA as safe for eating. And 
this in “Vacationland,” where the state- 
highway border signs read WELCOME TO 
MAINE: THE WAY LIFE SHOULD BE. 


As a one-person field station for Fish 
and Wildlife’s National Fisheries Contami- 
nant Research Center, Haines keeps his 
ear to the water, and often doesn’t like 
what he hears. From his tiny office on the 
remote Orono campus, Haines worked for 
10 years to help prove that acid rain was 
bad enough to warrant federal legislation. 
“I don’t see that mercury is any simpler,” 
he says. 

His wasn’t the first study to turn up 
mercury in Maine fish. Measurements 
taken in the early ’70s as part of the envi- 
ronmental-impact review for enormous 
dams proposed (unsuccessfully) for the 
St. John River uncovered the contamina- 
tion. Also in the ’70s, while testing eagles 
for residue of the pesticide DDT, Fish and 
Wildlife discovered that mercury levels in 
Maine’s bald eagles were among the high- 
est in the US. 

Evidence that mercury wasn’t going 
away piled up into the ’80s. Data from 
Minnesota, Michigan, and Wisconsin 
showed severe mercury coniamination; 
people in those states have since been ad- 
vised against eating any fish from many 
freshwater lakes. In New England, scat- 
tered testing began to suggest that the 
problem extends throughout the region: 

* In Massachusetts, a sickly bald eagle 
rescued by fishermen in 1986 died of what 
was later determined to be mercury poi- 
soning. The young eagle was traced to the 
Quabbin Reservoir, in Central Massachu- 
setts, where testing subsequently con- 
firmed that the fish were loaded with mer- 
cury. Other tests conducted in the 1980s 
showed fish with mercury levels above the 
one-part-per-million (ppm) FDA standard 
in 14 different bodies of water in Massa- 
chusetts, according to Lee Ketelsen, of the 
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national environmental organization Clean 
Water Action. But state budget cuts ended 
the fish-testing in 1990. 

* In Rhode Island, a curious group of 
scientists at Environmental Science Ser- 
vices, a private firm in Providence, tested 
fish from 17 ponds, lakes, and reservoirs 
in 1988 for the presence of heavy metals. 
Being fishermen themselves, the scientists 
wanted to know what was in the fish they 
were catching. None of the metals they 
tested for showed up in significant levels 
— except one. “The mercury in virtually 
all of the water that we sampled was high 
in fish meat,” recalls Richard Hittinger, the 
firm’s principal scientist. The firm passed 
the information on to the state, recom- 
mending further study. There was never 
any follow-up. 

¢ In Vermont, also in 1988, routine 
fish-testing conducted every five years by 
the state’s Division of Fish and Wildlife 
turned up unsafe levels of mercury in wall- 
eye taken from Lake Champlain, according 
to fisheries biologist Jon Anderson. The 
state subsequently issued an advisory 
warning pregnant women and children not 
to eat Lake Champlain walleye, and cau- 
tioning others against eating more than 
one meal per month of the fish. The wall- 
eye were not tested again until this year; 
the results had not been analyzed as of 
mid-June. 

In the past year or two, as mercury has 
become too pervasive to ignore, govern- 
ment officials have become more interest- 
ed in determining the extent of the threat. 
But definitive action would appear to be a 
long way off. 

Kenneth Carr, environmental-contami- 
nants specialist for the US Fish and

A silvery liquid at room 
temperature, mercury was 
called argentum vivum by the 
Romans, Latin for “quick” sil- 
ver. Romans also used the red 
ore of mercury as a pigment, 
importing it from Spanish 
mines, where slaves died from

exposure to its fumes. 

For centuries mercury was 
the accepted remedy for syphi- 
lis, although more recent re- 
search suggests it did little more 
than hasten a victim’s death. 
Fifteenth-century Europeans 
confused the symptoms of mer- 
cury poisoning — gray com- 
plexion, heavy feet — with 
those of the disease. Napoleon 
is believed to have died of mer- 
cury treatments administered to 
treat his syphilis. 

One theory about the origin 
of the term “mad as a hatter” is 
that it refers to the severe neu- 
rological damage suffered by 
British hat-makers who used 
mercury to process felt. Among 
the effects were uncontrollable 
tremors, often referred to in the 
US as the “Danbury shakes” af- 
ter the Connecticut town, which 
was a hat-making center. It 
wasn’t until 1941 that the US 
government passed regulations 
to protect felt-hat-manufactur- 
ing employees from mercury 
exposure. 

In the fishing village of Mina- 
mata, Japan, about 1000 people 
died from eating fish contami- 
nated by tons of mercury the 
Chisso Corporation dumped 
into the water. The first signs 
that something was wrong oc- 
curred in 1953, when cats be- 
gan to dance and throw them- 
selves into the ocean. Crows fell 
out of the sky. And finally, hu- 
mans fell ill, many dying 
painfully. Children were born 
retarded and epileptic, with the 
most severely damaged dying 
within a few months. Thou- 
sands of people who say they 
are victims of Minamata disease 
are still seeking compensation 
from the government and 
Chisso. 

In 1972, at least 450 Iraqis 
died after eating bread made 


from seed wheat treated with a 


methyl-mercury fungicide. 
There is no cure for the effects 
of methyl mercury on the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

There is often a lag between 
exposure to mercury and the 
onset of symptoms. Signs of 
poisoning generally begin with 
an unsteady gait, as muscular 
coordination is impaired. 
Speech may become slurred or 
jerky. Memory begins to deteri- 
orate. In the most acute cases, 
victims suffer from convulsions, 
blindness, deafness, become co- 
matose, and finally die.

Wildlife Service’s office in Concord, New 
Hampshire, attributes the slow response 
time at both the state and federal levels to 
the usual balancing act between need and 
resources. Testing for contaminants is 
costly, he notes, and mercury competes 
with other contaminants worthy of atten- 
tion. 

John Dieffenbacher-Krall, toxics orga- 
nizer for the Maine People’s Alliance, says 
he suspects officials in his state have been 
reluctant to dig into the mercury problem 
because they’re afraid of what they might 
uncover. “Maine works very hard at por- 
traying itself as this pristine place that is 
an escape from the pollution of the North- 
east,” he notes. “They don’t want to 
change that image.” 

But Maine has embarked on an aggres- 
sive federally funded survey of mercury, 
cadmium, and lead in fish taken from 120 
lakes. In Haines’s words, state officials 
were spurred on by the results of a Fish 
and Wildlife-funded study of mercury lev- 
els in bald eagles that “grabbed them by 
the throat.” 


EAGLES DOWN 


FoR TWO YEARS, LINDA WELCH regularly 
ventured out with an agile companion to 
find eagle nestlings along the coast and in- 
terior waterways of Maine. The climber 
scaled the tree and lowered the six- to 
eight-week-old nestling in a specially de- 
signed canvas bag. While the adult eagles 
circled nervously, Welch took a blood 
sample and banded the leg of the young 
bird before returning it to the nest. Be- 
cause mercury is also deposited in feath- 
ers, Welch would return to collect breast 
feathers off the ground after the birds had 
moulted. 

A University of 
Maine graduate stu- 
dent from Woburn, 

Massachusetts, who is 
working on a Fish and 
Wildlife cooperative 
program, Welch is now 
analyzing her 1991-’92 
data for her master’s 
thesis. Wildlife re-

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ty on the farm-like campus of the Tufts 
University School of Veterinary Medicine, 
in Westborough, Massachusetts. “There 
isn’t much literature on the species’ dis- 
eases and parasites. Just basic biology.” 

New England’s dedicated corps of loon- 
lovers agreed to help Pokras. He has since 
performed post-mortems on more than 
130 loons, trying to determine how they 
died. In about 60 percent of the cases he 
identified a cause, such as entanglement in 
plastic netting or a gunshot. But for the 
rest there was no clear cause of death — 
or no clear reason for the behavior that 
caused death, like flying into a boat, which 
may be related to mercury poisoning. 

The birds were under assault from a va- 
riety of contaminants — lead from eating 
fishermen’s sinkers, PCBs. But “the big 
smoking gun,” says Pokras, was the ele- 
vated levels of mercury. 

Of the 38 loons from which liver sam- 
ples were taken for mercury analyses, 
more than half had levels exceeding that 
generally associated with clinical signs of 
mercury poisoning, Pokras says. 

Based on findings from similar loon 
studies in other states and in Canada, 
Pokras thinks high mercury levels may be 
impairing reproduction and motor coordi- 
nation, interfering with diving and feeding. 
Five of the 12 loon chicks he’s examined 
died from umbilical infections, which may 
also be related to mercury poisoning. But 
comparisons among studies are difficult 
because of inconsistencies in testing pro- 
cedures. 

“We’re pounding hard on the doors of 
the federal agencies to see if they can co- 
ordinate this on a larger scale,” Pokras 
says. Meanwhile, he will collect blood 
samples from live loons this summer in an 
attempt to draw conclusions about con- 
taminant levels in the species as a whole. 

Concern about the common loon stems 
from the species’ particularly sensitive re- 
production process. Breeding pairs usually 
produce only one chick a year, and some- 
times not even that because their conspic-

| (polychlorinated biphenyls) she’s found in 


the eagles and their reproductive levels, 
which are 15 to 40 percent lower than that 
of bald-eagle populations elsewhere. 

Mercury levels in the feathers of eagle 
nestlings tested along the coast, where 
adult birds gather fish from marine waters, 
averaged 3.8 parts per million, not much 
higher than the one to two ppm measured 
in birds kept in captivity. For these coastal 
birds, PCBs are the greater threat. 

But inland, where eagles eat mostly 
freshwater fish, mercury levels ranged 
from 11.3 to 20.8 ppm. 

“That’s pretty scary,” Welch says. 

Welch tested nestlings because they are 
better for pinpointing “hot spots.” 
Nestlings are “representative of food con- 
taminants right in that general area, since 
they only eat what the adults bring back,” 
she explains. “And the adults aren’t going 
that far to feed” when they have a young 
bird in the nest. 

The mercury hot spots for bald eagles in 
Maine are inland lakes, where the eagles’ 
diet is about 75 percent freshwater fish. 

And it looks as though the eagle isn’t the 
only predatory bird that may be at risk be- 
cause of its diet of freshwater fish. 


LOON DEATHS 


MARK POKRAS BEGAN SOLICITING loon 
carcasses from conservation groups in 
Maine and Vermont after the New Hamp- 
shire Audubon Society asked him to take a 
look at a few dead loons about four years 
ago. 

“We didn’t find much,” says Pokras, 
whose office is above a small clinical facili- 


uous nests are so vulnerable, says Dr. 
Mike Meyer, a wildlife toxicologist for 
Wisconsin’s Department of Natural Re- 
sources. Since loons live such long lives — 
as much as 30 years — the death of one 
breeding adult means the loss of a lot of 
reproductive output. 

Meyer is monitoring the reproductive 
performance of loons that feed on lakes in 
Wisconsin. Previous research in Ontario 
showed loon-reproductive failure near a 
chloralkali plant that had dumped effluent 
containing mercury into the loons’ feeding 
grounds. (Chloralkali factories use mer- 
cury to make sodium hydroxide, which is 
used in a number of manufacturing pro- 
cesses.) The loons were affected when 
mercury levels in the fish on which they 
feed exceeded four parts per million. Fish 
in Wisconsin have tested with levels that 
high, Meyer says, so his study is a “a pre- 
emptive strike.” 

That’s also how Betsy Poirier, executive 
director of the Loon Preservation Com- 
mittee of New Hampshire, sees Pokras’s 
study. Even though the hundreds of volun- 
teers who help guard and monitor loon 
nests in New Hampshire have contributed 
to a slow but steady increase in the loon 
population over the last 10 years, Poirier 
still views mercury as a threat. 

“It’s a grave concern because of the sus- 
picion researchers have that death has to 
do with mercury poisoning,” she says. 


ACID TEST 


THE CLUE TO WHAT IS DRIVING up mer- 
cury levels in fish and wildlife lies in the

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vastness of the problem. Hot spots range 
from the Great Lakes and Ontario to the 
Northeast and southern Florida. 

Because high levels of mercury are so 
widespread, affecting thousands of water- 
ways from the clearest mountain lakes to 
the murkiest urban ponds, scientists now 
generally agree that the toxin is coming 
from the atmosphere. One-half to two- 
thirds of mercury in the air is thought to 
be naturally occurring, but it’s the remain- 
der that’s causing the problem. And that’s 


| the portion generated by humans. 


Chief among society’s mercury-produc- 
ing activities are the burning of fossil fuels 
and the incineration of trash. In a report 
released last year entitled Mercury Warn- 


| ing, Clean Water Action estimated that the 
| burning of fossil fuels in the US releases 


about 250,000 pounds of mercury into the 


| air annually. The Edison Electric Institute 


estimates that coal-burning alone accounts 
for about 200,000 pounds — or 100 tons 
— of those emissions. (The utility industry 


| emphasizes the United States’ relatively 
| small contribution to worldwide fossil-fuel 


combustion, however, as power plants in 
the US account for only about 17 percent 
of global coal combustion.) 

Mercury emissions from waste incinera- 
tors have increased as these facilities re- 
place landfills in many communities. Go- 
ing up in flames along with harmless 
household trash are mercury-laden fluo- 
rescent lamps, batteries, pharmaceuticals, 
and dyes. Clean Water Action estimates 
that mercury emissions from municipal 
waste incinerators alone (excluding medi- 
cal- and hazardous-waste incinerators) 
now exceed 95,000 pounds annually. 

Other significant sources of mercury are 


| latex paint (mercury fungicides are no 


longer used, but stocks of old paint are 
still around) and various industrial pro- 
cesses, particularly those in chloralkali 
plants. 

Little is known about how far this highly 


| volatile element can migrate once it is re- 
| leased into the air, or what chemical 
| changes it undergoes before returning to

the earth in rainfall. And sorting out what 
actions might reduce mercury levels is 
complex. Because the liquid metal is readi- 
ly converted into gas, it’s difficult to con- 
trol, and there are already millions of tons 
of mercury in the water, air, and sediment. 

But scientists are beginning to under- 
stand the conditions that help convert 
mercury into its most dangerous form, 
methyl mercury. One of those conditions 
is “colored” water, or water containing a 
lot of dissolved organic matter. Unfortu- 
nately for New England, another appears 
to be the presence of acid rain, which 
seems to aid the microbes that turn ele- 
mental mercury into methyl mercury. 
Once it is methylated, mercury is easily 
absorbed by and accumulated in fish. 

An ongoing study funded by the US En- 
vironmental Protection Agency on Little 
Rock Lake, in northern Wisconsin, is pro- 
viding evidence for the acid-rain/mercury 
link. Researchers partitioned off the lake 
with a sea curtain and added sulfuric acid 
to one half, leaving the other half in its 
natural state. As expected, there was a sig- 
nificant increase in methyl mercury in the 
manipulated portion of the lake, Meyer 
says. 

That would help explain why fish in so 
many lakes and streams in acid-rain-rav- 
aged New England have high concentra- 
tions of mercury. The region is a sitting 
duck for the sulfur dioxide blown by pre- 
vailing winds from the power plants of the 
Midwest. Though the Clean Air Act 
amendments of 1990 mandated a 10-mil- 
lion-ton cut in sulfur-dioxide pollution 
from coal-fired power plants, Haines, of 
the University of Maine, says the reduc- 
tions probably won’t be enough to control 
the mercury problem. 

“We've got to reduce mercury emis- 
sions. We’ve got to control the stuff at the 
source,” Haines says. 


FETAL RISK 


OTHER 1990 AMENDMENTS TO the Clean 
Air Act charged the EPA with conducting 
a four-year study of mercury emissions 
and recommending possible control mea- 
sures. With the utility industry estimating 


it would cost $5 billion to keep mercury 
from escaping out the smokestack, and the 
waste-management industry talking at 
least $10 million per incinerator to restrict 
emissions more than they are already, the 
battle ahead looks to be as long and hard- 
fought as the one over acid rain. 

In the meantime, Clean Water Action, 
the Environmental Defense Fund, and 
other organizations are insisting that the 
FDA lower its risk standard for safe hu- 
man consumption of mercury-tainted fish. 
The basis for concern is Seafood Safety, 
the 1991 report from the National Acade- 
my of Sciences’ Institute of Medicine that 
was critical of federal seafood regulation. 
The study concluded that the FDA’s one- 
ppm standard “has been rendered obsolete 
by more recent scientific information,” 
and may not protect human fetuses from 
mercury exposure. 

According to Haines, a 130-pound 
pregnant woman begins to put her unborn 
child at risk for psychomotor retardation if 
she eats just two and a half ounces of fish 
per week containing one ppm of mercury. 
Mercury is easily transported to the fetus 
through the placenta. 

Some states, including Florida, have 
adopted more conservative risk standards 
for everyone. Others, such as Minnesota, 
have instituted stricter protections only for 
pregnant women and children. 

Closer to home, officials in Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire are re-evaluat- 
ing their state’s mercury standards. In 
fact, discussion as to what the safe-con- 
sumption level should be is holding up the 
release of a report in New Hampshire. The 
New Hampshire Fish and Game Depart- 
ment collected fish samples from a dozen 
lakes, ponds, and rivers last year. But the 
state’s Department of Public Health has 
not released the results yet, says depart- 
ment official Brook Dupee, because it is 
trying to settle on a risk standard. The 
mercury levels found were, presumably, 
high enough for the consumption standard 
to make a big difference to the public — 
and to the vacationers who go to New 
Hampshire to fish. 

“It could change the conclusions of our 
report dramatically, depending on which 
numbers you use,” Dupee says. 

Other than pregnant women, children, 


and sport fishermen, populations particu- 
larly at risk are those that, for cultural or 
economic reasons, rely heavily on locally 
caught fish to feed themselves and their 
families. The way in which public- -health 
departments issue fish advisories is inade- 
quate for warning these populations, de- 
clares Clean Water Action, which favors a 
federally coordinated national media pro- 
gram to reach low-income urban and rural 
populations. Advisories warning people 
not to eat, or to limit their intake of, cer- 
tain kinds of fish are generally issued as 
press releases, appear briefly in the news- 
paper, and are forgotten. 

Shoreline signs warning people away 
might be more effective, but Arthur John- 
son, manager of the biomonitoring pro- 
gram in the Massachusetts Division of 
Water Pollution Control, says they’re not 
used frequently enough: “Posting, quite 
frankly, doesn’t get done much.” Elaine 
Krueger, director of the Department of 
Public Health’s Environmental Toxicology 
Program, counters that the signs get torn 
down as quickly as they are posted. 

In Rhode Island, the sizable Southeast 
Asian population routinely fishes in local 
estuaries, rivers, and ponds. Dr. Bela 
Matyas, medical director of the Depart- 
ment of Health’s Division of Disease Pre- 
vention and Control, acknowledges that 
the state hasn’t devoted enough time to 
alerting this population to the contami- 
nants — particularly PCBs — present in 
some fish. Posting is infrequent. 

“The whole area is one that is worthy of 
consideration. The only problem is lack of 
time and resources,” Matyas says. 

In Massachusetts, state officials have 
found the money to reinstitute limited fish- 
testing this year, after a two-year hiatus. 
According to Johnson, this summer the 
state will analyze about 160 fish samples 
for a number of contaminants, including 
mercury. Most of the samples will be col- 
lected during routine water-quality surveys; 
the division will also take requests from the 
public for fish-testing in other locations. 

“We finally convinced the managers at 
the top that we can’t walk away from this,” 
Johnson says. “What people don’t like is 
uninformed risk. | don’t blame them. 
What you don’t know is what you’ve got 
to be most worried about.” Q 
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Struggling arts institutions are turning to a new generation 








of female entrepreneurs to bring back audiences and funding

n the 1980s, the erudite men and 
women in frayed tweed and sensible 
shoes who’d long held sway at local 
museums, libraries, and historical as- 
sociations found themselves answering not to 
connoisseurs, collectors, and other scholars, but 
to silk-suited business consultants who carried 
calculators and talked fast cash. 

With prices and pretensions soaring and audi- 
ence demand growing, cultural settings seemed 
a sure-fire venue for a new kind of commerce. 
Culture was no longer the province of the privi- 
leged. Slowly but surely, budget and consumer 
concerns were winning the hearts and minds of 
organizations; indeed, some feared they were 
beginning to encroach on institutions’ cultural 
and educational missions. 

Commercialization of cultural institutions 
slowed considerably when the economy col- 
lapsed and funding for nonprofit organizations 
fell off precipitously. Today, many institutions 
are strapped for cash and resources, scrambling 
to maintain programs, and trying to keep up 
with the constants that remain from the go-go 
era of the 80s — escalating audience expecta- 
tions and demands. 

The more successful among them are turning 
to new, entrepreneurial leadership — hardwork- 
ing, inventive directors who can reshape organi- 
zations while keeping one eye on the institu- 
tion’s integrity and another on the bottom line. 

“People are paying very careful attention to 
income sources, running as tight a ship as pos- 
sible, and doing what they can to find funds to 
remain stable,” explains Jane Nylander, director 
of the Society for the Preservation of New Eng- 
land Antiquities, former director of the Straw- 
bery Banke Neighborhood Museum, in 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, and a one-time 
curator at Old Sturbridge Village.

“At the same time,” she continues, “professional 
standards have risen within the museum field, the public 
expects a higher standard of design and sophistication 
and programming, and there’s also a wish to increase 
accessibility and audiences. Institutions have to be ener- 
getic, creative, and run by someone with a sharp eye 
who understands all this and who also understands and 
can articulate the vision of an organization.” 

What Nylander describes is a tall order. But it’s be- 
ing filled, particularly at smaller local cultural organiza- 
tions, by leaders like herself — savvy managers with 
broad experience in the cultural field. And although 
many in this new generation of arts entrepreneurs are 
men, a rapidly growing number are women. 

Among women who’ve recently taken over or re- 
shaped local cultural institutions are Ellen Dunlap, 
president of the American Antiquarian Society, in 
Worcester; Susan Hartnett, director of the Boston 
Center for the Arts (BCA); Anne Marie Stein, executive 
director of the Boston Film/Video Foundation; Anne 
Hawley, director of the Gardner Museum, in Boston; 
Milena Kalinovska, director of the Institute of Contem- 
porary Art, in Boston; Katy Kline, director of MIT’s 
List Visual Arts Center; Janice DelSesto, managing di- 
rector of the Boston Lyric Opera; Laura Meyers, exec- 
utive director of the New England Science Center, in 
Worcester; Stella Aguirre McGregor, founding director 
of the Space experimental gallery, in Boston; Alberta 
Sebolt-George, president of Old Sturbridge Village; 
and Brenda Sullivan, director of the Photographic Re- 
source Center, in Boston. 

“Women are the perfect people to run cultural insti- 
tutions right now,” observes Hartnett, of the BCA, 
laughing. “We work harder, for less money, and we’re 
used to doing more with less.” 


But Hartnett, like other female heads of Massachu- 
setts cultural institutions in transition, emphasizes that 
innovation and determination, not gender, are what it 
takes these days to make organizations work.

“People keep asking me what it’s like being a wom- 
an,” says Ellen Dunlap, who took over as president of 
the American Antiquarian Society (AAS) last Novem- 
ber. “I’ve been a woman all my life. | don’t know any 
different.” 

Still, Dunlap, who describes herself as less a scholar 
and collector than a director, is an anomaly at what’s 
long been an insular, rarified institution. Her job — 
making the society’s remarkable resources better 
known and more available while at the same time pre- 
serving the integrity and essence of the organization — 
is new to the society, too. 

The AAS, founded in 1812, collects, preserves, and 
makes available to students and scholars the printed 
record of the history and culture of America’s first 250 
years. Its holdings include some three million books, 
pamphlets, broadsides, prints, maps, and newspapers. 
Its collection comprises two-thirds of what’s known to 
have been printed in this country between 1640 and 
1821. 

The library has served as a major resource for 
dozens of nationally recognized scholars. Pulitzer Prize 
winners routinely do research there. The AAS staff 
produces impressive publications as well: a history of 
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HARTNETT: an arts center that develops “new relationships with the community.” 


printing in America; a work on Paul Revere’s engrav- 
ings; family genealogies. 

Housed in a building that resembles Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s Monticello, the AAS is solid, staid, and extremely 
well-funded. A $2.2 million operation, it maintains a 
$70,000 cash surplus and an endowment of $24 mil- 
lion. 

Dunlap, an academic librarian by training who 
worked as a University of Texas research librarian and 
headed the Rosenbach Museum and Library, in 
Philadelphia, before moving to Worcester, is only the 
fifth president of the AAS in its 154-year history. Her 
predecessor, Marcus McCorison, a respected scholar 
who’s been variously described as “blunt” and “for- 
mal,” “cranky” and “curmudgeonly,” held the job for 
30 years. 

Although McCorison concentrated on acquiring ma- 
terials and supervising scholarship at the society, Dun- 
lap says she feels comfortable entrusting those aspects 
of the AAS’s work to the organization’s top-notch staff. 
She hopes to focus, she says, on expanding the soci- 
ety’s constituency and accessibility. But she’s deter- 
mined to do that “without cheapening this institution 
or our mission to serve scholars.” 

“This institution has taken some evolutionary steps 
in making its staff and resources accessible to today’s 
world,” Dunlap says in a slight Texas drawl. “Since 
1955, there’ve been microfilm reprints available [of the 
library’s material]. But microfilm today is like the Mod- 
el T. 

“We're moving toward getting our collection made 
available through the Internet,” Dunlap explains, refer- 
ring to the network that ties together computer bulletin 
boards, academic systems, and on-line services, linking 
perhaps as many as 20 million computers. “There’s all 
this raw data available on the Internet. What about his- 
tory? We have to make it available. That’s the way our 
Nintendo-trained children are going to expect their in- 
formation, and that’s the way we’re going to have to 
give it to them. 

“We've got to reach not only scholars but lay people 
and public-school teachers and students. We’ve got to 
do multifaceted programs — form natural partner- 
ships.” 

By way of example, Dunlap pulls out an AAS 
newsletter containing a schedule of events for its year- 
long celebration of the 250th anniversary of Thomas 
Jefferson’s birth. There’s a program on Jefferson as an 
avid reader that the AAS sponsored with the Worcester 
Public Library in March; a forum on Jefferson and ed- 
ucation, co-sponsored with the Alliance for Education; 
and a lecture on Jefferson’s interest in Native Ameri- 
cans and their architecture that the society will present 
in October in conjunction with the Worcester Consor- 
tium for Higher Education. 

The AAS hopes to expand its involvement with edu- 
cators — working with teachers to introduce them to 
the wealth of resources the society holds. “This institu- 
tion is coming into its own as a resource in teaching 
history because the focus has shifted from the study of 
great white leaders to the record of everyday life that 
was discounted and overlooked,” Dunlap maintains. 
“We've got those records. We'd like to do things like a 
symposium on the future of the book in the teaching of 
American history, and co-sponsor it with an education- 
al organization.” 

“These sorts of things are multi-faceted, natural 
partnerships. And they help expand our audiences,” 
she adds. “We send people who go to events at those 
places special mailings as a way of reaching a broader 
audience.” 

But in reaching out to new constituencies, Dunlap 
notes, “it’s important to remember that a lot of institu- 
tions like this, to broaden their appeal, have cheapened 
their mission.” Seeking to entertain and commercialize 
to attract new audiences and members, she says, 
“they've compromised their ability to serve scholars. 

“Say you get a grant from the NEA [National En- 
dowment for the Arts] to bring in more audiences. 
Well, that’s soft money. It covers the basic costs — not 
the janitors, not the staff. You have one event — like a 


tea — and the public wants more. It’s an enormous 
public maw that has to be fed. The institution becomes 
a vehicle for entertainment. 

“It’s very important for cultural institutions to re- 
main focused and not try to be all things to all people. 
If you try to appeal to people on every block, you ex- 
haust your resources, and you find yourself like the 
New York Historical Society — teetering on the edge 
and no one really cares, because you’re not focused on 
or connected to any one. It’s great to broaden audi- 
ences, but we can’t forget our focus is scholarship. Tea 
parties don’t help scholarship. Finding ways of making 
what we have more accessible to more people does.” 


SUSAN HARTNETT 


THE BOSTON CENTER FOR THE ARTS 





In theory, at least, the Boston Center for the Arts, on 
Tremont Street, has always been accessible to all kinds 
of people. 

Founded in 1970 as a multi-disciplinary arts center 
the city hoped would increase community access to the 
arts and help upgrade the crime-ridden, deteriorated 
South End, the BCA, a sprawling complex on four 
acres leased from the city, has limped along for most of 
the past two decades. A sporadically rented, spottily 
programmed facility, it’s long been longer on potential 
than on product. 

Royal Cloyd, BCA director from 1972 to 1988, had 
a reputation as a visionary with little luck turning his 
many dreams into schemes. His successor, Janet 
Langsam, who assumed Cloyd’s position 1988, up- 
graded a number of facilities and programs at the BCA. 

Langsam tried to turn the Cyclorama, which had 
been used on and off for arts exhibits, antique shows, 
performances, and parties, into a splashy exhibition 
space. She helped put the organization on the local vi- 
sual-arts map. But Langsam’s tenure and her big plans 
for her buildings coincided with Massachusetts’s eco- 
nomic bust. She couldn’t raise the money needed to fix 
the facility’s foundations. By the time she left the BCA, 
in 1991, the facility looked and ran better than it had 
when she arrived. But the operation was $700,000 in 
debt and in danger of going out of business. 

Susan Hartnett, a staffer at the Massachusetts Coun- 
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cil on the Arts and Humanities during its halcyon, big- 
budget days, left the agency in 1990, then picked up a 
degree in public administration from the Kennedy 
School. She took over the BCA in December 1991. 

Since then, her job has been to stabilize the institu- 
tion financially, to upgrade it, and to get a variety of 
audiences through the arts center’s doors. 

Hartnett’s first months on the job weren’t easy, nor 
were all of her innovations popular. She had to cancel 
shows slated for the Cyclorama because the organiza- 
tion couldn’t afford them. She laid off staff, worked out 
deals with BCA creditors, and started looking for ways 
to raise money. She took steps to upgrade the BCA’s 
artist-residency program, and required more communi- 
ty service from artists who rent space at the center. 

Her moves, and her bottom-line instincts, didn’t al- 
ways go over well with BCA artists: when word leaked 
out in the spring of 1991 that Hartnett was negotiating 
a deal with Hamersley’s Bistro, there was considerable 
griping and sniping at the center. Some artists charged 
Hartnett was displacing them, ignoring their needs, 
commercializing the center. The director met repeated- 
ly with BCA residents, trying to incorporate their con- 
cerns into the Hamersley’s deal. 

Last March she signed a 20-year lease with Hamers- 
ley’s that should dramatically increase foot traffic at the 
center, while providing funds to allow wholesale reno- 
vation of artists’ working space. 

Last month, the BCA exhibited proposals from de- 
signers, artists, and planners for the “The Gateway Pro- 
ject,” a low-cost beautification plan for the scrubby lot 
at the BCA’s eastern end, which Hartnett envisions as a 
“gateway” between the BCA and the neighborhood. 

Hartnett notes proudly that the BCA board has 
tripled its giving to the institution, and that an anony- 
mous donor who gave the center a $100,000 challenge 
grant a year ago (successfully matched this spring) has 
provided it not only with operating funds but also with 
much-needed cash reserves. 

The BCA has sponsored well-attended exhibitions in 
the past year, a number of them curated by Stella 
Aguirre McGregor, one of the more innovative, com- 
munity-oriented curators in Boston. Exhibitions such 
as one by South End artist Alan Rohan Crite, “Wel- 
come to Asian America: Challenging the Myths,” in the 
Mills Gallery, have been a local-audience draw. 

Hartnett has high hopes as well for the center’s sum- 
mer shows, three concurrent exhibitions of portraits, 
which open this week: “His People/Her People/Their 
People,” paintings by Ralph Hamilton and photos by 
Elsa Dorfman; “100 Heads,” Alan Colby’s paintings of 
South End residents; and “Heroes and Heroines,” por- 
traits by 30 artists. 

The director hopes to expand the BCA’s theater ven- 
tures, too. “We've set up a theater-residency program 
next year that will provide a number of groups cheaper 
performance and rehearsal space in exchange for par- 
ticipating in community programs,” Hartnett notes. 
“We couldn’t do that if we were just renting to the 
groups. 

“But we’re trying to build an arts center that does 
what a community arts center should — develops new 
relationships with the community. We’ve started doing 
it with the visual arts. Now we’re doing it with theater. 

“We can be a major cultural institution that serves 
children, institutions, artists, and connects to national, 
international, and arts communities. But that’s going to 
take time.”

and a climate-control system that will help 
protect the museum’s ailing collection. 
Renovated living quarters in the Gardner’s 
former carriage house for the museum’s 
artist-in-residence, choreographer Liz Ler- 
man. An expanded gift shop. A restaurant. 
A gallery with rotating shows. 

Hawley is pleased about those things. 
Regarding the subject of entrepreneurship, 
though, she expresses some ambivalence. 

“I think some entrepreneurial leaders 
have survived and flourished over more 
talented ones,” she muses. “I think, in try- 
ing to survive all the cutbacks and the 
funding crises, that we’ve denigrated the 
scholarly role.” 

Some might find those observations as 
strange coming from Hawley, who presid-

museum was her fault. The robbery did, in- 
deed, occur six months into Hawley’s 
watch. But it likely took place in large part 
because the museum’s security system and 
procedures, like so much else at the institu- 
tion, had long been inadequate. 

Some Gardner traditionalists object to 
Hawley’s converting the fourth floor into 
office and studio space. They gasp at the 
thought of a choreographer improvising in 
the Gardner galleries. 

But it’s difficult to deny Hawley has 
made considerable progress at the institu- 
tion. She’s raised hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for conservation and repairs. 
Trustee giving has increased sixfold. The 
Gardner now has an advertising campaign. 
Attendance at the galleries and all museum 
programs is up. 

In addition, the museum recently ob- 
tained funding for what could be a 
ground-breaking program in museum edu- 
cation. Gardner curators have been work-

| ed over the Massachusetts Council on the 
| Arts and Humanities from its bright and 
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burgeoning youth through its near death at 
the hands of the state legislature — which 
labeled the agency extravagant and elitist 
— in 1990. Her strengths, after all, are in 
fundraising and innovative programming. 
She’s a driven, sometimes controversial, 
operator and entrepreneur. 

And that, the Gardner board members 
believed when they hired her, in 1989, was 
just what the museum needed. Like many 
a Boston cultural institution, the venerable 
Gardner was founded at the turn of the 
century, flourished under the beneficence 
and leadership of Brahmin patrons for a 
few decades, then faltered. 

By the late 1980s it was clear that Is- 
abella Gardner’s endowment and the 
Gardner board — mostly descendents of 
those who’d known and loved “Mrs. Jack” 
— could not and would not support the 
museum in the way its founder had intend- 
ed. The collection, poorly conserved, was 
rotting. Its physical plant was falling apart. 

The museum’s trustees spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars looking at a reno- 
vation plan that would have included 
much-needed conservation and office 
space, then decided they couldn’t afford it 
— largely because they themselves were 
unwilling to donate, or ask for, large sums 
of money. 

There was also some hesitancy to do 
anything that in any way altered Gardner’s 
will. Drawn up in an era decidedly different 
from our own, the detailed document des- 
ignates the museum’s fourth floor as the di- 
rector’s living quarters. It also forbids the 
museum’s trustees to change or rearrange 
the 2000-piece art collection. If they do, 
the will states, the entire collection is to be 
sold at auction in Paris, and the proceeds 
from the sale are to go to Harvard. 

Hawley’s predecessor as director, Rollin 
van N. “Bump” Hadley, adhered to the 
will, operating in poor-but-proud Brahmin 
traditiom. Asked during a 1987 television 
interview if the museum had any pressing 


needs, for example; Hadley neglected to ’ 


mention a new Wing or a*desperately need- 
ed climate-control system. Instead, he said 
the Gardner could use a few coatracks and 
a restroom. 

Hawley was chosen by the newer, 
younger members of an expanded Gardner 
board to turn the 19th-century institution 
around financially and ready it for the next 
millennium. The ways in which she’s un- 
dertaken that mission have brought kudos 
and criticism. 

Much of the flak Hawley has taken for 
changes at the Gardner is based on the per- 
ception held by some that the March 1990 
theft of $200 million in paintings from the 


ing with Harvard’s Project Zero, cognitive 
psychologist Howard Gardner’s 25-year- 
old arts-and-education project, to develop 
self-guide books, lesson plans, and re- 
source books that will help make the Gard- 
ner a more welcoming environment to 
more people. 

Howard Gardner, who’s long main- 
tained there are seven separate kinds of in- 
telligence — musical, bodily-kinesthetic, 
logical-mathematical, linguistic, spatial, in- 
terpersonal, and intrapersonal — believes 
museums should allow visitors to learn 
about an institution and its collections in 
ways that appeal most to their modes of 
understanding and their experience. Based 
on his most recent research, the psycholo- 
gist has identified what he calls “five entry 
points” through which people experience 
or perceive art: narrative; experiential; 
foundational or philosophical; quantitative 
or factual; and aesthetic. 

Working with representatives of Project 
Zero, museum curators are using Gard- 
ner’s theories to devise new curriculums 
for grade- and high-school students. Ac- 
cording to the Gardner’s first-ever educa- 
tion curator, Stacy Miller, hired by Haw- 
ley, it’s critical for museums to make 
themselves more accessible to students: 
since so many school systems have cut out 
art programs, more and more Americans 
are graduating from high school with next 
to no art or museum experience. 

“By introducing these new programs, 
I’m going back to the vision of the 
founder,” Hawley maintains. “The artist- 
in-residence program echoes what she did 
in her lifetime for her friends, except that 
we’re doing it now for the public. Educa- 
tion was in her will as a priority. What I’m 
doing is returning to the basics.” 

Hawley believes that the Gardner/Gard- 
ner program, like many other innovations 
she’s launched at the museum, “is about 
taking risks and struggling to have the 
Gardner be a center for what:a museum 
could and should be. It’s .entrepreneurfab. 
But it also involves working with the talent 
of our curators. You have to tag.en- 


-trepreneurship to talent at an institution in 


order to survive.”

herself a “builder,” a “creator of options for people.” And 
that, she says, is what cultural and educational institutions 
need in order to survive. 

The Science Center’s roots, old and deep, are in the 
Worcester Lyceum of Natural History, an organization 
formed in 1825 to spread education and culture through 
public lectures. The Lyceum later became the Worcester 
Natural History Society and expanded to include industri- 
al, medical, and animal exhibits as well as a planetarium. 
Its many components included a nature training school, an 
astronomy study group, a zoo. 

By 1971 the center was sprawling enough to move from 
downtown Worcester to a 60-acre site near the Shrews- 
bury border. It expanded its zoological collection. It 
changed its name to the New England Science Center to 
reflect a regional connection. But the center was in flux. Its 
identity was murky. Attendance was down. 

“The center didn’t have a clear idea of what it was — a 
ZOO, a science museum, or an institution,” says Meyers, 
formerly a social worker, then dean of the College of Pro- 
fessional and Continuing Education at Clark University, 
and a.long-time science-center board member before she 
became executive director in January of last year. 

“We decided environmental education and global change 
would be our raison d’étre. We decided to redo the zoo, 
and to reach out to all ages to diversify our audience and 
funding base. In order to do that, we needed to hire a 
change agent, not someone whose expertise is in mainte- 
nance,” she recounts. 

The “change agent,” 
of course, was Meyers, 
who, when she took her 
job, decided that “noth- 
ing was sacred; every- 
thing needed review.” 
In the last two years, 
she’s renovated the in- 
door museum floor by 
floor, getting rid of 
“anything that’s static” 
— and, as part of that 
effort, eliminating all 
traditional exhibitions 
from the walls. 

As Meyers explains 
it, most science muse- 
ums describe and ex- 
plore technology and 
science. This science 
center attempts to em- 
ploy science and tech- 
nology to look at the

at the center to “ex- 
plore” the Galapagos 
Islands with scientists 
working there aboard 
the US Navy’s sub- 
mersible Turtle. 

Other exploratory 
activities include inter- 
active computerized 
maps that help visitors 
learn about the New 
England coastline, and 
advanced video technology that simulates and explains the 
behavior and sound patterns of the center’s collection of 
bees and other animals. 

Some involved in the Science Center have said they feel 
overwhelmed by the unorthodox, rapid changes at the in- 
stitution. But Meyers has solid evidence that what she’s do- 
ing is working: attendance is up considerably. 

“This is a natural,” says Meyers. “People are concerned 
about scientific literacy. And the environment is like moth- 
erhood and apple pie.” 

In her time as director, Meyers has increased her en- 
dowment from $3.5 million to $10 million. The center is 
operating with a surplus for the first time in its history. 

“I have never raised money in my life before,” Meyers 
says. “But I raise money in a lot of ways now. Some of 
them are popular and don’t make a lot of money — like 
jazz concerts. But they get people here. 

“I have to be businesslike to fulfill this institution’s goals. 
But I can do that without compromising our integrity, be- 
cause when you've established a very clear vision, when 
things are in writing and agreed on in your organization, 
you look at every grant opportunity or even every contro- 
versy and decide if you can justify it in terms of your mis- 
sion. 

“So, we get a lot of contributions from biotech. But I am 
not going to be a propaganda/information wing for a 
biotech company. I won’t take $100,000 to tell about all its 
wonders unless I can put up an exhibit that incorporates 


-biotech’s issues, moral dilemmas, and concerns. Ultimate- 


funders understand this. Because what we’re about is

Tf Meyers has one goal, it is to offer more audiences 
more ways to discover. But her ideal is one with an en- 
trepreneurial edge. 

“My accountability is to my consumer,” she says finally, 
matter-of-factly. “And I have a great product to sell.” QO

other liberals out to kill the Thomas nomi- 
nation, misled all of her corroborating wit- 
nesses into identifying Thomas as her ha- 
rasser, and brazenly carried out the most 
shameless and vengeful lie in modern poli- 
tical history. It is not surprising, perhaps, 
that a book with such an agenda has be- 
come a bestseller, since the drama remains

Nor is it surprising that professional 
conservative writers have rushed to praise 
Brock’s research and embrace his conclu- 
sions.

The controversy has since been picked 
up by columnists Anthony Lewis, of the 
New York Times, and Ellen Goodman, of 
the Boston Globe, who separately point out 
that Brock has portrayed himself as an im- 
partial investigative reporter when he is 
anything but. Brock was first commis- 
sioned to write an exposé of Hill by the 
American Spectator, where he described 
her as “a bit nutty, and a bit slutty.” Also, 
Brock’s project was partly funded by the 
Olin Foundation, headed by William Si- 
mon, a leader of the Citizens’ Committee 
To Confirm Clarence Thomas.

One of Anita Hill’s attorneys is now re- 
portedly preparing a point-by-point refuta- 
tion of Brock’s innumerable omissions, er- 
rors, and misquotations.

Committee had Shiles’s affidavit, but it 
was too silly and sleazy for them to use. 
Not for Brock, though. 

Brock is best at lining up all manner of 
charges: that Hill was sexually attracted to 
Clarence Thomas, that she-talked to girl- 
friends about pornography and men’s pe- 
nis sizes, that she was “politically correct,” 
hostile to white male students, a feminist 
who “was terrified that Roe v. Wade would 
be overturned” and so forth. 

But Brock is not so good at considering 
the other side of the evidence. Brock ap- 
parently never interviewed Hill’s corrobo- 
rating witnesses or their 
attorney. Brock gives cre- 
dence to one partner at 
Hill’s old law firm who 
says she was encouraged 
to “find other employ- 
ment,” but not the three 
partners who deny it. 


Orchestrated lie 

Brock’s basic plot is in- 
credible enough to in- 
spire doubt. He details an 
elaborate scenario to 
show how it all began al- 
most accidentally on July 
1, 1991, when Hill got a 
call from Judge Susan 
Hoerchner, an old friend 
to whom she hadn’t 
spoken in seven years. 
Hoerchner had seen news 
reports about the Thomas 
nomination, and had remembered how 
Hill used to complain that Thomas ha- 
rassed her. Hoerchner asked Hill, “Are 
you going to say anything?” 

Brock suggests that Hoerchner had not 
remembered Hill’s complaints clearly and 
jumped to the conclusion that it was 
Thomas her friend had spoken about. 
Brock incredibly surmises that at this mo- 
ment, Hill seized on her friend’s error 
and decided to defame Thomas and use 
Hoerchner to corroborate the lie. 

Yet of the other three corroborating wit- 
nesses who informed the committee that 
Hill had told them of harrassment, Ellen 
Wells testified that Hill mentioned Thomas 
by name.

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Growing pains 


A father reflects on his daughter’s dwarfism

hen I look at my friend Ruth, I see 
my daughter’s future. 

In some ways, that vision is dis- 
tressing: Ruth, who’s in her early 
30s, is barely four feet tall, with 
exceedingly short arms and legs; when we stand side- 
by-side, the top of her head is only a couple of inches 
above my waist. 

But in many other respects, Ruth is the most hopeful 
vision I have. Her health is reasonably good. She’s intel- 
ligent. She has an important job, a condo, a car, and 
friends. She can talk about politics, the Red Sox, or 
Saturday Night Live. And she has a terrific outlook: 
she’s militant about equal treatment for little people, but 
relaxed enough about her short stature to have once 
played a dwarf in an opera. “I guess I was a bit type- 
cast,” she says, laughing. 

Ruth always makes me feel better when I’m anxious 
or uncertain about my daughter. As we sit in a Chinese 
restaurant in Downtown Crossing, talking about our 
jobs, our families — her legs barely extending past the 
edge of her chair, never mind touching the floor — it 
strikes me that if this is what dwarfism can be, then 
maybe it’s not so bad. 

It’s something I have to remind myself of a lot. 

* 

Our second child, Rebecca, was born last August 29. 
Timothy, who preceded her by a year and a half, had 
been almost supernaturally healthy from birth, but 
Becky was different. Right after delivery, she was 
rushed to the neonatal intensive-care unit: she’d inhaled 
meconium (fetal poop) during delivery, and she was 
suffering from hypoglycemia as well. Serious stuff, but 
nothing the hospital couldn’t easily handle. 

But within hours, the ICU was telling my wife, 
Barbara, and me that there was something else wrong 
with our beautiful daughter. Her head was big, well out- 
side the normal range. And her arms and legs were 
much shorter than average. Dwarfism was suspected; 
the diagnosis was confirmed three days later, and 
reconfirmed by a geneticist a week after that. 

Becky quickly recovered from her birthday ordeal. 
And though we were shaken when we were told that our 
little girl would grow up to be a very little woman, when 
measured against the horrors every parent worries 
about — Down’s syndrome, cystic fibrosis, cerebral 
palsy — dwarfism seemed, if not something we’d 
choose for our daughter, a condition we could live with 
nevertheless. 

We did all the reading we could. We learned that 
dwarfism occurs in only one out of every 25,000 to 
40,000 births, and that Becky’s type of dwarfism, 
achondroplasia, is the most common. We learned she’d 
be delayed in some things, like walking, but would even- 
tually catch up; that her height as an adult would be 
about 4-2, give or take a couple of inches; that because 
achondroplasia is caused by a genetic bone defect rather 
than a hormonal deficiency, there is no treatment other 
than an experimental limb-lengthening operation that 
would horrify even the most hardened human-rights 
activist; and (this was what we focused.on),.that the 
majority of achondroplasts are generally healthy, intelli- 
gent, and have a normal life expectancy. 

We never read anything about the breathing problem. 





In early February of this year, a pulmonary specialist 
saw Becky after several months of cold-like symptoms. 
He didn’t like what he saw, and ordered more tests. 
Within days, she came down with a nasty respiratory 
virus and landed in Mass General. When the virus 
calmed down, the verdict came in: Becky would need a 
tracheotomy, because, as sometimes happens with 
achondroplasia, her airways were so small that she was 
retaining more than double the safe level of carbon 
dioxide. 

I don’t want to minimize the trauma that the last sev- 
eral months have been. Becky’s lost her voice, and since 
she’s been home again, our home is a blur of nurses 
coming and going, of oxygen tanks, and of expensive 
machines (thank God for health insurance). 

But this is all temporary, and at no time was her life 
in danger (except during her first five months, when we 
were clueless about her breathing problem). In a year or 
two her airways will be large enough so the trach can be 
reversed, and we'll have our little girl back. In the 
meantime, she smiles, she plays, she makes us happy. 
And we wait. 

* 

I often search my mind — and my heart — to try to 
figure out how I really feel about Becky’s achondropla- 
sia. I’ve heard about parents who give their dwarf chil- 
dren up for adoption, who are so heartbroken that they 
fall into depressions that last years, who won’t stop 
searching for a treatment, a cure, anything so their chil- 
dren will be tall. 

I know exactly how I feel about what Becky’s going 
through right now: I hate it, I worry about it setting her 
back physically and psychologically, and I can’t wait for 
it to end. 

But as for her dwarfism, I don’t know. I picture a 
healthy, happy, intelligent daughter whom we can talk 
with, whom we can do things with, who’s going to have 
a life every bit as good as our son’s. If she can just avoid 
more medical trouble, I think we can help her get 
through any social or emotional trauma. 

Am I being naive? Recently we had dinner with the 
parents of a six-year-old achondroplastic boy, a hand- 
some, healthy, smart, sweet little guy who’s having a 
tough time with bullies, insensitive teachers, and his 
growing realization that he’s not like everyone else. His 
parents agonize over what he’s going through. 

When Becky’s older, she’s going to look different, 
very different. As medical anthropologist Joan Ablon 
points out in her books Little People in America and 
Living with Difference, the paradox dwarfs live with is 
that they are, in most cases, perfectly normal, healthy, 
functioning human beings, yet their very appearance is 
startling. That’s probably the hardest thing Becky’s ever 
going to have to deal with — certainly harder than hav- 
ing a trach for a year or two as a baby. 

Sometimes in the evening, Timmy puts a pillow in my 
lap, takes a few steps back, and then makes a running 
leap on top of me. Becky thinks this is hysterical. Her 
eyes and mouth open wide, her head shakes, her face 
turns red, and out comes this nearly silent, breathy 
laugh. 

At these moments, I think she’s the most beautiful girl 
in the world. I just hope that asyghe gets older, other 
people will be able to. look. beyond her unusual packag- 
ing and see what I see — and thafaijke Ruth, she’ll have 
the independence and strength*ef spirit not to need 
those who don’t. Q

“And they’ve got to be comfortable,” adds Lasman. 

“You know, I’ve got to disagree,” counters Mimi. 
“How a pair of shoes fits will depend on how bad you 
want them. Even if they kill.” 

Although she’s always buying new additions for her 
shoe closet, Mimi insists she’s no Imelda Marcos. “I get 
rid of ’em. I bring them to Goodwill,” she says. “They’re 
in style for such a short time.”

high arches, she recently started wearing leopard-skin 
platforms, with no ill effects. Another says she recently 
returned to wearing spiked heels. “It was like coming 
home,” Lasman reads aloud. 

On the other hand, a Burlington, Vermont, man 
writes to explain that, although he enjoys conventional 
sex, he also achieves orgasm by groveling at women’s 
feet and kissing and smelling their shoes. He includes a 
photograph of himself, dressed only in a necktie and a 
pair of tasseled loafers, in which he’s sniffing a stiletto- 
heeled shoe. “Tasseled loafers!” Mimi exclaims. “I won- 
der if he’s a lobbyist.” 

The letter amuses, but hardly shocks Shoe Talk’s 
host, who plans to examine all the roles shoes play in 
life, including the erotic.

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ary Swanson owns 75 G.I. Joes. He has 
so many of the 12-inch action figures that 
they fill a room in his home, in Worcester 
— he calls it his “Joe room.” But Gary’s 
no spoiled kid; he paid for every piece in 
his G.I. Joe collection with his own mon- 

ey, right down to the last set of dog tags. 
Gary, in fact, isn’t a kid at all: he’s 34, 
and like many other quite-grown-up toy collectors, he’s 
reached back to a childhood pastime and turned it into an 

adult obsession. 

Like baseball-card and comic-book collecting before it, 
toy collecting is slowly emerging as the hobby of choice for 
a generation of Baby Boomers with fond memories and a 
little discretionary income. Whether it’s nostalgia, a keen 
sense of irony, or a yen to make some fast cash, more and 
more people have begun prowling around flea markets and 
plundering their parents’ basements for long-forgotten 
Barbies and board games, Matchbox cars and Major Matt 
Mason playsets. 

Local comedian Mike Bent, 30, has been using old toys 
in his act for years, and offstage he surrounds himself with 
the playthings of his youth, too. “A lot of people come into 
the house and ask, ‘Why do you have all these toys?’ ” says 
the Belmont resident. “But why should I not want to own 
toys just because I’m grown up?” 

Bent’s closets are filled with Patty Duke, Mr. Ed, and 
Flying Nun games, and his kitchen is decorated with lunch 
boxes (he paid $30 for a Lost in Space box seven years ago; 
now it’s worth $600). He also hunts for old Aurora model 
kits, especially those from the monster series which was 
hugely popular among adolescent boys in the 1960s. Back 
then, they sold for a dollar or two. Today, a mint-condi- 
tion, unassembled Frankenstein model that’s still in its 
original box sells for about $250. 

Abe Fender wasn’t even born when The Green Hornet 
television series made its brief run on ABC, in 1966 and 
’67 — but the 25-year-old Allston resident is bug-bitten 
nonetheless. Fender became smitten with the show several 
years ago, when he saw reruns on TV. These days, when 
he isn’t working as an assistant manager at the Coolidge 
Corner Videosmith, or flexing his tattooed arm muscles as 
a roadie for a local rock band, he spends much of his time 
— and money — searching for and buying Green Hornet 
toys and memorabilia. 

Fender collects Japanese toy robots, too, as well as Cap- 
tain Action figures. One recent morning he showed off 
some of his most prized holdings, displayed in his bedroom 
like sacred relics in a shrine. “A lot of this stuff is so rare 
that when you see it, you just have to grab it,” he said, 
holding up an Action Boy doll. “It kills me now to think 
about all the stuff 1 had as a kid. It would be worth insane 
amounts of money now. But when you’re 10 years old, you 
have no idea this stuff will be worth so much.”

@ 1's difficult to puta dollar figure on the market for col- 
lectible toys. According.to one estimate, the buying 
and selling of collectible Barbies alone could be as 
high as $500 million a year in the United States, but 
others insist that it’s impossible to be specific. A survey 
by one of the newer industry publications, Collecting Toys, 
helps put the market into some perspective, though: the 
poll determined that the magazine’s average reader spends 

about $1800 a year on toys. 

Few question that the hobby is gaining converts every 
day. “The market’s getting bigger all the time,” says Tom 
Hammel, editor of Toy Collector and Price Guide. “Some 
people are predicting that toys could become the baseball 
cards of the 90s.” 

Toy Collector is published by Krause Publications, of 
lola, Wisconsin, which also produces Toy Shop, the 
bible of the toy-collecting world. Toy Shop began as a 
48-page monthly in 1988; five years later, the average 
issue has expanded to 280 pages, and Hammel says it’s 
still growing. 

There are no articles in Toy Shop — it consists en- 
tirely of advertisements for collectible-toy dealers, many 
of them one-person outfits run with little more than a 
phone, a fax machine, and a post-office box. Readers 
eagerly await the arrival of Toy Shop in the mail. Abe 
Fender, for instance, estimates that he spends eight to 
10 hours a month poring through its pages, which are 
crammed with tiny-print ads for Tonka trucks, Little 
Kiddles, and seemingly every game or toy marketed in 
the post-World War II era. 

Mail order, of course, is just one way for toy buffs to 
hunt down their prey. Collectibles shops and trade shows 
are the other major sources of childhood treasures. Some 
shoppers rely strictly on flea markets. “I don’t like the 
prices dealers ask,” says Bent. “They can take the fun out 
of it.” 

Others will go to nearly any length to pursue their obses- 
sion. Gary Greenberg, 37, executive vice-president and co- 
creative director at Rossin Greenberg Seronick, a Boston 
advertising agency, has traveled all over the country look- 
ing for Popeye toys. “About every two months, my wife 
and I would fly to a major show. We built the collection to- 
gether,” he says. 

Over the last decade or so, Greenberg has amassed 
about 150 Popeye toys. His favorite piece is a 1935 tin me- 
chanical Popeye in a rowboat. “It’s crude, but that’s what I 
like about it,” he says. “And it really depicts him as a sailor, 
one of the only tin toys of the era that does.” 

Greenberg has had to control his appetite for Popeye 
since becoming a parent — “Infants curb your spend- 
ing,” he says — but he certainly qualifies as a high-end 
toy collector, having once paid $1200 for a “Popeye the 
Champ” boxing ring. Still, there remains an even loftier 
toy-collecting stratosphere. According to Jim Bunte, edi- 
tor of Collecting Toys, some of the highest prices are 
commanded by tin robots from Japan. Especially rare is 
the Robby Space Patrol, a battery-operated robot based 
on the star of the 1956 movie Forbidden Planet. Back on 
Earth, Bunte guesses that there are probably only about 
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20 Robbies remaining, which explains why well-heeled 
toy shoppers have been known to dole out as much as 
$20,000 for the privilege of owning one. 

“Those collectors are a different breed of humanity,” 
says Bunte, who insists that five-figure prices are by far the 
exception in the toy market. “It’s a very low-end hobby. 
You hear people say that they’re getting priced out of the 
market. That’s bullshit. There are plenty of ways to get into 
toy collecting.”

usband and wife Rick Paige and Joan Berglund 

handle a little of both ends of the toy spectrum at 

Atomic Candy, the collectibles shop they opened 

on Brighton Avenue last March. Boston was in 

need of a used-toy outlet. Before this spring, local 
toy aficionados had to head out to stores like Sweet Stuff, 
in Melrose; Day-Old Antiques, in Newtonville; Wex Rex, in 
Marlborough (until recently of Hudson); or 
That’s Entertainment — whose

Paige and 
Berglund, who

That doesn’t 
mean customers 
won’t discover 
hard-to-find, exotic 
goods on the premis- 
es, though. On a re- 
cent visit, Berglund 
showed off a full set of 
Kiss action figures. It 
will cost you $135 to 
take home a Gene Sim- 
mons or Paul Stanley 
doll, but Berglund says 
she’d be willing to un- 
load the entire group of 
four for an even $400.

lar, always sell well. There has long been substantial in- 
terest in shows like Get Smart, The Munsters, and The 
Man from U.N.C.L.E. But, she adds, “’70s TV shows are 
starting to creep up in value — Dukes of Hazzard, Wel- 
come Back, Kotter, Six Million Dollar Man, and Bionic 
Woman.” 

The popularity of toys linked to those particular pro- 
grams supports the accuracy of an estimate by one 
dealer — Paul Howley, of That’s Entertainment — that 
it takes 15 years, give or take a few, after a toy’s release 
before it comes into great demand as a collectible. 
Slightly older shows like The Brady Bunch and The 
Partridge Family, which have enjoyed long afterlives in 
syndication, have also led to cravings among post-colle- 
gians for the likes of Brady Bunch lunch boxes and 
Laurie Partridge dolls. 

The 15-year theory is also buttressed by the fact that a 
certain movie released in 1977 spawned the toys and nov- 
elties which currently make up the fastest-growing seg- 
ment of the market. “The number-one collectible is Star 
Wars. Nothing is hotter,” says Howley, who recently be- 
gan marketing a line of Classic Toy Trading Cards. The 
pre-adolescents who first played with all those Darth 
Vader action figures are now in their early- to mid-20s. 
Dealers say that most collectors concentrate on the toys 
they owned — or wished they owned — as children. 
Faced with the trials of adult life, with a little spending 
money in their pockets, they’re escaping back to the days 
of their youth, to endless hours of playful innocence in 
the rec room. 

“Someday,” says Howley, “you’ll have people collecting 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles.” 

s 
nd the collectors coveting those toy terrapins 
will almost certainly be former little boys. The 
Collecting Toys survey found that 96 percent 
of its readers are male, and hobbyists and shop 
owners alike agree that toy collecting tends to 
be a guy thing. 

One of the major exceptions, of course, is made up by 
the huge bloc of women who still love Barbie. Barbie 
Bazaar, which is aimed at adult Barbie collectors, started 
with 500 subscribers in 1988; today, that figure has bal- 
looned to 14,000. Editor Karen Caviale speculates that 
there are between 25,000 and 50,000 grown-up Barbie 
collectors in the US, but has heard estimates as high as 
100,000. “I would say the great majority are female,” she 
says, “though a lot of women’s husbands get into it.” 

As with most collectible items, older usually means rar- 
er, which in turn means more valuable. Caviale says she’s 
heard that a prototype for the first Barbie, from 1959, sold 
for $10,000. But, ironically, many of the gems on the cur- 
rent toy market earned their value simply because they 
were duds when released. Thess@-galled “side-part” Amer- 
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ican girl Barbie is a case in point: when Mattel experi- 
mented with a dramatic side-swept ‘do, littie girls across 
the country hated it, so the line was abruptly canceled. 
Now, says Caviale, the scarce side-part Barbie commands 
top dollar. 

Another example is the ill-fated G.I. Nurse that Hasbro 
manufactured briefly in the mid-’60s as part of the Joe line. 
“If you have one of those, you can practically name your 
price,” says Rick Paige, of Atomic Candy, who adds a 
$3000 price tag wouldn’t surprise him in the least. 

Gary Swanson, the G.I. Joe collector from Worcester, 
thinks the nurse figure bombed with little boys for a sim- 
ple reason: “She was really ugly.” An Air Force veteran, 
Swanson is particularly interested in pilot paraphernalia. 
He’d die — or at least part with as much as $250 — for 
the rare G.I. Joe Panther Jet. 

Undoubtedly, many toy collectors 
get into the hobby as a form of es- 

capism. Swanson represents a par- 

ticularly poignant example. He 
bought his first ’60s-vintage Joe in 
1989 as a way to take his mind off 
the pain of watching his ailing 

third-born child die in a hospital. 
“J just happened to walk past 
Wex Rex and see a G.I. Joe in 
the window,” he says. “It was 
immediate escapism. I saw all 
those memories from my child- 
hood.” 

Gary Greenberg’s affection 
for Popeye dates back to his 
early youth, too. He recently 
unearthed an old photograph 
of himself taken when he 
was in kindergarten, in 
which he’s holding up a 
drawing he had done of the 
spinach-eating sailor. “I 
got in [to collecting] the 
way anyone should: by a 
real, emotional attraction, 
not because I thought it 

would be worth money 
or because someone told 
me to,” he says. 

But for Greenberg, 
who was trained as an 
artist and who once 
dreamed of becoming 

an animator for Walt 

Disney studios, the

Jim Bunte, of Collecting Toys, puts it even more simply. 
“You hear a lot of different arguments, like that people are , 
psychologically driven by some Freudian, anal-retentive 
thing,” he says. “But I’m into toys because they’re 
neat.... Let’s face it — none of us grew up.”

hile passion turns people into avid col- 

lectors, the profit angle of toy traffick- 

ing often proves alluring. “In the last 

four years, everyone who used to be a 

collector is now a dealer,” says Gary 
Sohmers, of Wex Rex. Take, for example, a James Bond 
collector who finds a mint-condition Aston Martin Corgi 
Toy (with ejector seat and retractable machine guns!) at a 
junk shop. He may already have one at home, but if he 
buys this four-inch, gold-colored, die-cast vehicle from 
the unsuspecting junk dealer for a couple bucks, he can 
turn around and sell it to another Bond buff for, say, 
$100. Suddenly, the collector has found a way to finance 
his addiction, or possibly go into business for himself. 

The desire to make money has led some collectors to 
buy new toys, as well as old, in hopes that they, too, will 
eventually appreciate in value. Others will have nothing to 
do with new toys. Fender, the Green Hornet collector, 
feels that the visual spectacle of video games has made to- 
day’s kids less dependent on their imaginations, and thus 
less discriminating about toys. “Most of the toys that 
come out today are so crappy that I don’t see them ap- 
preciating,” he says. “Besides, I really don’t like many of 
the new toys.” 

And that, very simply, is what separates the true toy 
lover from the toy trafficker. “There’s way too much 
speculation going on right now,” says Paige, of Atomic 
Candy. “I see people stocking away new stuff, like action 
figures and Barbies, and not even looking at them. What I 
try to tell people is to collect toys they like, because you 
don’t know whether or not this stuff will appreciate in 
value. If the toy doesn’t appreciate, and you bought it 
strictly as an investment, you have nothing. But if you buy 
something you really like, then you still have something 
you really like.” _

The rise of the 
pedal-pusher

N THE WAR FOR ROAD SPACE ON 
BOSTON’S STREETS, WHO DO YOU 
THINK HAS A BETTER CHANCE:

It’s easy to see why more people don’t 
ride their bicycles to work. And it’s easy to 
understand why even some of the most 
dedicated environmentalists would sooner 
let the greenhouse effect melt the polar 
caps than risk biking to work on the same 
roads as Boston drivers. 

And yet, despite the dangers — real or 
perceived — bicycling to work has been 
steadily gaining in popularity. Spot counts 
of bicycle traffic at six intersections in 
Greater Boston showed an increase of 54 
percent from 1976 to ’91, according to 
Cathy Buckley, the bike/pedestrian coordi- 
nator for the Central Transportation Plan- 
ning staff, which works with a number of 
agencies on road projects in metropolitan 
Boston. Another survey of 10 intersections 
showed an increase of 22 percent from 
1987 to ’92. 

Of course, there’s always been a die- 
hard nucleus of old hands who've been bi- 
cycle commuting — year-round — for 
decades. That they’re still alive is testimo- 
ny, veterans say, that bike commuting is 
not nearly as perilous as is popularly be- 
lieved. And that their ranks are growing 
suggests that bicycle commuting is an idea 
whose time has come. 

Environmentalists see cycling as a 
healthy way to get to work: it promotes fit- 
ness, cuts down on smog and air pollution, 
eases street congestion, and reduces the 
need for ugly parking lots. Other advocates 
have a simpler motive: bicycling is fun, it’s 
a good way to work off tension, and it can 
be lot less stressful than enduring Boston’s 
traffic-and-parking woes. 

The bicycle works for a lot of reasons, 
and daring novice bicycle commuters 
aren’t the only ones picking up on the fact. 
Faced with problems of runaway oil con- 
sumption, air pollution, and deteriorating 
roads and highways, the government is 
gradually seeing the wisdom of promoting 


bicycling as an alternative form of trans- 


portation to the automobile. If the govern- 
ment is late in listening to what bicyclists 
have been saying for years, advocates say, 
it’s better late than never. The wheel turns 
slowly, but it’s turning. 

a 

A road-seasoned Peugeot 10-speed is 
right at home amid the casual clutter of 
books and papers in Scott Paradise’s office 
at MIT. This is academia, Cambridge-style, 
where scholarship, idealism, and issue-sen- 
sitivity are allowed to take precedence over 
prestige. Paradise, the Episcopal Church’s 
chaplain at MIT, has been a regular bicycle 
commuter from his West Newton home to 
Cambridge now for 20 years, and he en- 
joys the low-tech approach. 

“It’s more fun. When the weather’s 
good, it’s lovely,” Paradise says. “There’s a 
wonderful bikepath along the Charles. I see 
lots of birds.” Somewhat of a bird-watcher, 
Paradise especially likes the upper sections 
of the Charles River Bikepath that take him 
through wildlife habitat, and he rattles off 
the names of waterfowl he’s seen while he 
makes the 10 miles from his home to work, 
or back. Although more of a challenge 
when it’s cold, bicycling to work has year- 
round rewards. “There are wonderful 
ducks and things to see in the winter... . 
geese, great mergansers. . . .” 

It’s just this element of fun that makes 
bicycle commuting worth the hassle, says 
Doug Mink, president of the Bicycle Coali- 
tion of Massachusetts, a nonprofit advoca- 
cy group. 

“If you're going to rice a lot, pleasant 
experiences are really important,” says 
Mink, who daily commutes 10 miles each 
way from his house in Ro:|lindale to his job 
at the Smithsonian Astro 1ysical Observa- 
tory, near Harvard Squar >. His preferred 
route takes him along the bikepaths of the 
Emerald Necklace, the str 1g of parklands 
that extends roughly.frcm the Fenway 
through Jamaica Plain and into Roslindale.., 
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The route takes him into the Arnold Ar- 
boretum, where he can smell the blossoms 
as he rides to the top of Peters Hill, which 
offers a panoramic view of Boston. All of 
this takes about 45 minutes, but there are 
alternatives when Mink’s pressed for.time: 
“I have a quick route, and it’s really ugly,” 
he says. 

Public transportation to his office is al- 
most always longer —- about an hour. It 
involves taking a bus to the Forest Hills T 
stop, taking the Orange Line to the Red 
Line, the Red Line to Harvard Square, 
then a hefty walk to the office. Taking a car 
(yes, Mink owns.a car) is generally not his 
preferred option. “Basically, I look at driv- 
ing as a last resort,” he says. 

Speed and convenience are factors often 
cited by cycle commuters. 

“It’s quicker on a bike,” says Anne Mc- 
Kinnon, a planner with TAMS Consul- 
tants, in Boston, who not only bikes to the 
office from her home in Jamaica Plain, but 
also takes rides out to the field visits her 
job requires her to make. “Time is definite- 
ly a major consideration, and just being 
able to do a lot of errands and site visits. 
You don’t have to worry about a parking 
space. It’s a lot easier to lock the bike up.” 
Because McKinnon works on many pro- 
jects involving public transportation, she is 
sheepish in admitting that biking is faster 
than the T: “It takes so damn long to get 
anywhere.” 


a 

If Hollywood made a movie about Andy 
Fischer commuting by bicycle to his down- 
town law office, Mel Gibson would be per- 
fect for the part. Fischer’s Road. Warrior 
style leads him from Brookline down Bea- 
con Street-through Kenmore Squaresand 
Comm Ave, ‘on the kinds of streets that 
would cause many cyclists to séek a saner 
route. 

“I really like going past Kenmore Square 
because I can zip past the cars and it gives 
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me a sense of superiority,” Fischer says 
with a grin. He especially relishes commut- 
ing on days when the Red Sox are playing 
at home — traffic is gridlocked for miles 
around Fenway Park and the T is jammed 
with fans. 

Fischer began biking to work when he 
was a young teacher at Madison Park High 
School. Now in his third decade of bicycle 
commuting, Fischer is a trial and litigation 
lawyer who could afford to drive to. work 
but chooses to bike. 

“There are all sorts of rational argu- 
ments you can articulate, but the bottom 
line is it’s fun. Given the choice, it’s 
more enjoyable to get on my bike and 
go,” says Fischer, who, like McKinnon, 
is also a director of the bike coalition. 
“Coming home, instead of going from 
the frustration of having other lawyers 
yell at me to the frustrations of being in 
traffic, I take my frustrations out on the 
road.” 

Being self-employed enables Fischer to 
smooth over some of the problems that can 
discourage others from bicycle commuting. 
When he negotiated his firm’s office lease 
with the landlord, he insisted on a chang- 
ing room in his office and a safe place in 
the building to keep his bike. Fischer keeps 
suits and shoes at the office and just packs 
a clean shirt and socks when he leaves the 
house in the morning. He’s learned to get 
by without showering, but that’s not so 
much of a problem because the commute 
in the morning is cooler than the commute 
home, and from Brookline, downtown is 
literally downhill. 

Oh, and bike commuting is also much 
cheaper than driving, especially for those 
whe work in the elite legal and financial 
districts. “I hate to pay $20 to park down- 
town,” Fischer growls. 


*~ 
Even the most ardent bike commuters 
aré‘realistic about the dangers of cycling, 
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although they generally say cycling is safer 
than perceived and risks can be minimized. 
Veteran bike commuters relate war stories 
about their encounters with moronic 
drivers, oblivious joggers, slippery leaves, 
fickle pedestrians, and, more recently, dev- 
il-may-care rollerbladers. 

“I’ve been knocked off my bicycle two or 
three times,” says Paradise. “One time 
somebody opened a door just as I got 
there.” His prescription for safe cycling in 
traffic is to assume the worst and ride de- 
fensively. “I just don’t trust any automobile 
driver. Don’t trust that they’ll see you or 
give way to you unless they signal to you 
that they will.” 

Cathy Buckley understands if people are 
scared of taking to the road on a bike. She 
recalls feeling vulnerable when she re- 
turned to bicycle commuting after a long 
break. “It was very scary for a couple of 
days. Watching people bicycle down the 
road, you see this little bicycle, little per- 
son. . . . I think, ‘How could you be crazy 
enough to bicycle in traffic?’ But you do it 
and you’re careful and you survive.” 

“Accidents don’t happen as often as peo- 
ple think they do,” says Anne McKinnon. 
“Nobody wants to hit you. There are skills 
you need, just as there are skills when you 
learn to drive. It’s not as bad as people 
think, but it definitely takes some practice.” 

Part of commuting safely involves estab- 
lishing a presence on the road that forces 
drivers to respect the bicycle. In especially 
narrow roadways with parked cars, for ex- 
ample, it’s often safer for a cyclist to take 
possession of the lane instead of being 
squeezed between moving traffic on the left 
and potentially opening doors on the right. 
Yes, it requires nerves of iron, says Fischer, 
who learned the painful way that being ag- 
gressive is better than being doored. “I 
think I have the personality of a litigator, 
and when a car honks at me that I’m in 
their lane, I ignore them.” 

Bicyclists say the biggest worry isn’t 
drivers, who are predictable and are wary 
of cyclists, but rather pedestrians, jog- 
gers, rollerbladers, and idiot bikers who 
ride against traffic and ignore rules of the 
road. Statistics bear this out. Only 18 
percent of serious bicycle accidents in- 
volve cars, according to John Allen in his 
Bicycle Coalition pamphlet “How To 
Ride in Boston Traffic — or Anywhere.” 
(Allen is something of cycle-commuting 
guru, having written extensively on the 
subject for decades now.) Thirty-two per- 
cent involve collisions with other cyclists, 
dogs, and pedestrians, and the rest occur 
when bicyclists are alone (i.e., they lose 
control of the bike after hitting a pot- 
hole). Fully 95 percent of the accidents 
involving cars occur at intersections when 
the car, the cyclist, or both are crossing 
or turning (so that’s where bikers need to 
be most careful). 

ae 

It’s not hard to see that bike commuters’ 
needs, though often much simpler and 
cheaper to satisfy than those of drivers, are 
largely dismissed by the decision-makers 
who build the public infrastructure. Most 
roadways are planned without considera- 
tion that bicycles will use them; many 
shopping malls have acres of parking but 
no bike racks; offices and factories are built 
near highways for easy access by cars (of- 
ten a nightmare for cyclists), and have lots 
of space for cars, but rarely a safe and pro- 
tected place to put bicycles. It’s part of the 
“Car Is King” attitude fostered by a waste- 
ful society drunk for far too long on fossil 
fuels. 

McKinnon has witnessed firsthand that 
architects, highway engineers, and plan- 
ners often don’t think of bicycles, and are 
reluctant to do so even when prompted. 

“I worked on a project, and no matter 
what I said about cyclists sharing the road, 
the answer was always ‘It’s unsafe. It’s un- 
safe.’ They don’t ride in traffic — they as- 
sume that it’s unsafe and that no one 
would want to,” says McKinnon. The per- 
spective of the engineers reflects that of a 
nation that has deified the car. “The idea is 
a bicycle is a child’s toy, and it’s something 
you're saddled with until you’re old enough 
to get your license,” says McKinnon. 
Changing the mindset of today’s adult en- 
gineers and commuters may be hard, but 
efforts might be more successful with 
teenagers, who are already bicycle-friendly. 
As she adds, “It’s got to be cool to ride a 
bike the way it’s cool to get a license to 
drive a car.” 

If folks need prodding to keep bicycles in 
mind, it’s part of Josh Lehman’s job as bi- 
cycle/pedestrian coordinator with the state 
Executive Office for Transportation and 
Construction to provide it. The position, 
established in January, reflects a new open- 
ness to bicycling on the part of the state

This Central Massachusetts 
group supports and promotes safe, fun cycling through events and weekly rides.

“My mission, in a nutshell, is to improve 
bicycling mobility, bicycling safety, and bi- 
cycle usage throughout the common- 
wealth.” says Lehman, who agrees that a 
good part of the task is breaking people of 
their dependence on cars. “As you know, 
it’s very difficult to change people’s habits. 
It’s a complex set of issues. It’s recognizing 
that bicycling is a viable option.” 

Although Uncle Sam has paid lip service 
for years to the benefits of bicycling, seri- 
ous federal money for bicycling-related 
projects has been available only recently. 
Lehman’s position, for instance, is mandat- 
ed by the (take a deep breath) Intermodal 
Surface Transportation Efficiency Act of 
1991, which outlines a number of funding 
sources. If the government is late in joining 
the game, it’s finally recognizing that auto- 
mobile-avoidance is an effective way to 
streamline traffic and reduce pollution. 

As an example, a federal grant is fund- 
ing the work to promote bicycling, ride- 
sharing, and mass-transit commuting in 
the South End medical area where Boston 
City Hospital and the medical facilities as- 
sociated with Boston University are locat- 
ed. All told, the medical industry there 
employs 8000 and accommodates an ad- 
ditional 1100 medical students. The mon- 
ey funds the so-called (deep breath again) 
Interinstitutional Transportation Manage- 
ment Association, which is trying to re- 
duce the area’s automobile-commuting 
traffic. There are two big reasons for the 
effort: one is to help the city comply with

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the Clean Air Act, and the other is get cars 
off the street in time for the big traffic jam 
that the Central Artery reconstruction 
project is expected to cause a few years 
down the road. 

“Our mission is to cut down on the 
number of single-occupancy vehicles,” says 
Maureen Flaherty, transportation coordi- 
nator for the project, which is pushing a 
number of alternatives, including bike 
commuting. Working with a committee of 
bicyclists, the project installed new, state- 
of-the-art bike racks in safe, convenient ar- 
eas throughout the complex. One of the 
racks is out of the elements, so the area’s 
die-hard winter bike commuters, fewer in 
number, will have a sheltered place for 
their bikes. The six racks accommodate a 
total of 102 bicycles. 

“They’re always full,” says Flaherty. Be- 
fore the bike racks were installed this past 
spring, bicycles could be seen chained to 
parking meters and other poles throughout 
the complex. “We don’t see that anymore,” 
she says. 

There are other indications that govern- 
ment is warming to the idea of bicycling. In 
Massachusetts a bill pending in the House 
Ways and Means Committee that would 
earmark one percent of the money collect- 
ed from gas taxes for bike-related projects 
has 81 cosponsors. On the federal level, 
Congressman Joseph Kennedy introduced 
a similar law mandating bike projects. 
Whether or not either becomes law, advo- 
cates say, the bills indicate that things are 
looking up.

On the public-project front, much of the 
effort is concerned with creating bicycle 
paths that link with transit systems — 
park-and-ride lots for bikers. This is the 
case with the Minuteman Commuter Bike- 
way, a 10-mile path built on a railroad 
right of way extending from Bedford 
through Lexington and Arlington and end- 
ing at Alewife Station, in Cambridge. Bike 
commuters can lock their bikes in a safe 
place at Alewife and head into Boston via 
the Red Line. “We’re also looking at ways 
to link the Minuteman Bikeway with the 
Charles River bike system,” Lehman says. 

All of this sounds like a dream come true 
for bicycle activists who have been pushing 
for support for years. In a listing he made 
of present and future bicycle trails, Mink 
identified 10 existing bicycle trails, but an 
astonishing 15 additional bikepaths in the 
works for Eastern Massachusetts. 

“Now’s a really big time for projects,” 
Mink says.

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Marie Twomey started commuting just 
this spring from her house in Watertown to 
the Harvard Community Health Plan’s 
building in the Fenway (where, incidental- 
ly, her employer has installed sheltered bi- 
cycle racks in eyeshot of the building’s 
constantly staffed security booth). In the 
morning Twomey enjoys a pleasant 35- 
minute ride on the Charles River Bikepath, 
but she’s less than happy with the ride 
home. In the evenings the path is choked 
with so many pedestrians, joggers, and 
rollerbladers that cycling is no fun at all. 

Indeed, congestion along the bikepaths 
is a serious problem, and one of several 
that activists say must be worked out if bi- 
cycle commuting is to be made viable on a 
large scale. Some are chagrined that bicy- 
clists are being crowded out of paths os- 
tensibly created for them. 

“The fact is, bicyclists are one of a num- 
ber of large constituencies for non-motor- 
ized transport,” says Fischer. “It ends up 
not being a bikepath, but a refuge. What 
this indicates is a demand for paths.” Even- 
tually, say some advocates, it may be nec- 
essary to have some paths for general 
recreation and others for bicycle com- 
muters. 

This approach was used — with mixed 
results — in the Southwest Corridor Lin- 
ear Park Bikepath, a four-mile path that 
follows the T’s Orange Line. The pedes- 
trian path follows the streets and is lit to 
provide maximum safety for walkers, 
whereas the bikepath is farther back from 
the road. During the day, the bixepath 
draws walkers, joggers, and rollerbladers 
because it is more shady and prettier, 
thus defeating the idea behind the sepa- 
rate paths. 

The Southwest Bikepath has other prob- 
lems as well. Many bike commuters are 
afraid to use the path, which is removed 
from the street and crosses some tough 
neighborhoods in Roxbury. There have 
been reports of bike commuters being has- # 
sled or knocked off their bikes. The issue # 
of personal safety isn’t exclusive to the I 
Southwest Bikepath, but it is greatest ! 
there. “Police presence on bikepaths could # 
be better,” Mink says. 

“The other problem is,” says McKinnon, 
who uses the Southwest Bikepath, “once 
you get downtown, where does it leave 
you? It ends unceremoniously at Mass Ave 
or it dumps you at Columbus Avenue.” For 
bike paths to be effective, they must feed 
into streets that are bike-friendly. Indeed, 
roads that are good for cyclists are often 
isolated. 

Mink found this out when he began 
working with others to find good bike 
routes. They thought they were making 
real progress until they used a highlighter 
pen to trace them on a map. The result was 
a hodgepodge of isolated loops and lines 
surrounded by dangerous high-volume 
streets. These are all things advocates hope 
will be worked out as bicycle commuting 
takes hold.

Of course, bicycling to work can be a 
lot more than a mode of transportation: 
for some, it’s an expression a lifestyle or 
life philosophy. For Mink, who works as a 
computer-software specialist for astrono- 
my-related applications, bicycling is a de- 
cidedly low-tech, on-the-ground correc- 
tive that keeps him from getting lost men- 
tally and spiritually in cyberspace. 

“I just like to ride,” says Mink, whose 
relaxed nature and ponytail make him look 
every bit the throwback to the ’60s. “It 
makes transportation more real. I like the 
idea of being connected to places. When 
you’re on a bike, you are connected to your 
environment. | think people should be con- 
nected: with things and where they came 
from.”

Couscous by way of pepperoni

his is just about the perfect 
story of an ethnic restau- 
rant. It offers a hitherto 
unavailable grand cuisine 
— Moroccan — in obvi- 
ously homemade preparations. The cooks 
are new to the restaurant business, so 
new they are really operating inside the 
protective shell of T-Stop Pizza (open 
daily 11 a.m. to 11 p.m.). So I can let 
you know about this great little place I’ve 
discovered, really exotic and wonderful, 
and it’s such a secret, you have to know 
that the sign in the window is T-Stop 
Pizza. 

What makes the story even better is 
that T-Stop has one of the best thin-crust 
pizzas in Boston, sweet and crispy. So 
even the pizza you buy to pacify the kids 
is like an underground gourmet secret. 

The Moroccan cooks, mother and 
daughter, are actually reconstructing the 
dishes of grandmother and 
aunt from taste memory. 
Mother is the chef, and 
grew up in Israel and the 
United States, acquiring 
certain Lebanese-Arab- 
Sephardic dishes on the 
way. Daughter is the baker. 
The two women trade off 
serving at the restaurant 





granddaughter. I mean, is 
this a four-generation- 
women-cooking-refugee- 
immigrant-ethnic story with 
historic sweep and sweet 
spices, or what?

($2.50), nice enough, but lacking the 
spice of top-notch Brookline felafels like 
Rami’s. 

Entrees are more explicitly Moroccan, 
such as tagine ($8.95, $11.95), here a 
meaty lamb stew with apricots and a 
slice or two of pickled lemon — an in- 
teresting resinous taste like the Indian 
lime pickle without the fire. Side dishes 
are couscous with golden raisins, tiny 
currents, and pine nuts; and chrome-yel- 
low baked rice with a-slightly sharp taste 
of the turmeric. 

Marinated herb-roasted chicken 
($5.50) is a large half-chicken with a 
subtle Moroccan hint to the spicing. Al- 
though a lot of spices go into Moroccan 
dishes, the effects are mellow. Chicken 
with green olives ($6.95, $9.95) would 
be chicken m’qualli in your cookbook, 
here a stew of boneless chicken pieces 
as sour and salty as Philippine adobo, 
with a Lebanese-style sprinkled topping. 
Couscous ($5.95, $8.95), per se, is a 

chicken stew with a good

($4.50, $8.50) emphasizes the tartness 
of the grape leaves with an aftertaste that 
adds up like caraway. 

Baked kibbeh ($4.95, $8.95) is a real 
revelation, with a classically Moroccan 
blend of sweet spices (cardamom and 
cinnamon evident) twisting a typical- 
looking loaf of lamb and bulgur with pine 
nuts. 

“Lahma bi ajeen” ($3) is described as 
“Arabian style pizza with lamb.” That’s 
right, lamejuns, which is how the cooks 
pronounce them. But these are lamejuns 
like no Armenian grocery in Boston has 
yet unveiled. These (two to a portion) are 
obviously homemade, and they’re meati- 
er, spicier (clove?), and more onion- 
pungent than any hitherto offered in the 
area. 

“Stuffed breads” here are also pizzas, 
on a buttery chapati-like flatbread. We 
had a feta and olive ($2), which heated 
up with a striking aroma of green olives. 

Salads are large and each has a sur- 
prise. The spicy grilled eggplant and 
tomato salad ($4.95) is the most excit- 
ing, with the surprise being the major 
dose of cumin and garlic. The Moroccan 
salad ($3.95) appears a normal Middle 
East garden salad, with a minted vinai- 
grette, until you notice that the raisins 
are actually dried cherries. The romaine 
lettuce, orange, and walnut salad ($4.50) 
is the prettiest, with a very delicious cin- 
namon-lime dressing that gives it a touch 
of sweetness without sugar. The only

red, yellow, and green bell 
peppers, and onions. 

T-Stop and Route of the 
Caravan lack wine or beer 
licenses, but seem to toler- 
ate unobtrusive brown-bagging. What 
belongs in your bag? We tried some Aus- 
tralian chardonnay, which has the spice 
to stand up to Moroccan food, but not 
the sweetness. Sweet white wine is so out 
of fashion these days. Maybe a sweet 
beer, like the Brazilian stout, Xingu? In 
France, fine Moroccan restaurants serve 
all kinds of red wine, but again, I’d rec- 
ommend the slight sweetness of the older 
styles of Italian red. 

Desserts are a relatively delicate bakla- 
va ($2.50), a cardamom cake like a big 
muffin ($2.50), and a poppy-seed cake 
($2.50) with a Cointreau-marmalade 
glaze that would please any Viennese tea 
party. These desserts are rather large, 
and you may want to split them a few 
ways. Or sneak them over to the sidewalk 
tables at Beans around the corner. 

Atmosphere at Route of the Caravan is 
a lot more like a T-Stop than an oasis or 
a souk. The WWF Wrestling video game 
is perhaps the most un-Caravan feature, 
though the price of only 25 cents per 
play is a kind of community service. 
Photos of historic Boston are the wall 
art. Again, no help for Moroccan fan- 
tasies at the half-dozen café tables. It 
might be easier to Fez-up your own din- 
ing room and do take-out. Service, by 
the cooks, is pleasant and helpful, but a 
little slow. On dishes requiring 15- 
minute warnings, such as the bisteeya 
and suquet of shrimp, you might call 
from-home to ensure that they are avail- 
able and start the process. Q 
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Café Shiraz 


When you think of Middle Eastern cuisine, the basic range of hummus, 
tabouleh, and baba ganoosh springs to mind. But Café Shiraz, a spacious 
room located across from Eastern Mountain Sports, on Comm Ave, push- 
es the envelope. 

Café Shiraz rightly bills itself as a hotbed of Middle Eastern, Per- 
sian, and American cuisine. That last category applies to the huge and 


beefy burgers and great, overstuffed deli sandwiches, served on a roll or 


pita bread; we recommend the turkey-pastrami sandwich (served with let-

tuce, tomato, cucumbers, and 
onions, for $6.25). Even when 
there’s no Persian wedding in 
progress, the Persian wedding soup (noodles with spinach, assorted 
beans, and a creamy sesame sauce, for $2.99) is available and delicious. 

Back to basics: everything here is made from scratch and with fresh 
ingredients. (The extra effort can sometimes result in a forgivably long 
wait.) Service is friendly, and the varied clientele is neighborhood-based. 
It’s also downright funky on (most) Saturday nights, when there’s live 
music, so keep that in mind for the fall (the restaurant is closed on Satur- 
days during the summer). 

Café Shiraz, located at 1030 Comm Ave, in Allston, is open Mon- 
day through Thursday from noon to 3 p.m. and from 5 to 10 p.m., on 
Friday from noon to 3 p.m., and on Sunday from noon to 10 p.m. 
Closed on Saturday during the summer. Call 566-8888.

After 45 years, Snow White 
is still something to sing about

ith any luck, the new 
batch of girls and boys 
who'll meet Snow 
White this summer, as 
the 1937 classic gets 
re-released with a spanking new print, will 
ditch the notion »f princesses waiting for 
princes to show up in favor of growing up 
to become animators. Disney’s first full- 
length feature film, Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs was an ambitious watershed 
of animation when it came out, not the least 
because it was the first film to depict i: 
man characters who moved and looked like 
real people. In the half-century that’s gone 
by since Snow White moved her hands and 
wrists over the wishing well with unfore- 


dios — creators of the sublime Pinocchio 
and 101 Dalmatians alike — has surpassed 
itself. 

Don’t believe me? Then consider that if 
even Snow White consisted of nothing but 
Dopey’s parts, it would soar above the tepid 
feature-length offerings of other studios, 
not to mention the more affable (but visual- 
ly unadventurous) current Disney fare. One 
of the greatest slapstick acts in the movies, 
Dopey’s antics range from popping dia- 
monds in his eyes as his colleagues work to 
swallowing a bar of soap that generates a 
blizzard of bubbles, one as big as his head. 
His set piece, of course, involves donning a 
great coat and climbing on Sneezy’s shoul- 
ders to dance with Snow White like a rub- 
bery stick of licorice swaying to music. 

Of course, Dopey isn’t the only thing 
that’s compelling about Snow White. It’s 
not really fair to compare the film to Happi- 
ly Ever After, this summer’s flatly animated 
(by Filmation, a purveyor of Saturday- 
morning cartoons), unii..pired story about 
what happens after Snow White is carried 
if by her prince. Indeed, the difference is 
something like that between a real dinosaur 
and one stamped on the back of a cereal 
box. Despite the limitations of the source 
story (with all due respect to the marvelous 
creation of the wicked queen, here’s hoping 
the next generation of animators will 
choose something besides ugly, jealous 
women for villains), Snow White’s anima- 
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ETHEREAL AND EARTHY, Swinton conveys four centuries of experience as both male and female. 


the end, she evokes the mystery of tran- 
sience, memory, and the continuity of the 
self that’s at the heart of Woolf’s most 
whimsical of novels. 

Potter does re-create Woolf's whimsy in 
a studied manner — whereas in the origi- 
nal book things just happen, the film feels 
compelled to explain. Orlando’s longevity, 
which Woolf takes for granted, Potter as- 
cribes to the venerable Queen Elizabeth I’s 
crush on the androgynous Lord’s shapely 
legs. Played by Quentin Crisp, the queen is 
an arresting sight as she sails by on a 
torchlit barge serenaded by a castrato, or 
strolls through a garden accompanied by 
Orlando and a pair of magnificent 
elkhounds. More arresting still is a scene 
in which the queen embraces Orlando in 
her royal bower, a situation that’s the sex- 


sophisticated pacing from humor and light- 
heartedness to terror and suspense. 

In fact, the film is a smorgasbord of vi- 
sual flourishes. As Snow White flees into 
the forest, she’s pursued by a swirl of 
leaves that behave like an evil flock of 
birds. She’s surrounded by a horde of sur- 
real feral eyes. Tree limbs grab at her with 
gnarled human hands. Then, when she 
reaches a clearing, the mood shifts and 
she’s greeted by a sweet company of chip- 
munks and squirrels that follow her into 
the dwarfs’ cottage. With its astonishing 
palette, the film projects some characters 
and emotions — the queen’s mean purple 
cape, the poison apple that’s green then 
red — through color alone. In less dra- 
matic moments, what’s apparent is the 
care the animators took with small details: 
the accurate depictions of shadows of the 
dishes in the dwarfs’ kitchen, the painterly 
quality of the background vegetation. 

If the film’s score is impossible to sit 
through without thinking of the TV ad 
campaigns that have appropriated it, it’s 
also hard not to see how well it’s married to

“This is my victory,” 
says the queen, and she offers her beloved 
vast estates and entitlements on one condi- 
tion, that he never grow old. 

So much for eternal life — though Pot- 
ter’s explanation does have a kind of fairy- 
tale charm and pathos. The sex-change 
thing is a bit more problematic. Spurned 
by his love Sasha (Charlotte Valandrey), a 
beautiful Russian countess, Orlando flees 
to the sands of the Middle East, where he 
is a diplomat in the court of the Khan 
(Lothaire Bluteau), a figure prone to 
gnomic statements about love and women. 
The two become buddies until an insurrec- 
tion breaks out; disgusted by the violence 
and stupidity of it all (none too convinc- 
ingly staged by Potter), Orlando falls 
asleep and wakes up as a woman. And 
his/her Tiresian transformation gets a po- 
litically correct explanation: appalled by 
testosterone poisoning, Orlando discovers | 
his inner woman. 

Of course, as a woman, Orlando finds 
her status and her property in jeopardy. | 
The change endangers the film’s delicate | 
spell as well, since Potter chooses to aim at | 
easy targets like the various manifestations | 
of sexism over the last 200 years. These | 
are usually embodied in male types rang- | 
ing from the genial — Archduke Harry 
(John Wood), who woos the female Orlan- 
do with the same macho blather that the | 
male Orlando used on Sasha — to the ba- | 
nal — Shelmerdine (Billy Zane), the | 
gung-ho American she ultimately marries, | 
who represents the 19th century’s spirit of | 
independence and conquest. | 

Although Swinton stays fresh and vital | 
throughout, the years and the agendas 
take their toll on the movie, and the fur- 
ther it travels from the overripeness of the 
Elizabethan era, the more threadbare it be- 
comes. Potter’s ebullient imagery is most 
striking for the first century or so; the 
Great Thaw of 1610, when Orlando meets 
Sasha, is especially surreal, with King 
James laughing uproariously at an apple 
seller, her wares a-swirl, frozen in the 
Thames, and the bearded Russian envoys 
in four-foot fur hats passing among gaily 
attired skaters. 

With the Baroque and Philip Glass-like 
soundtrack, Potter’s film starts out like 
Peter Greenaway with touches of Tony 
Richardson and Monty Python. Later, as 
it enters the era of motorcars, it ap- 
proaches the pallid tastefulness of Mer- 
chant/Ivory. Still, it’s an epic achieve- 
ment; after so many centuries and so 
many changes, Orlando remains unique, 
alive, and enigmatic. QO |

“THE EARLY HITCHCOCK.” At the

f the nearly 60 movies Al- 
fred Hitchcock made in a 
career of half a century, 
he completed 26 before 
moving to Hollywood in 
1940. (His first American release was an 
| adaptation of a British novel — Daphne 
| du Maurier’s Rebecca — which he turned 
into possibly the most seductive gothic ro- 
mance ever made on these shores; a 
crossover triumph.) But except for The 39 
| Steps and The Lady Vanishes, which used 
to be commonly double-billed in revival 
houses in the ’60s and ’70s and still make 
regular TV appearances, his English out- 
put still ist:’t familiar to many Americans, 
| even those who know Rear Window and 
| North by Northwest and Psycho by heart. 
The “Early Hitchcock” series, which 
dominates the film schedule at the Muse- 
| um of Fine Arts this summer (two features 
| every Thursday evening, in mint-condition 
| British Film Institute prints), is a welcome 
corrective. It includes one silent (Black- 
mail, put out in 1929 in both silent and 
| sound versions) and all of his British 
| talkies except Waltzes from Vienna — his 
Strauss musical with Jessie Matthews, 
surely the most unlikely movie he ever 
made — and the 1934 Man Who Knew 
Too Much. (The second is an odd omis- 
sion, though personally I’ve always pre- 
ferred his 1956 American remake, starring 
Jimmy Stewart and Doris Day.) 

The British Hitchcocks are strikingly 
different in style and spirit from the 
movies he made in Hollywood: they’re 
sparer, trimmer (the longest one, The 
Lady Vanishes, is 97 minutes), with a wry, 
tossed-off wit that is often turned, fondly, 
on the English national character. (The 
most likable supporting characters tend to 
be scrappy and griping about tiny things, 
decent and uncomplaining about large 
ones — qualities that Hitchcocks shines 
up and presents as curlicues, suggesting 
that he’s read his Dickens.) 

And the technique is more playful; un- 

| derneath what’s already a mastery of the 
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medium you can sense a prodigious 
schoolboy probing and prying and poking 
about: shooting on the roof of the British 
Museum at the climax of Blackmail (to be 
screened August 19); using the soundtrack 
to reveal the characters’ obsessive 
thoughts in Murder (August 5); stockpil- 
ing old-dark-house devices and chase 
tricks in the not-quite-coherent but excit- 
ingly made Number 17 (August 5) and 
then popping them off like firecrackers, 
one after another. (He did something sim- 
ilar in the 1940 Foreign Correspondent, but 
superficially, at least, he was more atten- 
tive to the plot in the later film.) 

And, early on, there are oddball choices 
that suggest that, even after Blackmail and 
Murder, he hadn’t quite become “Alfred 
Hitchcock.” (Mary, the German version of 
Murder — he made the two simultaneous- 
ly, in 1930, but Murder was released first 
— opens the series on July 8.) He adapted 
plays by Sean O’Casey (Juno and the Pay- 
cock, August 12) and John Galsworthy 
(The Skin Game, July 22 — a dreary pic- 
ture that sounds like warmed-over George 
Bernard Shaw). He made an efficient 
melodrama about marital tensions, Rich 
and Strange (July 29). He contributed 
some sketches to a medley called Elstree 
Calling (July 15), including a parody of 
The Taming of the Shrew. 

Even some of his thrillers from this peri- 
od are unusual in ways he wouldn’t repeat. 
(In the case of Jamaica Inn, a potboiler set 
among pirates on the Cornish coast in the 
1810s, once was more than enough. The 
intrepid can take their chances on July 
22.) In 1936 he adapted a couple of Som- 
erset Maugham’s Ashenden stories (and a 
play based on them) and released it as Se- 
cret Agent, as well as — confusingly — 
turning Joseph Conrad’s great novel The 
Secret Agent into a film called Sabotage. 
Both hover around the unpleasantness of 
violence, and they try for something less 
flip and more emotionally resonant than 
his better-known suspense pictures. 

Secret Agent (July 29) doesn’t succeed. 
It’s badly cast: John Gielgud plays a 
British novelist-turned-agent; Robert 
Young is an American playboy; Madeleine 
Carroll, a match for neither, is supposed 
to choose between them; and Peter Lorre, 
looking like a French poodle with a wisp 
of a moustache curling fatuously onto both 
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The director appears

cheeks, is a merry general. And the tone 
wobbles. But it’s engaging nonetheless; 
you can see what he was érying to pull off 
with the shifts between high comedy and 
drama of conscience. And there’s one au- 
dacious sequence where Gielgud and 
Lorre lure a pleasant fellow (Percy Mar- 
mont) they think they’re meant to dispose 
of up a mountain, and Gielgud’s Ashen- 
den, queasy at the thought of the killing, 
tries to warn the victim. 

Sabotage (July 15), one of the two or 
three finest movies out of Conrad, has a 
considerable reputation but isn’t seen of- 
ten enough. Sylvia Sidney is the wife of a 
London moviehouse owner, a German 
émigré; she appreciates his kindness to her 
and her kid brother, but still, she finds him 
slightly repulsive. Their sexual incompati- 
bility isn’t spelled out, but Sidney’s delica- 
cy and Oscar Homolka’s beefy, cold-water 
presence makes it clear: the two actors 
give remarkable performances. When she 
discovers that her husband is a foreign 
agent, and that he’s sent her unwitting 
brother to deliver a bomb, he becomes the 
object of her hatred. 

The wan romantic subplot (with John 
Loder as a detective who’s sweet on Sid- 
ney) attempts to bleach out the dark re- 
cesses of the movie, but they stick in your 
head long after the snipped-off happy end- 
ing. Even Hitchcock may never have de- 
vised a sequence more agonizing than the 
schoolboy’s trip through the city with his 
lethal package in tow, and the scenes that 
follow, where Sidney learns the truth and 
takes her revenge, are among his most 
brilliant. 

The 39 Steps (August 12), from 1935, is 
generally credited as the blueprint for 
Hitchcock’s favorite narrative: an innocent 
bystander finds himself up to his ears in 
intrigue, and (usually) accused of a crime 
he didn’t commit to boot. (The most 
beloved later version is, of course, North 
by Northwest, where the quickwitted pro- 
tagonist is Cary Grant.) The Man Who 
Knew Too Much was actually Hitchcock’s 
trial run with this kind of story, but The 39 
Steps added the romantic-comedy shading 
that became a requisite element. 

Robert Donat, surely Hitchcock’s witti- 
est leading man pre-Grant, runs from the 
law handcuffed to Madeleine Carroll (here 
and in Secret Agent a much livelier actress 
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than she’s thought to have been), trying at 
the same time to prevent vital secrets from 
being smuggled out of the country and to 
persuade Carroll he’s on the level. The 
triple-decker suspense structure permits 
Hitchcock to manufacture a series of ter- 
rific episodes, two of which — Donat’s 
overnight stay at the home of a mis- 
matched Scottish farm couple, played by 
John Laurie and the sublime Peggy 
Ashcroft, and the finale, featuring, memo- 
rably, an actor named Wylie Watson — 
are unexpectedly touching and lingering. 
The 39 Steps is a masterly entertainment. 

Just a notch below it are The Lady Van- 
ishes (July 8) and the series closer, Young 
and Innocent (August 19). I’d say these are 
Hitchcock’s most English English movies 
— especially The Lady Vanishes, which fea- 
tures a dotty governess (Dame May Whit- 
ty), an eccentric (but romantic) musician 
(Michael Redgrave), and a pair of diehard 
cricket fans (the comedy team of Basil Rad- 
ford and Naunton Wayne). The joke — 
and it’s a terrific one — is that these Brits, 
a group that also includes a barrister and 
his mistress, are holding the Empire togeth- 
er as they travel through the continent on a 
train overrun with ominous foreigners. 
Margaret Lockwood is the heroine who dis- 
covers that the governess, whom she’s been 
conversing with, has disappeared, and who 
can’t get anyone to believe her. 

Radford shows up in Young and Inno- 
cent, too — in a good scene at a children’s 
party, where, as the heroine’s uncle, he 
wears an idiotic paper hat and plays blind- 
man’s buff. Young and Innocent is The 39 
Steps all over again, but without the spies 
and with a much younger romantic couple: 
plucky Nova Pilbeam and Derrick De Mar- 
ney, who had wonderful, wounded-gigolo’s 
eyes. (They’re charming together.) 

The plot of this movie doesn’t make 
sense: the man we know committed the 
murder De Marney’s accused of is the 
dead woman’s husband, yet it doesn’t ever 
occur to the police to look for him or even 
wonder why he’s disappeared. (They evi- 
dently don’t know he exists.) But when De 
Marney and Pilbeam and an obliging tran- 
sient known as Old Will (Edward Rigby) | 
track him down, at a hotel in the 
provinces, the scene (which contains one 
of Hitchcock’s most extreme and most 
bravura zoom shots) is so ingenious and | 
enjoyable, you’re grateful for the cops’ | 
boneheadedness. 

What's great about a series like “Early | 
Hitchcock” is that it’s not just an archaeo- 
logical dig, dedicated to obscure fossils 
only his most devoted fans could care 
about (though his two French wartime 
shorts, “Aventure Malgache” on July 8 and 
“Bon Voyage” on August 5, certainly qual- 
ify in that category). A neglected trifle like 
Young and Innocent would improve any- 
one’s summer evening.

SON-IN-LAW 

At last, post-linguistic bricoleur Pauly 
Shore has a cinematic vehicle worthy of 
his prodigious talents! In Son-In-Law, he 
portrays a perennial college student named 
Crawl (as in what evolving amphibians do 
when they emerge from the ooze primor- 
dial) who attaches himself to Rebecca 
(Carla Gugino), a co-ed curiously virginal 
and wholesome for a université in deca- 
dent Los Angeles, where her classmates 
major mostly in beer-drinking and lesbian- 
isme. She takes him home to her family’s 
farm in the terre de ceur, where, of 
course, Pauly and les paysans cannot share 
even the most rudimentary dialogue. In- 
deed, he seems to convey meaning more 
effectively to the mud-bound cochons and 
vaches than to members of his own puta- 
tive species. 

Yet during the inevitable rituel améri- 
cain (in this case, Thanksgiving), Pauly 
and the bucolic famille realize that they 
do, in fact, share the same values (the 
film’s subtle way of indicting the

As a retired disgruntled postal 
worker, shouldn’t he have a hobby like, 
oh, skeet shooting? 

Where’s Dennis’s cowlick? 

Finally, Matthau and Joan Plowright are 
fine as the Wilsons, but isn’t casting such 
actors as Matthau, Plowright, Lloyd, and 
Winfield like using a bazooka to kill a fly? 
(Plowright is also in Last Action Hero. 
Where’s her agent?) Or is it just that there 
are no better roles than these since the 
only movies being made nowadays are

and the family’s abrupt reloca- 
tion to America. A shaman has 
told her that dead people go to 
the moon, and that one can hear 
them speak if one is quiet enough, so a la 
Tommy, she withdraws into silent autism.

Ruth presumably knows the shaman’s 
lore, yet she can’t figure out Sally’s prob- 
lem until she meets Dr. Beerlander (Tom- 
my Lee Jones), who runs a home for 
autistic children.

The question of 
who has gone further off the deep end is 
only one of many rendered unanswerable 
in neophyte writer/director Michael 
Lessac’s visually interesting but otherwise 
dreary and inscrutable film.

SWOON (1992). Tom Kalin’s postmodern reading of the 1924 Leopold-Loeb 
“thrill-killing” trial is the most unflinching cinematic treatment of the case 
(also depicted in Compulsion and Hitchcock’s Rope). Making use of both ver- 
batim court transcripts and anachronistic fantasy sequences, Kalin shows 


how Richard Loeb (Daniel Schlachet) 
pushed Nathan Leopold (Craigg Chester) to 
commit an escalating series of crimes in re- 
turn for sex, culminating in the murder of 13- 
year-old Bobby Franks. Kalin doesn’t excuse 
the killing, but he also makes it clear that it 
was impossible for two Jewish intellectuals 
who had engaged in homosexual conduct to 
get a fair trial. Shot in a hypnotic, beautiful 
black-and-white style that actually does 
swoon, it’s one of the most accomplished 
films of the so-called New Queer Cinema. 


The Adjuster (1992). Is Canadian film- 
maker Atom Egoyan, whose most popular 
work this is, (a) an arty, subtle voyeur or 
(b) an inscrutable, pretentious bore? Hint: 
Choose (b). 

Star Time (1993). Draggy but intrigu- 
ing midnight-movie fare, a black satire 
about a couch spud pushed by TV mes-

as a serial killer. 

Howards End (1992). E.M. Forster’s 
lively, wistful, sharply observed distillation 
of an England in transition is turned into 
the usual overlong Merchant/Ivory muse- 
um piece. Redeemed by its fully realized 
performances by Anthony Hopkins, 
Vanessa Redgrave, and deserving Best Ac- 
tress Oscar winner Emma Thompson. 

Johnny Suede (1992). Hunk-of-the- 
month Brad Pitt is oddly lacking in charis- 
ma as a Ricky Nelson wanna-be with a 
mile-high pompadour. As a writer/direc- 
tor, Jim Jarmusch protégé Tom DiCillo is 
so hip he forgot to come up with a story or 
characters. Nice cameos, though, by Bad 
Seed Nick Cave and Tina “Ginger” 
Louise. 

Toto the Hero (1991). Belgian director 
Jaco Van Dormael’s much-touted film is 
not half as funny or clever as it thinks it is. 
An old man’s active fantasy life is built on 
the lifelong delusion that he and his next- 
door neighbor were switched at birth, and 
that a much more fulfilling life has there- 
fore been stolen from him. 

Forever Young (1992). Yet another 
Hollywood fable, 4 la Ghost, in which 
death (or, in this case, 50 years in a cryo- 
genic freezer) is merely a catalyst to get 
you to say “I love you” to someone you 
were always afraid to tell. At least defrost- 
ed ’30s airman Mel Gibson and ’90s kid 
sidekick Elijah Wood have nice chemistry. 

Body of Evidence (1993). Is “Brad 
Mirman” a pen-name for screenwriter Joe 
Eszterhas (Basic Instinct, Sliver)? This 
cynical thriller has all the Eszterhas hall- 
marks: designer sex, misogyny, heavy rain, 
an investigator (Willem Dafoe, who looked 
less uncomfortable nailed to the cross as 
Jesus) who falls for a suspect (Madonna, 
who’s never been more unappealing), a 
story in which clues are arbitrary plot 
twists that have nothing to do with solving 
the mystery, a pretense of naughty taboo- 
breaking, and a last-minute revelation that 
the culprit is, in fact, the most obvious 
suspect. 

Knight Moves (1993). Another “Brad 
Mirman” thriller about a chess master 
(Cro-Magnon Christopher Lambert? 
Yeah, right . . .) taunted by a game-playing 











serial killer. Diane Lane (Mrs. Lambert) is 
the shrink who helps him, falls for him, 
then wonders whether he’s using her as a 
pawn. 

The Cemetery Club (1993). Imagine 
that Neil Simon wrote The Golden Girls 
and you'll have this Broadway-based story 
of Jewish widows (Ellen Burstyn, Diane 
Ladd, and Olympia Dukakis) getting a 


second chance at life. Director Bill Duke | 


(A Rage in Harlem) shouldn’t quit his day 
job helming thrillers. 
Damage (1992). Not even classy, intel- 


ligent director Louis Malle can make much | 


sense of Josephine Hart’s preposterous 
novel about a politician having an affair 
with his son’s fiancée. Neither can Jeremy 
Irons and Juliette Binoche, who engage in 
plenty of acrobatic and apparently painful 
grappling. Fast-forward, though, to Mi- 
randa Richardson’s climactic explosion as 
Irons’s betrayed wife. 

The Lover (1992). Jean-Jacques An- 
naud tries gamely to find a visual equiva- 
lent for the voice of Marguerite Duras in 
this adaptation of her unapologetically 
steamy novel about a teenage French girl 
and a Chinese playboy who have a mutual- 
ly exploitative affair in French colonial In- 
dochina in the 1930s. 

Miss Rose White (1992). Kyra Sedg- 
wick (Singles) stars in this acclaimed 
made-for-TV movie (based on Barbara 
Lebow’s play A Shayna Maidel) about the 
uneasy reunion between a woman thought 
to have died in the Holocaust and her as- 
similated Jewish family in America. 

Opening Night (1977). John Cassa- 
vetes’s barely released film about an aging 
stage actress. Another emotional workout 
for his wife/leading lady, Gena Rowlands. 

The Panama Deception (1992). This 
year’s Oscar-winning documentary feature 
is a strong piece of agit-prop about the 
real reasons behind and consequences of 
America’s 1989 Panama invasion. 

Princess Yang Kwei Fei (1955). A typ- 
ically delicate, heartbreaking fable from 
Japanese director Kenji Mizoguchi (San- 
sho the Bailiff), this one based on a Cin- 
derella story from Chinese folklore. 

Motorama (1992). Potential cult road

Tony Kushner’s Millennium 
Approaches deserves the prizes

EW YORK — The angel 
that appeared to Mormon 
honcho Joseph Smith was 
doubtless a symbol of rec- 
titude. In Angels in Amer- 
| ica: Millennium Approaches, the winged 
seraph who is the evening’s equivalent of 
Phantom’s chandelier, crashing through 
the bedroom ceiling of appalled AIDS vic- 
| tim Prior Walter, instead inspires erecti- 
| tude. Prior quakes at the sound of the ap- 
| parition’s voice, but its dulcet tone also 
| gives him a hard-on. Sex and death, to- 
| gether again, as the queer nation that was 
Reagan America gears up to meet the mil- 
| lennium in Tony Kushner’s remarkably lit- 
erate soap opera-cum-political pageant, 
_ which has won more hosannas than Jesus 
on Palm Sunday. 

“I wanted to write a play that would 
proceed from the image of a man in a bed- 
room with an angel,” Kushner has said, 
“which, in fact, is what happened to 
Joseph Smith.” That may account for the 
presence among Millennium’s dramatis 
personae — along with several homosexu- 
al men trying to define or save themselves 
amid the crisis of AIDS and the raging 
McCarthy-era demon known as Ray Cohn 
— of a fistful of Mormons, transplanted 
like Dorothy from “the home of the saints, 
the godliest place on earth” to a fraught, 
isolating Oz where devils and angels duke 
| it out for the soul of a country whose heart 
| may be as skin-deep as its history. (Angels 
in America’s second half, entitled Pere- 
| Stroika and scheduled to enter repertory 
with Millennium Approaches in October, 
| deals with, among other things, issues of 
healing and community.) 

The sheer scope of Kushner’s vision is 


vaguely, well, un-American. It’s as if Har- 
vey Fierstein and Terrence McNally had 
mated with such farther-looking Brits as 
David Hare and Peter Barnes to produce 
this “gay fantasia on national themes.” It’s 
no wonder, then, that Millennium, though 
written by a Louisiana-bred Brooklynite 
for San Francisco’s Eureka Theatre 
(where it in fact had its world premiere in 
1991), achieved its first great success at 
England’s Royal National Theatre. The 
three-and-one-half-hour amalgam of hu- 
man drama, fever dream, political dis- 
course, dark whimsy, and apocalyptic an- 
nouncement ran there for a year and was 
subsequently produced, along with a 
rough draft of Perestroika, at the Mark Ta- 
per Forum in Los Angeles. The entire 
work was awarded the 1993 Pulitzer 
Prize, and Millennium, which opened on 
Broadway in April, also won the Tony 
Award. 

And, for once, that which was so eagerly 
awaited deserved to be. Angels in America: 
Millennium Approaches is almost more ex- 
traordinary than the fact that it’s on 
Broadway, right up there with Chita 
Rivera and The Sisters Rosensweig. | found 
designer Robin Wagner’s rippled-blue 
movable panels bland and some of the spe- 
cial effects hoky. Moreover, Tony Award 
winner Ron Leibman, whose virtuosic-ve- 
nality as Cohn is said to be the frothing 
fulcrum of the production, did not appear 
in the performance I attended. But, ah, the 
urgency, intelligence, and imagination of 
Kushner’s script, which manages to tell 
parallel tales of love and abandonment 
while excoriating the conservative zeitgeist 
and making a Dickens-worthy villain — 
and odd ally — of the late Mr. Cohn. 

Kushner had apparently nursed a 
loathing fascination with Cohn since child- 
hood but was nonetheless shocked, when 
the ruthless lawyer died of AIDS in 1986, 
to read obituaries that linked his corrup- 
tion to his secret sexuality. As a character 
says in Millennium Approaches, “What I 
think is that what AIDS shows us is the 
limits of tolerance, that it’s not enough to 
be tolerated, because when the shit hits the 
fan you find out how much tolerance is 
worth. Nothing. And underneath all the 
tolerance is intense, passionate hatred.” 

But at the heart of Millennium’s human 
drama are two relationships unraveling 
against the devastation of AIDS and the 
tyranny of religious dictates, however well

meant. The central couples are WASP 
scion Prior Walter (Stephen Spinella, in 
an almost ethereally queenly perfor- 
mance), who has been stricken with AIDS, 
and his Jewish-lefty lover Louis Ironson 
(Joe Mantello), who finds himself unable 
to deal with the physical ravages of the 
disease; and Mormon law clerk Joe Pitt 
(David Marshall Grant), a Cohn protégé 
trying desperately to deny his homosexual- 
ity, and his unstable wife Harper (Marcia 
Gay Harden), a shaggy-clad, croak-voiced 
Little Girl Lost who consumes valium “in 
wee fistfuls.” 

Interwoven into the wrenching dealings 
of these four are the political and medical 
machinations of Cohn — who describes 
himself as “a heterosexual man who fucks 
around with guys” because actual homo- 
sexuals “have zero clout” — and the visi- 
tations of assorted spectral characters, in- 
cluding a cosmic travel agent, a couple of 
prior Prior Walters, and the ghost of Ethel 
Rosenberg. And everywhere there are allu- 
sions to angels, from the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger of a seraph who tested 
Jacob, to the guardian nymphs Harper 
thinks mind the ozone layer, to Louis’s as- 
sertion that “there are no angels in Ameri- 
ca, no spiritual past, no racial past,” just 
politics and selfishness. 

At the center of the hallucinogenic and 
thematic sweep, however, Kushner writes 
with an unflinching tenderness about the 
anguish of both acceptance and loss. In 


one particularly daffy, moving scene near 
the end, the long-gone Louis appears to 
Prior in a dream, white-suited like some- 
thing out of Casablanca, and they dance to 
“Moon River.” It is a tribute to the play- 
wright’s abilities that not only does he 
bring this off, especially in the buffoonish 
presence of Prior’s ancestral ghosts, but he 
makes Louis — a smart character as ago- 
nized by his own weakness as he is by 
Reaganomics — uncondemnable. (One of 
the pleasures of Kushner’s script is its 
small ironies, among them that the 
chomping Cohn, with his crude relish of 
the “bowel movement and blood-red 
meat” of politics, would, were he capable | 
of love, be better able to cope with one 
that could get your hands dirty.) 
Certainly Kushner has poised himself up 
for one heck of a follow-up — or one 
heck of a fall. Millennium concludes with 
the landing of Prior’s celestial drop-in, 
who announces, from amid a rain of plas- 
ter, “Greetings, Prophet; The Great Work 
begins: The Messenger has arrived.” What 
next? But whether or not Kushner’s Pere- 
stroika proves more successful than Gor- 
bachev’s, Angels in America is already 
something of a winged victory, doing to 
conventional theater walls — among them 
the ones between the epic and the inti- 
mate, the real and the surreal — about 
what the angel does to Prior’s ceiling. So, 
please, don’t anybody call the repairman. 
He’s here. Q 
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Winging it 
And why Angels won’t 
show up at the ART 


ne thing Angels in America has more 

of than a Sunday-school pageant is 

angels. Angels, that is, in the financial 

sense. This Broadway production 

boasts, if not a producing cast of 
thousands, a very crowded roster for a non-musical. 
Not so surprising, perhaps, when you consider the $2.2 
million capitalization and the relative audacity of plop- 
ping a starless, songless political pageant about homo- 
sexuals down in the land of Cats. 

In any event, the names above the title come to six in- 
dividuals and three producing organizations, including 
Jujamcyn Theaters, which owns the Walter Kerr, and 
the Mark Taper Forum, which last fall produced the 


Nicholas Nickleby-esque production that first combined 
the show’s two parts. Among the lone rangers of the 
producing team (and one of the few to get his face on 
TV at the distribution of the Tonys) is Boston’s own Jon 
B. Platt, who is the force behind the Colonial and 
Wilbur Theatres. 

Ironically, Platt almost didn’t get in on the act. He 


was, by his own account, “the last one in.” Platt, who. 


earlier had expressed interest in the production but had 
been told by Jujamcyn’s Rocco Landesman that there 
was no room at the inn, picked up the share of a pro- 
ducer who became ill. He had seen neither of the John- 
the-Baptist stagings, in London or Los Angeles, that 
sent rumblings toward Broadway that its savior was 
coming. He had, however, read the script and been 
“fascinated” with the project since the 1992 Tony 
Awards, when Sir Ian McKellen gave the then-unknown 
Angels (which he had seen in London) a free and rap- 
turous endorsement. 

Platt clearly cringes at anyone’s wanting to give the 
producing team much credit for Angels’ success: “Tony 
Kushner and George Wolfe, it’s their baby.” But even if 
the guy were willing to claim a laurel, there’d be no time 
to rest on it. He and his partners are up to the yin-yang 
in the problems of getting Perestroika (which will enter 
repertory with Millennium in October) produced. “I call 
it double jeopardy,” he says. The Tony did do one thing 


for him, though: his parents have finally forgiven him 
for not becoming a doctor. 

Meanwhile, across the Charles, the American Reper- 
tory Theatre’s Robert Brustein may be needing a doctor 
if he runs into playwright Kushner, who was so incensed 
by the impresario-cum-critic’s mostly favorable remarks 
about the play in the New Republic that he wrote a letter 
to the editor accusing Brustein of slander. For the 
record, Brustein expressed admiration for the script but 
took Kushner to task for, in essence, abandoning the 
non-profit for the commercial theater, and for leaving in 
his Broadway-bound wake “enough personal betrayals, 
expedient decisions, fractured loyalties and postponed 
promises to confirm the playwright’s conviction that 
there are no angels in America — only angles.” (The 
original director, designer, and some cast members 
were cut loose between LA and Broadway, and a plan to 
unveil the play at New York’s Public Theatre was 
scratched.) 

In the interest of truth-in-admonishing, Brustein 
probably should have mentioned that he had been nego- 
tiating to get Angels in America for the ART. But at this 
point, with Kushner in a dudgeon that dwarfs even that 
to which the ART honcho is capable of ascending, this 
much seems certain: when Angels in America finally 


wings toward Boston, it will touch down at the Colonial.

Blamire isn’t Shakespeare, 

but he’s solved a problem 

worthy of the Bard. The Ket- 

tlebowl at Jamaica Pond 
Park turns into a veritable dustbowl on hot 
summer nights — a difficult site for any- 
thing but a dirty and dusty Western. Set in 
the Oklahoma Territory in 1889, In the 
Nations is about desperadoes on the run in 
Indian country, and the spectators as well 
as the outlaws sit around the campfire, 
fighting off insects and starting at mysteri- 
ous noises. What’s more, Blamire’s script, 
which was originally produced by the 
Open Door Theatre a decade ago, remains 
a rootin’-tootin’ delight, a revisionist view, 
part farce, part tragedy, of anachronistic 
baddies on their way out. It could be subti- 
tled “The Kinda Wild Bunch.” 

In the Nations is about what happens 
when nasty people with guns go where they 
oughtn’t. Veteran outlaw Herb Tesche- 
macher has taken up with some new-fan- 
gled snakes, among them Smoke Corrigan 
and Red Angsterthal, and moved into the 
Nations (a nickname for Indian lands) to 
rape, pillage, and plunder one last time. 
Youngster Chris Gillis and his friend 
Arthur Brown, who are not the thugs they 
claim to be, have attached themselves to 
the gang. Everett Lade — a mesmerizing 
psychopath who has joined the toughs for 
his own sinister reasons — suspects Gillis 
and Brown. So when Red and Smoke 


| bring a couple of prostitutes from town the 


night before the big bank robbery, you 
know the whole makeshift macho commu- 
nity, based in delusion, greed, lust, and vi- 
olence, is going to go up in gunsmoke. 
Blamire knows you know, so In the Na- 
tions concentrates on gritty texture rather 
than on psychological revelation (though 
the playwright does have a feminist joke 
up his sleeve — the women turn out to be 
the toughest hombres of all). Anyone 
who’s seen other Blamire plays has en- 
countered the writer’s flair for hopped-up 


his first play, he let rip. The mangy galoots 
range from the clucking Chicken Man, 
who pins scalps on his coat and dreams of 
making a candle that never burns out, to 
the sleepwalking Teschemacher, who can’t 
forget that his pal Rufus got it between the 
eyes. The women are wonderfully dotty as 
well, what with Millie Rowan fearlessly 
calling her captors stuff like “blubbering 
bed stains.” Throw in lots of boys-will-be- 
boys sadism — spit-on food, guns drawn, 
faces shoved into the fire — and you have 
an enjoyable compendium of caricatured 
cowboy mayhem. 

In fact, the script’s so lively it seems a 
little overwritten. There’s one gunslinger 
too many, and it takes a while for the ac- 
tion to blaze rather than pop. Since 
Blamire has revised In the Nations for this 
production, it’s a shame he hasn’t devel- 
oped some of the play’s more tantalizing 
themes — he settles for the “end of the 
old outlaws/rise of the new punks” formu- 
la too easily. If this is Indian territory, why 
don’t any redskins get involved? The idea 
of an anarchic no man’s land, fought over 
by society’s outcasts, would expand the 
play’s concerns beyond the quick draw. 

The Open Door production, superbly 
directed by Robert Deveau and Donna 
Asali, ably matches the tobacco-spittin’ 
script. The staging makes savvy use of the 
Kettlebowl, painting spooky images in 
chiaroscuro. And the acting — except for 
some forced bravado from Dori May Kelly 
as a loudmouth whore, too much internal- 
izing from Mike McNamara as Brown, 
and hamming from rookie performer Lon- 
nie Farmer as Smoke — is worthy of any 
recent horse opera on film. 

For those who complain about the lack 
of local male acting talent, here are half a 
dozen actors who don’t fall out of the sad- 
dle. The best is Chris Wilder, who turns 
Lade into an endearing, sweet-talking 
homicidal maniac, a guy who kills a man 
for his boots and then forgets to take 
them. Paul Paliyenko strikes the right bal- 
ance between irritating and entertaining as 
the nutty Chicken Man; Michael P. Nangle 
gives the murderous Red a slick patina of 
adolescent idiocy; and Sidney Atwood, as 
the haunted Teschemacher, swaggers 
around the camp like a sleepy bear looking 
for a cave. 

Since Blamire’s hombres are well over 
the edge of caricature, directors Deveau 
and Asali can be forgiven for erring on the 
side of overemphasis. What should be ad- 
justed over the coming weeks is the final 
gunfight, which looks like an outtake from 
The Three Stooges, and a tendency to go 
for laughs rather than chills. Even with 
these bugs, Blamire’s In the Nations is per- 
fect summer entertainment, a Western that

Dance Umbrella brings the Hub 
its first Jazz Tap/Hip-Hop Festival

eet fibrillated and flew, mus- 

cles locked and popped, and 

drumsticks banged to beat 

the band last weekend at the 

Hub’s first Jazz Tap/Hip- 
Hop Festival. Presented by Dance Um- 
brella in association with Dorchester’s 
Strand Theatre, where the action com- 
menced, the show comprised eight acts 
ranging from the delightfully amateur (To- 
bin Express, 14 local youngsters who won 
a competition to be there, and Gettin’ Hip 
to da Tap Hop, a tap/hip-hop merger for 
21 mostly Boston kids selected by audi- 
tion) to the stunningly professional 
(Savion “The Tap Dance Kid” Glover, the 
multilingual Shoehorn, and legendary tap- 
meister Jimmy Slyde). What united the 
disparate artforms (hip-hop and tap, per- 
cussive trash cans and rap) aside from 
their basis in rhythm and the blues was 
their buoyancy and sense of fun. 

Perhaps most spontaneous were Glover, 
newly shorn and clad in black, and his per- 
cussion accompaniment, Two Beat Drum, 
a couple of guys who generate sparks with 
drumsticks and a slew of upended plastic 
buckets on the streets of New York. To 
hear him tell it, Glover discovered the pair 
during intermission for one of his Broad- 
way shows (he’s currently starring in Jel- 
ly’s Last Jam). When the three make music 
together, the whole room vibrates. 

Glover’s been ordained to carry on a 
tradition, and he knows it — from his 
head (his respect for Slyde is palpable 
when he drums for him later in the pro- 
gram) to his remarkable toes. He’s a mas- 
ter of subtlety, with feet linked to rubber 
ankles. Even when they seem barely to 
shake, they can still crack time into an as- 
tounding repertoire of ricocheting pieces. 
When he seems possessed, they can shoot 
rounds of note-splitting ammunition. 

Also covering the boards with a sheet of 
sound was the ambidextrous Shoehorn, 
who taps while he plays alto saxophone. 
His sleek footwork is shallow to the 
ground and swift. It fills in the spaces be- 
tween notes with crackling downbeats or 
dances above or below the horn’s melodic 
line in rhythmic counterpoint. He’s both 
percussion and horn sections of a band, 
and he becomes vocalist as well when he 
delivers his “Raptapsody in Blue,” a rap- 
tap number dedicated to the struggle 
against racism. Entreating the audience to 
“get excited and be united,” he takes a 
bipedal purr and expands it to a roar. 

Countering with wisdom of the ages was 





Jimmy Slyde, who skims across the stage 
smooth as silk. Arms spread wide and 
head tilted back, he can turn on a dime, or 
hook a back foot round an ankle to force a 
solo shoe to keep time. Dangling a sole, he 
can mirror the beats of a scat singer 
(“This was before hip-hop, this was be- 
bop,” he instructs). And in a dizzying turn 
of events, he’ll whip through a spin to fin- 
ish with feet crossed high on point. 

The hip-hop of Slyde’s quote refers to 
the pyrotechnic creations of New York’s 
Ghettoriginal Productions Dance Compa- 
ny, which performed three pieces. The 
most realized was Concrete Jungle (1992), 
a moving depiction of the similarities be- 
tween the ghetto and the jungles of, say, 
South America. Opening drums give way 
to volleys of rap, and mimed drumming 
segues into B-boys exhibiting their moves: 
leg splits rebound into one-handed back 
flips, porpoise dives resolve in eggbeater 
legs whirring from the ground. What’s 
particularly impressive is how the dancers/ 
choreographers have taken an artform es- 
sentially of solo showmanship and shaped 
it — by molding space, dynamics, and 
patterns — into a cohesive whole. 





The group’s Moments (1988) doesn’t | 


succeed as well, primarily because its 
Egyptian-inspired transformations — an 
inclined line down center stage that shifts 
through sunbursting arms and rhythmical- 
ly jutting necks — look dated. Still, it 
opens with a mind-boggling slow-motion 
sequence of six bare-chested men running 
through smoke, and it abounds with the 
astonishing shoulder-rolling, spinal-curl- 
ing muscle and joint flexations that turn 
humans into clay-animation figures. 

The third number, Jam (1992), cele- 
brates the dancers’ signature talents, such 
as no-handed, seemingly interminable 
head spins and roiling limbs through 
which energy courses with the discreteness 
of radioactive dye. 

Most surprising in its instrumental 
choices was the British troupe Stomp, 
whose eight members shook the rafters 
with pounding poles and metal trash cans 
and lids (as cymbals) and, in a diminutive 
display, with boxes of matches. 

Looping all these elements together with 
often corny jokes and daring dancing was 
the fedora-clad Hot Foot (Joe Orrach and 
Rod Ferrone), who served as MC. This 
multiply accomplished team have a vocab- 
ulary ranging from balletic entrechats to 
the jump-roping warm-ups of a boxing 
hoofer, and musical tastes that extend 
from the jazz of Dave Brubeck to a tap- 
tinged “Wipe Out” complete with long- 
haired wig and electric guitar.

Townshend’s latest reignites 


the creative fire

ete Townshend is one of 
rock’s greatest songwriters, 
a reputation he earned 
penning hits like “My Gen- 
eration” and “Won’t Get 


| Fooled Again” for one of rock’s greatest 
| bands, the Who. Thirty years after hitting 
| his first trademark power chord with that 
| group, Townshend is still a vital artist 
| whose hallmark is a blend of rock thunder 
| with a literate take on the human condition. 


In Tommy, Townshend’s 1969 rock 
opera, which just won five Tony Awards for 


| its current Broadway incarnation, he 
| probed at the isolation, manipulation, and 
| searching for truth that confronts every 


thinking being. In essence, his new album 


| Psychoderelict (Atlantic) is Tommy’s sequel. 
| An idea born in 1970 and then called Life- 


| house, the project was snuffed out by dirty 


| dealing — though many of its songs sur- 


faced among the tracks of Who’s Next. 
Nearly a quarter-century later, Town- 


| shend has woven some of the concepts of 
| Lifehouse into what’s essentially a radio 


play, set just-in-the-future, that combines 


| virtual reality with the world of big-industry 
| rock. Psychoderelict’s three characters (ag- 
| ing rock star Ray High, the vicious journal- 
| ist Ruth Streeting, and Ray’s calculating 
| manager Rastus) spin a fascinating web of 


| manipulation, betrayal, deceit, lost idealism, 
| and — most perversely — love. It’s a com- 
| plex work that even Townshend admits he 
| hasn’t completely figured out. 


Best of all, it’s got Townshend’s finest 
songs since his 1980 solo album Empty 
Glass, which alluded to his battles with al- 
cohol and identity, and explicitly revealed 


| his bisexuality in “Rough Boys.” PS: it 
| rocked like hell, too. Psychoderelict’s “I am 


| Afraid” and “Don’t Try To Make Me Real” 
| sound as personal and revelatory — even if 


| Townshend insists they’re not. They’re cer- 


| tainly deep and melodic enough to strike 
| anyone’s heart. And the album finds him 
| playing some of his best electric guitar since 


the salad days of the Who. 
Townshend was about to begin re- 


| hearsals for his first North American solo 
| tour when this interview took place. And 


though his concert adaptation of Psy- 


| choderelict doesn’t have a scheduled Boston

Q: Psychoderelict is your second consecu- 
tive concept album, following The Iron 
Man. Are these projects more of a challenge 
to you than writing conventional pop songs 
these days? 

A: God, I wish that were true. I think 
what is a real challenge is writing conven- 
tional pop songs; it’s always been a great 
challenge, and when you’re young some- 


| times you can do it almost by accident, or 


just because you’re young. You have an 


| idea you think is new but which isn’t really 


new. When you get older, you get more re- 
sponsible about what you’ re‘willing to steal. 

Writing something that’s really new and 
will hit without a big pair of tits or pecs 
stuck on the front of it, or a beautiful head 
of hair, or the ability to dance and stand on 
your head, is very difficult. I think I’m 
drawn to conceptual projects because I’m 
trying to move’ away from the challenge of 
writing pop, which I don’t think I can really 
do anymore. 

Q: Well, “Don’t Try Fo Make Me Real” 
resonates as a pop hit to me. It’s even the 
right length. 

A: Who knows? At some point, it will 
probably be trotted out to radio and we'll 
see what happens. In a sense, the most im- 
portant thing for me about working in the- 


of his greatest 


ater on a conceptual project like this is that 
I tend to workshop my ideas in the studio 
and then hone them. This is a rock tradi- 
tion, to put your ideas on record first, and I 
don’t think I can break that; it’s too much 
in my blood. 

I don’t have the context of pop anymore, 
and I need a context in which to work. It 
gives me more confidence that people are 
going to give the material that I’m coming 
up with consideration; it might help me get 
the shades I’m dealing with across — give 
them an entry into ideas that maybe exist 
only between two people, and they’re not 
exactly love, and they’re not exactly attrac- 
tion, and they’re not exactly infatuation, 
and they’re certainly not lust — the slightly 
more complicated areas of human interper- 
sonal relationships. It takes a bit more time 
for those subtleties to reach the listener. 
And I think that pop doesn’t carry that all 
that elegantly. 

The function of the story for me is a way 
of making the music breathe — I suppose 
maybe even allowing people to connect with 
my voice and my experience. It’s my love, 
the kind of truth that J value; it’s that when 
you tell me you love me, you’re prepared to 
do all the things that I want you to do when 
you say you love me. In other words, I 
measure your love in my own terms — and 
don’t try and change that, don’t try to de- 
mand that when you say you love me it has 
to be on your terms. That kind of truth, 
that kind of honesty in a relationship, is ac- 
tually quite complicated and very difficult 
to sing about. 

Q: One of the things that’s always struck 
me about your songs is that they have a very 
introspective, exploratory feel. 

A: Well, in some ways I’ve started to take 
exception to that. Because one of the things 
that I feel I haven’t done is ever properly 
addressed my personal needs. I don’t think 
I have analyzed my own predicament. I’ve 
whined a lot in the press, but I think what 
I’ve tried to do is write for another voice. As 
a solo artist, I’ve invented a voice that I felt 
was a character who was an embodiment of 
a number of other people, including me — 
but a group of people. I think that Psy- 
choderelict is probably the best example of 
me creating a group of characters in which 
I have an investment. 

I think people would be very, very suspi- 
cious if I suddenly emerged as a playwright. 
They’d think, ‘Well who the fuck does this 
guy think he is? All he’s done is strut 
around the world with a guitar.’ So I have 
to stick to the people and the culture and 
the experiences that I know, and that does 
tend to mean that if I create a character like 
Ray High, I’m in a kind of double bind be- 
cause people are thinking well, this is just 
him, this is just what he thinks. On the al- 
bum there are notions that are definitely my 
notions, but they’re theories more than per- 
sonal trollings. 

Q: So historically, with songs like “Be- 
hind Blue Eyes,” you’ve put yourself in 
character more than explored facets of 
yourself? 

A: The interesting thing about “Be- 
hind Blue Eyes” is it’s one of the origi- 
nal songs for Lifehouse, which was my 
first film script, which was abandoned 
by the Who. That was actually written 
for a lead character, and I think when 
I do that, sometimes I actually do 
unwittingly plunge much deeper 
into my own psyche than I would at 
other times. 

Q: Why was Lifehouse aban- 
doned? 

A: It’s a weird story. I was go- 
ing to develop it at the Young 
Vic Theater — which ironi- 
cally is where I’m taking Iron 
Man, which is my first com- 
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plete musical that I wrote in ’86, this win- 
ter. Frank Dunlop was then the director of 
the new Young Vic, and I was on the board 
there, and we were going to do this piece as 
a workshop with the Who and a live audi- 
ence. 

Meantime, I didn’t realize it but I was be- 
ing undermined by my manager, Kit Lam- 
bert, who’d in that year become rather 
megalomaniacal and a deep new heroin ad- 
dict. He had written a treatment for Tommy 
and had gone to Frank Dunlop and said, 
“Listen, this thing Lifehouse that Pete’s 
talking about, you know it’s a bit crazy. 
Well, really it’s just Tommy in disguise.” So 
he gave Frank Dunlop his script of Tommy 
and took away my script of Lifehouse and 
told everybody that I was crazy. By the time 
I'd realized what was going on, I just gave 
up and used the very good music I’d writ- 
ten for the piece as an album [Who’s Next]. 

I'd just done Tommy; I was really on, I 
knew I could do this thing. It wasn’t too 
big for my brain.

Q: It sounds as if Lifehouse might have 
launched the cyberpunk science-fiction 
school at least a decade earlier. 

A: Certainly when I read Neuromancer or 
any of Gibson’s stuff, it seems to me pretty 
old hat. I’m excited by the style of writing 
and the richness of the language and the 
new jargon, but it does seem to be an echo. 

I think cyberpunk and the whole kind of 
Generation X obsession that’s growing out 
of computers is really kind of vital, and I 
don’t feel entirely plugged into it, but I do 
feel that you need a very, very special mind 
and a very special attitude to last in this 
densely, densely populated planet that we’re 
going to be living on. I think that the sur- 
vivors are going to be the people that have 
several different ways that they can, you 
know, I’m thinking of the right word; it’s 
not exist, it’s not experience . . . several dif- 
ferent ways in which they can find fulfill- 
ment. It’s not to say that people who can 

trip out by plugging into one of Bill Gib- 
son’s matrixes are not gonna want to go 
to Central Park to see the ducks, are not 
gonna want to water-ski. But they’re

also going to have these other places that 
they can go, and I think these other places 
are going to be as essential — probably 
more essential than those obligatory ear- 
phones were for us when we were doing 
our homework in the 60s. 

Q: Do you ever cruise the computer nets? 

A: Oh sure, yeah. I have sex on computer 
all the time. I’m into putting my head on fe- 
males’ bodies apd all kinds of stuff. Out on 
the bulletin board I can wear whatever I 
like. Writers can’t catch me there. Well, the 
fact of the matter is that because the net- 
work is a network, everybody can catch 
anybody, everybody knows what everybody 
else is doing. 

Q: Since grid-life is an important part of 
Psychoderelict, how did you become inter- 
ested in virtual reality? 

A: I suppose by inventing it. Not that I 
was the first to discover it, of course. I’ve 
since read in Mondo 2000 that Arthur C. 
Clarke first created something like virtual 
reality in a short story he wrote in 1942. 
When I was writing Lifehouse, what I was 
actually trying to do was to deal with a 
metaphysical idea, which is that if you live a 
lifetime and you gain experience in the 
Eastern sense, you gather karma, which is 
both wisdom and kind of a debt that you 
carry into your next life. And I wondered 
what the situation would be if you could ac- 
tually live more than one lifetime in a life- 
time. In order to explore that rather weird 
idea, I invented this suit into which you 
jump, and you lived four- or five-thousand 
lifetimes in a lifetime. And at the end of that 
lifetime, according to the Buddhist idea, 
you would be perfect. 

I started to look at the moral implications 
of experience controlled, in a sense, by stu- 
dios, media conglomerates, and eventually 
by governments — experience arrested, 
censored, screened, drip-fed, slowed down, 
sped up for the purposes of organizations 
with their own totalitarian and capitalistic 
aims. That seemed to me to be a really in- 
teresting idea for a story. 

And I struck a story around these kind of 
virtual-reality suits, which at the time I 
think I called “grid-life experience suits,” 
and imagined a polluted world covered in 
cables, like cable TV except instead of a 
television at the end of every cable or an 
AT&T phone at the end of every cable, 
what you actually had was a suit with a 
semi-vegetablized human being inside, liv- 
ing these fabulous exotic lives and popping 
up every now and again and checking the 
meter and seeing how much closer they 
were to God — or how much closer they 
were to the Devil. That was my notion, and 
I must admit it seemed very clear and very 
easy to understand to me in 1970, but ev- 
erybody I spoke to thought I was insane. 

Q: And now, technology seems rapidly to 
be leading us closer to that sort of thing. 

A: Well, Oliver Stone did a series of TV 
documentaries where he looked at the 
moral consequences of virtual reality, and 
he touched upon some of these things. I 
think people are just starting to get to grips 
with it. This is a confused world in which 
we live, and it seems to me that some of 
those things, some of that view of Lifehouse 
that I had, has actually helped me anticipate 
some of what’s happened. 

For example, my label, Atlantic, which 
started off as a little label run purely for 
black artists by a Turk called Ahmet Erte- 
gun, is now owned by Time Warner, which 
is Rupert Murdoch, one of the big right- 
wing press barons of the globe, who also 
owns Reuters. In my personal entry at 
Reuters, they’ve got me listed as a 
transvestite. I flew to Cleveland for the 
groundbreaking ceremony for the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame on the Time Warner jet. I 
felt ashamed, you know, a transvestite sit- 


ting in the same seat that Rupert Murdoch 
might fart on one day? 

Q: You made a remark earlier about be- 
ing able to explore love in different, compli- 
cated ways. Certainly on Psychoderelict, 
Ray and Ruth have a very unconventional 
relationship. There’s love, there’s also an in- 
credible amount of betrayal, animosity. It 
seems you're grabbing elements that are 
usually kept in the dark, personal corners of 
relationships and pulling them into the light. 

A: Well, I’m glad you say that. I mean, 
I’m not exactly clear on what I have done 
there, because obviously some of it is based 
on real correspondence that I’ve had with 
people over the years, some of it is based on 
the imagined or maybe my perceived view 
of the responsibility that the fan places on 
the artist, some of it is invested in the idea 
that artists are the last people on earth who 
know -what the fuck they’re doing. Fans 
have a view of the artist as somebody who’s 
very real and tangible and marryable, but 
the artist doesn’t always believe that his or 
her fans are real. 

Q: “Don’t Try To Make Me Real” brings 
up the question of whether artists think they 
are real, or have mutated into something 
other than what they are. 

A: Yeah, that’s an interesting shade. The 
song is also, of course, supposed to be 
about Ray’s failed relationships — the ref- 
erence you get at the beginning of the piece 
when Ruth says that Ray’s wife has left him. 
And one of the things Ray is echoing in that 
song is the fact that the press and the fans 
and the manager and, in the past, perhaps 
his lovers have wanted him to be who they 
think he is. In other words, “Don’t come in 
here with a ring in your ear. We know who 
you were before, don’t come in here a 
changed man, don’t come in here with a 
view of yourself as a rock star. We know 
who you are.” 

So, he’s actually saying, don’t try and re- 
duce me to who I really am, don’t try and 
bring me down, don’t take away my fan- 
tasies. I think that’s not just his voice there; 
it’s also a tribute to Ruth’s voice. She also 
has a fantastic view of herself as a kind of 
enabled woman, also as very powerful and 
erotic — power translates into sexuality for 
her, and she doesn’t want to be reduced. 

Q: In reviews of Psychoderelict, the word 


“cynicism” keeps popping up — the obser- - 


vation that the work is streaked with cyni- 
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cism. I think of its spin more as realist. 

A: I’m starting to feel really misunder- 
stood these days. I’ve had this thing leveled 
at me a couple of times, about the fact that 
I fucked with the ending of Tommy, and 
I’m elevating normality above the ’60s 
dream. I think a lot of people are just a little 
bit dumb, to be honest. It’s not to say that 
anybody who doesn’t like the record is 
stupid. I’m saying that anybody who 
doesn’t like the album because they think 
it’s cynical is just getting me wrong. I 
wouldn’t waste my time on cynicism. 
There’s vengeance in my life and vengeance 
in my craft, but there’s also joy, and love 
and generosity. 

It seems to me that if you actually try to 
articulate an idea in rock and roll, there are 
two words people use: pretentious or cyni- 
cal. I get them both hurled at me regularly, 
like bricks, and they’re just bouncing off my 
big, solid, hard head. I’m gonna keep doing 
what I’m doing, and getting bigger and fat- 
ter and more contented, and doing less 
work and making more millions of dollars 
— do you know what I mean? 

But what I’ll never do is sneer at the au- 
dience. My audience to me is probably 
more precious now than ever before. I think 
that’s why I’m doing this tour; I don’t think 
it’s to sell records. I think I suddenly feel 
this burning need to be in front of an audi- 
ence. I think also, when I first got this idea 
to do a tour together, it was originally not 
to face the public, but to face the press. I 
actually wanted to have people open that 
debate up with me. I wanted to be able to 
say to the press, “Well, don’t you think that 
the most cynical thing that you can ever do 
is call somebody a cynic?” It’s like John 
Lennon said, “It takes a hypocrite to call 
somebody a hypocrite.” 

I think what I find heartening about this 
record and the kind of responses I’m get- 
ting to it is that like all of the better things 
that I’ve done in the past, there’s this great 
division: people either fall behind it and feel 
that there’s something in it that works, or 
feel that this is a denial of what rock was 
meant to do in the first place. That always 
makes me feel that I’m on a rich vein. Be- 
cause when that happens, time usually 
seems to prove me right. 

Q: You said that if you were try to write a 
play, you'd hear, “Who the hell is he?” But 
now that Tommy is on Broadway and has 
been acknowledged with Tony awards, do 
you feel that you might be granted a little 
more leeway in stage writing? 

A: You know, I don’t want to write a 
play. I want to make that clear: I don’t want 
to write a play. What I’m interested in do- 
ing is writing musicals. Because I think if I 
didn’t take advantage of the fact that I hap- 
pen to be able to write lyrics and music and 
story, and am very good at collaborating in 
teams of creative people, I’d be undervalu- 
ing what I’m capable of doing. 

I’m probably the only person in rock in 
the moment who is armed in this way. I 
don’t think I’m going to be in this position 
for much longer, because I think a lot of 
other people are targeting theater now. The 
guys in the Grateful Dead came to see 
Tommy and they were raving about it. And 
Jerry [Garcia] told me that he’s working on 
a musical himself. 

I think a lot of people are very excited 
when they go to see Tommy. It’s not neces- 
sarily that it’s a visceral rock experience, but 
it does have something to do with rock. 
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| 
And so for people who are into rock but 
can’t deal with the big stadium gigs . . . For 
people at 45, or maybe even as young as 
35, who are working, have two weeks off a 
fucking year, entertainment is restaurants 
and cinemas. And: if theater opens up for | 
people like that, then that’s a great possibili- | 
ty 


Q: Do you feel something else gestating at | 
this point? 
A: I'd very much like to do a collabora- 

tion with a female writer. I think one of the 
things I’m finding great difficulty with is | 
writing for the female voice, and I'd like to 
work with somebody like Chrissie Hynde or 
Annie Lennox. 

What I’m planning to do for my next al- 
bum is try to do something that will follow 
up Psychoderelict, to continue that work, 
but also will create a really good, solid, and 
big live performance vehicle for my next — 
if you like — Broadway idea, as well. 

Q: Since you played acoustic guitar on 
the last Who tour, it’s a kick to hear you 
playing electric aggressively again on Psy- 
choderelict. 

A: Because of this biking accident I had, 
I had the acoustic guitar kind of snatched 
away from me. I can still play acoustic, but 
with nothing like the kind of grace I used to 
be able to play it. I suddenly realized when I 
couldn’t play it that my acoustic style of 
playing had become an enormous vanity for 
me. I’d become obsessed with how much 
better I was at playing rhythm guitar than 
almost anybody that I knew apart from 
great flamenco players I’d seen in the 
streets in Spain. You know, nobody could 
play like me. 

I fell off the bike, I broke my wrist and 
shattered it into a thousand pieces, and it 
doesn’t revolve, and I can’t play very good 
rhythm guitar. As an electric-guitarist, I 
never achieved the kind of speed I thought I 
would as I went along, so I fell back on a 
style of rhythm playing that was really all | 
my own. I’ve lost that, and I think it did get | 
me back to picking up an electric guitar and | 
banging away with my broken wrist with ti- 
tanium rods in it and hearing sounds come 
out that surprised me. | 

Q: When you were coming up on guitar, | 
in regard to speed, there were some pretty | 
daunting players also rising: Jimi Hendrix, | 
Eric Clapton... 

A: That’s right, it was daunting; it was 
also very inspiring, and I think that meeting 
and working with and watching and being 
close to Jimi Hendrix in the early years did 
help me to shoot for a style of playing that 
became much more lyrical and faster than 
I’d ever felt possible. It didn’t approach the 
spiritual quality that he had. I’ve found Eric 
inspiring too, because he’s never relied on | 
speed. 

Q: Have you been rehearsing for the tour 
in July? 

A: No, I don’t want to rehearse for too 
long; I don’t want to go stale. We’ve cut it 
quite fine. I committed to touring only re- 
cently, and I kind of got drunk to commit, 
and I’m really glad I did. I’m really excited 
about it. I want it to be dangerous, too. Peo- 
ple keep telling me that this will work only if 
it’s slick. Bullshit! It’ll work if it works. 
What’s really exciting about it is that it’s 
gonna be a kind of crazy evening; it’s gonna 
be a standard rock-and-roll show, but with a 
bit of David Byrne/Laurie Anderson lunacy 
thrown in. And if it doesn’t work, we’ll stop 
and play “Won’t Get Fooled Again.” Q 
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FREEDY JOHNSTON: 
PURE POP, PART DEUX 


Folks everywhere touted Freedy John- 
ston’s 1992 release Can You Fly (Bar 
None) as a perfect pop album, but his 
new five-song Unlucky (also Bar 
None) is the real diamond. Few 
artists in recent memory have made 
such canny use of the languishing EP 
form. Although Unlucky’s got the 
obligatory B-side toss-off (a demo 
version of “The Lucky One,” from 
Can You Fly), it also offers a selection 
of tracks that actually spark off one 
another to make new kinds of sense. 
That’s no mean feat when you con- 
sider that one is old (the studio ver- 
sion of “Lucky One”) and another is 
even older, the kind of chestnut cov- 
ered at a whippersnapper’s own risk 
(Jimmy Webb’s “Wichita Lineman”). 

“The Lucky One” was already a 
standout on Can You Fly. It deals 
with the dogged insistence of a gam- 
bler on his own providence. Although 
the song’s repetition undermined his 
surety, every time Johnston asserted, 
“I know I am the lucky one,” the mu- 
sic behind him — rich with Knut 
Bohn’s organ — would gather force, 
humming with anticipation. Even 
Johnston’s most doomed men get to 
bask a little, if only in their inarticu- 
lateness. “Trying to Tell You I Don’t 
Know,” which kicked off the album, 
grew feverish in its attempt to get 
that uncertainty across. 

Yet people tended to gravitate to 
Johnston’s debut’s more painstaking 
constructions, songs packed like po- 
ems with the tiny details of homes and 
lives. On occasion, the piled-on im- 
ages threatened to topple. The coffin 
lids, boneyard fence, and dead-white 
skin of “The Mortician’s Daughter” 
were more a tribute to their author’s 
cleverness than to the pull of a memo- 
ry. But “Responsible,” the sigh of a fa- 
ther watching his daughter enter the 
city, and especially “Tearing Down 
This Place” earned every snapshot. In 
the latter, an abandoned house sang 
with fading pain — “Here’s the room 
where they lay awake through a com- 
plicated night/He was staring at the 
wall/And she cried and cried and 
cried” — even if the idea that men 
build shelter for their women probably 
deserves to be dismantled. 

Hearts aren’t really Johnston’s 
strong suit, though. On Unlucky, ob- 
sessions take on a life of their own, 
leaving their object behind. In each 
song following “The Lucky One,” the 
woman in question fades into obscu- 
rity, dwarfed by the sweep of John- 
ston’s yearning. “Death of Stars” 
finds him falling through the skies like 
a comet, “tearing the clouds apart,” 
while somewhere on the ground a girl 
carefully burns her letters. Which al- 
ready signals doom; destroying words 
is the last thing he’d do. In “For a 
Lost Key,” he’s reading by firelight in 
the woods. Vengeful about his own 
“forgetfulness,” Johnston spits each 
syllable, but he’s still ready to “throw 
my voice around the world” to find 
that missing talisman. 

In “Caroline,” that hope, the “song 
in my head,” becomes a girl who real- 
ly is gone. She’s a ghost of some kind, 
both her demise and her strange pres- 
ence equally mysterious. Johnston’s

questions go unanswered even if his 
simple, countryish picking is plain as 
can be, accompanied only by Gene 
Holder’s gentle bass. Elsewhere, his 
electrified folk rave-ups recall the Si- 


los, whose Bob Rupe joins an all-star’ 


cast of mostly Hoboken regulars — 
Marshall Crenshaw, Chris Stamey, 
Syd Straw, Dave Schramm — on 
Can You Fly. With its 13-song sprawl, 
though, that disc has nothing on Un- 
lucky’s deft purity — the sound of 
Freedy Johnston proving it’s better to 
yearn loudly than to fade away.

DAVID MURRAY 
AND KAHIL EL ZABAR: 
FREE, FLOWING 


Jazz-saxophonist David Murray was 
the “name” attraction at the Middle 
East on June 25, but it was the Bos- 
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DAVID MURRAY: he matched El Zabar with 





cussion accompaniment, an El! Zabar 
performance, unlike most dense 
avant-garde improvisation, is unclut- 
tered, each gesture in high relief. 

During El Zabar’s six-year associa- 
tion with Murray, they’ve made The 
Golden Sea and the forthcoming One 
World Fariily (both on Sound As- 
pects) as a duo. El Zabar also plays in 
a Murray quartet on Sanctuary With- 
in (Black Saint). They’re a good 
match, since Murray mines the jazz 
tradition with the same imaginative 
flair El Zabar brings to world music. 
Murray’s urbane polish, sensual 
swing-era vibrato, and sharp-angled 
lines contrast with El Zabar’s sparse 
folk textures. This mixture was espe- 
cially compelling on their original 
version of Miles Davis’s “All Blues,” 
on which El Zabar’s amplified sanza 
(African thumb piano) moved in 
graceful parallel to Murray’s contem- 
plative saxophone. 

In general, El Zabar stalked the 
stage like a man possessed by some 
manic voodoo orisha deity, bent on 
deconstructing Afro-American music. 
His obsessively bobbing head, hip- 
swiveling, and exaggerated jazz-singer 
body language suggested a holistic 
approach to performing as powerful

notes and shrieks synched to the staggering accents. 


ton debut of his partner, percussion- 
ist Kahil El Zabar, that was the big 
news. Their performance was incan- 
descent, with Murray doing some of 
his best duo work to date, and El 
Zabar proving himself equal to the 
“star,” offering a brilliant kaleido- 
scope of African heritage and avant- 
garde jazz. 

Although most drummers resort to 
“miscellaneous” percussion for occa- 
sional color or contrast, El Zabar puts 
such instruments at the center of his 
music, not the fringes. The modern 
jazz drumming of Ed Blackwell and 
Sunny Murray serves as the contem- 
porary framework in which the older 
music from Africa and the African di- 
aspora appears. Like them, El Zabar 
plays rhythm — not necessarily a 
steady beat — so the propulsive phys- 
icality of the ethnic instruments lends 
ancestral roots to modern jazz. And 
because he often plays on one drum 
at a time, with minimal vocal or per-

as the global vision of his music. 

On Murray’s jazz-samba “Bahia,” 
the saxophonist’s long lines, extended 
by circular breathing, swooped and 
swaggered over El Zabar’s Brazilian 
frame drum and ankle-bell patterns, 
plunging traditional Afro-Brazilian 
music into new sonic territory. El 
Zabar dazzled on the one number he 
played on traps, the opener “Sweet 
Meat.” His bright, aggressive cymbal 
washes crested over snare and tom ac- 
cents that broke in several directions 
at once. Murray stood up to this com- 
plex sonic juggernaut with flurries of 
notes and shrieks synched to the stag- 
gering accents and gong-like cymbals. 

El Zabar lives in Chicago, where he 
is a member of the venerable Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Creative 
Musicians (AACM). He’s made al- 
bums for Sound Aspects with the Rit- 
ual, a trio featuring Art Ensemble of 
Chicago bassist Malachi Favors and 
rotating guests, including trumpeter 
Lester Bowie and violinist Billy Bang. 
But his most innovative work is with 
the Ethnic Heritage Ensemble, which 
consists of El Zabar, saxophonist Ed 
Wilkerson Jr. (recently intown with 8 
Bold Souls), and trombonist Joe 
Bowie. Their US recording debut is 
Dance with the Ancestors (Chame- 
leon), due this month, and it’s the 
funkiest and most controlled of their 
half-dozen albums. 

Whether on CD or in concert, you 
never know what El Zabar will do 
next: burst into frenzied song, dis- 
mantle a Yoruban rhythm, or envelop 
you in free-jazz energy. At the Middle 
East, it was that element of surprise 
that kept one listening and wanting to 


hear more.

signed the ex-Christmas-turned-lounge- 
band outfit Combustible Edison Orches- 
tra). But Six Finger Satellite’s new CD, 
The Pigeon Is the Most Popular Bird, 
represents a departure for both the band 
and the label. SFS make a different kind 
of noise, less like the fractured-arena 
sound associated with Sub Pop (“classic 
rock with weird tunings,” as one staffer 
jokingly described it) and closer to the 
more avant strains of early Wire, Birth- 
day Party, and PiL’s Metal Box (the lat- 
ter especially on “Laughing Larry,” 
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which uses a disco backbeat to sarcastic 
effect). The result shows previously un- 
tapped power from a band who’ve gotten 
precious little respect around these parts 
in the past. 

The sounds here are some of the most 
abrasive stuff made by a guitar band in re- 
cent memory. The two guitars (Peter 
Phillips and John MacLean) were record- 
ed absolutely dry, so they sound like a 
cold snarl instead of the warm, arena-ish 
sound favored by indie bands nowadays. 
Meanwhile, Jeremiah Ryan’s voice is

twisted and distorted in the mix; whatever 
lyrics you can catch come in nasty little 
snippets. And there’s almost no blank 
space on the 66-minute disc: pieces of a 
chaotic guitar jam are spliced between the 
songs, making the whole thing more over- 
whelming. 

“Yeah, it’s pretty relentless,” says Ryan 
by phone from Providence. “It’s totally in- 
tentional. There’s a certain vibe we were 
trying to get — one guitar on each speak- 
er with no crossover — and Rick (Pelleti- 
er) wanted to get away from a typical 
rock-drum sound. We sought out a studio 
where there’d be a lot of open space. (The 
album was made at a Hoboken studio 
owned by, of all people, Lenny Kravitz.) I 
like music that goes for the throat, comes 
right out at you. That’s the kind of songs 
we write.” 

Even if that means burying his own 
lyrics? “Doesn’t bother me. I don’t like 
being able to understand every word. It’s 
better when people can delve into it. We’re 
not trying to get away from the alternative 
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scene, just to turn it on its side and see 
what we can do with it. It’s not like we’re 
going out of our way to make music peo- 
ple aren’t gonna like.” 

The album is being released as two 
vinyl EPs. The Idiot Version, which came 
out last week, includes the first five songs 
and noise jams; the second batch gets re- 
leased in two weeks as the Savant 
Version. A week later, the Idiot Savant 
edition comes out on CD, combining 
both EPs and adding another 15 minutes 
of the jam as a surprise track. “That’s just 
a decadent little CD thing. We did a lot of 
jamming im the studio, so we just ran 
with it.” 

The band’s association with Sub Pop 
came about by accident. They were show- 
casing in New York two years ago when a 
label rep, who’d come to see the now-for- 
gotten headline band, asked Satellite for 
their demo. The four-song tape was re- 
leased verbatim as the band’s debut EP last 
year; at the time the band were within spit- 
ting distance of the established “grunge” 
sound. 

“It sounded pretty much like a band 
starting out. That sound became dated 
pretty quick for us,” says Ryan, who ad- 
mits that the band didn’t really find their 
footing until they made a couple of split 
singles with Green Magnet School a few 
months back. “We came out of the Sub 
Pop generation, so this is exciting for us. 
We were buying all those singles when 
they first came out. I wouldn’t say there’s 
a Sub Pop sound anymore, but there’s 
definitely a Sub Pop thing.”

PRESERVATION. Once you’ve done the 
near-impossible by making Jesus Christ 
Superstar cool again, what do you do for 
an encore? The answer is Preservation Act 
II, a staging of the Kinks’ koncept album 
from 1974, which begins its run tonight 
(Thursday) at the Middle East. Many of 
the same folks are involved in this presen- 
tation, which is co-directed by Noise hon- 
cho T. Max, writer Eleanor Ramsay, and 
Uninvited singer and art/glam-rock fiend 
Mick Maldonado (who co-stars as Mr. 
Flash, opposite Flesh Flower’s Doug 
Thoms as Mr. Black). 

The project has already gotten a 
thumbs-up from author Ray Davies, who 
met with the producers when the Kinks 
played in town last month. “I expected him 
to be real jaded, but he was thrilled about 
it,” Ramsay said last week. “He really likes 
working with younger people. It’s his old 
‘Everybody’s a star’ attitude coming right 
back at him. We thought we’d be asking 
him all the questions, but he had our book 
and kept asking what we’d be doing for 
this or that scene. I know he’s always had 
it in the back of his mind to stage it him- 
self, so now he may be thinking, ‘Let’s see 
what these people in Boston can do with 
ea 

Originally one of the more kontrover- 
sial Kinks albums, Preservation holds up 
rather well these days, thanks to a 
prophetic plot that finds a corrupt and 
decadent government being toppled by an 
equally corrupt but puritanical resistance. 
The hilarious “Shepherds of the Nation,” 
which Davies wrote in ’74, could have 
been Jesse Helms’s theme song. But the 
work was never staged (except in those 
days’ Kinks koncerts) and there’s no dia- 
logue, so Ramsay used her staging to 
flesh out the plot. “We didn’t add any di- 
alogue, but we put more thought into 
how the characters should be handled, 
and we played up the political-rally as- 
pects of it.” 

So what’s next? Ramsay says the main 
contenders for the Middle East’s next rock 
opera include the Pretty Things’ SF Sor- 
row and Genesis’s The Lamb Lies Down 
on Broadway (though the latter has no fe- 
male roles, except in the Lamia scene). 
“Though, of course, if we wanted to do all 
the Kinks’ rock operas, we could be busy 
for the next few years.” 


WESTERBERG RETURNS. After all the 
hoopla surrounding his new band (with 
ex-Neighborhoods leader David Minehan 
and ex-Raindogs bassist Darren Hill) and 
first solo tour, Paul Westerberg’s sort-of 
secret debut at T.T. the Bear’s last week 
sounded a lot like a latter-day Replace- 
ments show — which meant you got a lot 
of smart, well-crafted rock songs that 
stopped well short of wild abandon. No- 
body’s asking Westerberg to start drinking 
again (though if he does, I’m buying), but 
these days he leaves you hoping for a little 
less craftsmanship and a little more raw 
passion. 

That said, the band played great (Mine- 
han was clearly having a blast), the new 
songs are growing on me, and the show 
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worked up a real head of steam toward 
the end, with a mix of later Replacements 
(“I'll Be You,” “Can’t Hardly Wait”), the 
best of the new album, and a couple of 
covers (10 points for “Daydream Believ- 
er”). Not the glories of old, but not half- 
bad, either. 

Unfortunately, the show was turned into 
a media event at the expense of Wester- 
berg’s fans. His publicist leaked the show 
to the daily papers and radio, thus ensur- 
ing that the place would be overrun by 
hundreds of fans who had no chance of 
getting in (few people without strings to 
pull did), and that Rolling Stone and MTV 
would get something to report on. This 
approach reportedly miffed Westerberg, 
who just wanted to play a bar without the 


hype.

SINGLE OF THE WEEK. Everybody 
knows you’re not supposed to compare 
every punk-pop band who come along to 
Hiisker Di; it’s too lazy and obvious. All 
the same, Smackmelon’s “I’m Not Cool” 
— the B-side of their single on the Mag 
Wheel label — sounds a whole lot like 
Hiisker Dii (specifically Grant Hart’s pop- 
pier tunes), and recalling one of the ’80s’ 
greatest bands isn’t a problem to these 
ears.

J ohnny Clegg’s powerful

outh Africa’s pop gadfly 
Johnny Clegg packed and

South African constitutional talks under- 
it seemed the central drama in 
Clegg’s life and music was lurching into a 
promising new phase — and the band ra- 
diated the thrill of dreams coming true. 

But then talks stalled, South Africa 
veered toward civil war, and last year, 
while Clegg was in LA recording his new 
Heat, Dust, and Dreams (Capitol), his 
friend and right-hand man since 1977, 
dancer Dudu Zulu, was assassinated while 
trying to mediate a taxi drivers’ turf war. 
Clegg and Savuka return to Sanders on 
July 9, older and wiser but, remarkably, 
still taking a positive view. 

“We're in a period of wandering as a so- 
ciety,” Clegg told me following a solo ap- 
pearance at the Middle East last month. In 
his new song “The Crossing,” a swelling, 
anthemic folk ballad written for Dudu 
Zulu, Clegg uses Zulu notions of death and 
mourning as a metaphor for South Africa’s 
ongoing transformation. “The Zulu say 
when you die your spirit doesn’t accept the 
death. The spirit sees its body. It sees peo- 
ple crying and it says, this is not real. When 
Dudu was buried, people stood in the cat- 
tle kraal and said, Dudu, you are dead. 
You must start making your way home.” 

Clegg’s fourth album with Savuka bal- 
ances upbeat grooves with parables of vi- 
sionary longing. The album’s guitar-ori- 


ented sound echoes Clegg’s earlier band, 
Juluka, and marks a departure from the 
keyboard lushness of his recent work. He 
had an epiphany on hearing the original 
guitar demo of his 1989 hit “Cruel, Crazy, 
Beautiful World.” “There was an inno- 
cence in that which I thought was incredi- 
ble. I said to myself, if I write a guitar 
song, it’s going to be a guitar song.” 

The guitar emphasis leads to more 
straight-ahead rock rhythms, like the sin- 
gle “These Days,” as well as shades of 
British ska (“Inevitable Consequence of 
Progress”) and Winwood-esque R&B 
(“African Dream” and “Emotional Alle- 
giance”). Clegg’s trademark Zulu street 
guitar and layered vocal chants remain the 
glue that holds together his eclectic musi- 
cal constructions. 

But for the new album, words, not mu- 
sic, proved the greater challenge. Clegg’s 
halcyon days as the “white Zulu,” singing 
and war-dancing in illegal township bars, 
were distant memories when he returned 
from his 1990 world tour. “I found that the 
black community who I grew up with and 
who are my buddies were split. Tribal peo- 
ple were doing things I couldn’t deal with: 
arming themselves up, going into the town- 
ships and attacking people. It had nothing 
to do with politics. It had to do with a per- 
ception [fostered by the police] by Zulu 
migrant workers that their hostels were go- 
ing to be taken over by the Xosa [tribe].” 

Clegg’s anti-nationalist sentiments sud- 
denly pitted him against boyhood pals as 
well as the white government. “I started 
having incredible arguments, saying, look, 
isn’t it suspicious that these very same po- 
lice were arresting you guys for having 
guns, and now they’re giving you guns? |

lost one or two friends. And I didn’t want 
to lose them for this reason.” 

Clegg took a year off music but then 
had to scramble to regain his footing as a 
songwriter. “I decided to write an album 
about change, but from the point of view 
of a person. If you’re going to change, it’s 
a transaction. You’re going to give up this 
attitude, this belief. But what you’re going 
to get is not guaranteed.” The album’s 
flagship song, “Tough Enough,” a feisty, 
Zulu-tinged rocker, asks, “Are you tough 
enough/Can you take the change?” and 
concludes “For something to be born, 
something has to die.” 

Rejecting protest songs and diatribes, 
Clegg uses metaphors and allegories to 
bridge personal and political realms. “I 
Can Never Be What You Want,” a catchy 
pop track, deals with the perils of seduc- 
tion: by a lover, an idea, an ideology. In 


“Inevitable Consequence of Progress,” 
Clegg probes the mind of a young soldier, 
a budding “securocrat,” like the veterans of 
dirty wars in Angola and Mozambique that 
Clegg met in the late ’70s. “They came to 
university, silent, gaunt, empty-eyed. They 
left within six weeks because they couldn’t 
take the innocence around them.” 

Clegg offers earthy pragmatic optimism, 
never pollyanna. Describing “Your Time 
Will Come,” a song about the fits and starts 
of social progress, he sums up a tenacious 
hold on hope. “History has a rhythm like 
the sea. We worked so hard to destroy this 
evil system. Now, we’re realizing that it’s 
harder to build than to break. So we have 
to ease history along, reduce our expecta- 
tions. Remember the feeling when Mandela 
walked free, when the Berlin Wall fell 
down. Burn that into your heart, because 
those were dreams that came true.” QO

Not that Johnson seemed particularly 
comfortable in front of the sold-out “inti- 
mate-seating” crowd of 4000; he didn’t 
offer much in the way of banter. But he 
seemed comfortable being uncomfortable, 
which was the perfect bearing for the 
painful introspection of songs like “Bluer 
Than Midnight” (“The harder I try I can 
never find peace in this life”) and broader 
philosophical statements like “Love Is 
Stronger Than Death” and “Lonely Plan- 
et.” If anything, Johnson’s lack of ease 
helped lend integrity and conviction to 
sweeping, almost corny proclamations like 
“If you can’t change the world, change 


yourself” — lyrics that would have seemed 
self-satisfied or preachy coming from the 
likes of Sting or Don Henley. 

On the other hand, Johnson’s confi- 
dence and skill as a bandleader and con- 
ceptualist were immediately apparent in 
the simple but effective musical and visual 
backdrop that supported his angst-ridden 
vocals. In daylight, the wall of dingy, par- 
tially broken windows that surrounded the 
back of the stage didn’t look very impres- 
sive, especially behind a sluggish opening 
set from Frank Black. But after the sun set 
and the The took the stage, the back-lit 
construction evoked a desolate, aban- 
doned factory. 

Although the band’s current line-up in- 
cludes only one holdover from Dusk (key- 
boardist D.C. Collard), it was clearly as- 
sembled with the hard-edged, bluesy funk 
of songs like “Sodium Light Baby” and 
“Helpline Operator” in mind. Johnson art- 
fully reworked older material like the set’s 
opener, “Infected,” which originally had a 
quirky techno groove, to accommodate the 
new, muscular rhythm section of bassist 
Jared Nickerson and drummer Dave 
Palmer. The song’s slower, hard-rocking 
foundation was layered with psychedelic 
waves of wah-wah-drenched guitar, which 
alternately panned from left to right; for- 
mer Treat Her Right harmonica player Jim 
Fitting injected some rootsy embellish- 
ments. 

The first segment of the set covered 
some of Dusk’s strongest material, includ- 
ing “Love Is Stronger Than Death” and 
“Dogs of Lust,” leaving guitarist Keith 
Joyner with the unenviable task of trying 
to fill Marr’s shoes. He handled Marr’s ar- 
ray of textures, from shimmering chorused

arpeggios to cutting rhythmic pulses, more 
than admirably; he even looked enough 
like Marr to fool anyone sitting in the back 
rows. What he lacked was Marr’s person- 
ality, but Fitting filled that void, rocking 
back and forth in his baggy black suit and 
grabbing his harp with exaggerated mo- 
tions to wail away between verses in “Slow 
Emotional Replay,” then providing more 
atmospheric touches in less bluesy songs 
like “Soul Mining.” 

Collard’s deft piano tinkerings and 
Johnson’s wrenching vocals set the mood 
in the jazzy lounge-style, mid-set segment 
that transformed the stage into an blue-lit 
open-air cabaret. Building from the spare 
piano accompaniment of “Bluer Than 
Midnight,” Johnson gradually brought the 


rest of the band on stage during an acous- 
tic guitar-based arrangement of “This Is 
the Night” and a straightforward version 
of Mind Bomb’s “August and September.” 

The last part of the show lacked the uni- 
ty of the first two segments, but the band 
still sounded great. They played an assort- 
ment of tracks from Infected (“Heartland” 
and “Sweet Bird of Liberty”) and Mind 
Bomb (“Violence of Truth” and “Ar- 
mageddon Days”). The emotional and 
philosophical continuity of Dusk came 
back into sharp focus on the closing an- 
them “Lonely Planet,” and the momentum 
carried through two encores where the 
songs, some of Johnson’s best (“This Is 
the Day,” “True Happiness This Way 
Lies”), simply stood on their own.

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U2 go DIY — and for 
the Cash — on Zooropa

o get an idea of how com- 
pletely U2 have overturned 
their own idea of themselves, 
you have only to listen to 
“The Wanderer” on their new 
Zooropa (Island, due in stores next Tues- 
day). The tune has all the makings of a big 
Bono showpiece — you know, the angst- 
ridden protagonist goes out wandering 
through a blasted existential landscape look- 
ing for Jesus, redemption, and “you.” But 
on this prototypical Bono soul-searcher, the 
lead vocals go to. . . Johnny Cash! 

Not only doesn’t Bono’s voice appear 
anywhere on “The Wanderer,” but in the 
July 8 Rolling Stone the singer claims he 
simply wasn’t up to the task. “I didn’t feel 
like I could really sing the words,” Bono 
tells Stone’s David Fricke. Amazing but 
true! Used to be that walking “under an 
atomic sky” through “streets paved with 
gold .. . of a city without a soul” was just 
another day at the office for Bono Vox. 
But these days, unh-unh, better bring on 
the Man in Black. 

“The Wanderer” is the final curious 
turn on an album full of curiosities. You 
could call Zooropa the second installment 
of 1991’s Achtung Baby, or Achtung Baby: 
The B-Sides. In fact, the album was 
recorded late last year in a break between 
the American and European legs of the 
Zoo TV tour, and the songs continue 
Achtung’s experiments with industrial 
noise and. varied styles. Even so, the ar- 
rangements here are much simpler and 
more into grooves than hooks. Label exec- 
utives have been quoted playing down the 
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idea that the album is going to produce 
any radio singles at all, saying that it 
should be listened to “as an album.” 

Well, okay, but I thought I was listening 
to Achtung Baby as an album too. It just so 
happened that one track after another was 
a radio single. So maybe the advance spin 
control is just another way of telling us not 
to expect another masterpiece. 

Which is a good call. Still, I’ll take 
Zooropa over The Joshua Tree any day. The 
very casualness of the record is part of its 
appeal. Gone are the U2 days when every 
other song had to be an anthemic edifice 
(I’m thinking of the “middle period” break- 
throughs like The Unforgettable Fire and 
The Joshua Tree), or where their willing- 
ness to “humble” themselves before a blues 
master like B.B. King (Rattle & Hum) came 
off more as patronizing self-congratulation. 

Instead, when Bono appeals to Cash, 
you really do get the feeling that the U2 
frontman “couldn’t sing the words.” After 
he’d purposely mangled his own voice in 
the production of Achtung Baby’s stunning 
opener, “Zoo Station,” after he’d parodied 
his own glamorous image with the show- 
biz sleaze persona of the Fly for the Zoo 
TV tour, the post-apocalyptic searching of 
“The Wanderer” must have felt odd in 
Bono’s mouth, a role he no longer was 

comfortable playing. 

And it is hard to imagine how Bono 
would sing this one. The range is low, and 
it holds none of the high-flying dramatic 
hooks of a Bono vehicle. The tricky 
melody sits perfectly among the boulders 
of Cash’s voice. He comes in over a trot- 
ting country bass line and is joined by a 
Nashville-style back-up male “chorus” 
(the Edge, multi-tracked), and you get 


that wonderful Cash effect: at once under- 
stated and powerfully dramatic, weighted 
by the natural gravity of the man’s voice 
and his nearly speech-like delivery. 

There are plenty of other surprises on 
Zooropa. Achtung engineer and co-pro- 
ducer Flood again brings on an arsenal of 
industrial effects, and co-producers the 
Edge and Brian Eno play with synthesizers 
more often for noise, rhythm, and disso-

nance than for harmonic sweetening. Eno 
has been portrayed almost as a band psy- 
chologist these days, telling the members 
what not to do rather than directing the 
mixes. Here the key advice (again, accord- 
ing to Bono in Rolling Stone) was: don’t 
worry about the songwriting. You’re com- 
ing off a tour playing hot. Go in the studio 
and see what happens. 

That might not be the way to create a lot 
of hits, but it is a way for the band to con- 
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tinue to open their sound and to hold your 
interest from track to track. We get Bono 
doing a Jimmy Somerville/Sylvester falsetto 
for the dance number “Lemon,” a Rolling 
Stones “Beast of Burden” guitar vamp for 
“Stay (Faraway, So Close!),” and even a vo- 
cal turn from the Edge, with his bizarre, 
monotone recitation of nihilistic slogans 
over an industrial funk bass line on “Numb” 
(“Don’t move/Don’t talk out of time/Don’t 

think/Don’t worry, everything’s 


Zooropa also sustains the 
emotional ambiguities of 
Achtung Baby. The title track, 
which opens the album, mate- 
rializes out of the ozone — a 
slow fade-in of understated 
keyboards and white noise, 
then a few guitar blips, and fi- 
nally the full chording of the 





Edge’s guitar with Bono’s vo- 
cal line. 

The melody and vocal are 
typically ethereal, but rather 
than getting Bono-esque spiri- 
tual lyrics, we get a dream- | 
scape of advertising slogans: | 
“Zooropa .. . better by de- | 
sign/Zooropa . . . fly the | 
friendly skies.” Bono’s lyrics 
have often been opaque, simple 
ideas brought to life by his op- 
eratic pipes and the band’s vir- 
tuoso playing. These days, his | 
imagery comes from the stuff | 
of everyday life, and he’s more 
likely to understate them than 
shoot for the moon on every 
track. For my money, there’s 
more wit and art in the way 
he’s now transforming the visi- 
ble world than in his former 
grappling with his own soul in 
the land of the Joshua Tree. The ad slo- 
gans sound beautiful even as they’re trans- 
formed. When the tune does go for spiri- 
tual redemption, it’s earned. 

Confronting the chaos of modern life, 
and the “chaos of information” that was 
Eno’s concept for the Zoo TV tour, U2’s 
music has found some grounding: it’s be- 
come at once more focused and more ex- 
pansive. On “Zoo Station,” Bono was

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dangers even as he was wary of them. On 
Zooropa, the stuff of modern life is as 
pleasurable as it is dangerous, and the dif- 
ference isn’t always clear. 

“Babyface” has a pop melody as trifling 
as its title, but there are nasty little guitar 
undercurrents that become even nastier 
when you realize that the speaker’s object 
of affection is a woman on videotape whom 
he watches undressing in slow motion and 
freeze-frame night after night. Bono has 
described “Daddy’s Gonna Pay for Your 
Crashed Car” as a song about drugs and 
dependence, but his “butterfly kisses up 
and down your leg” is as seductive a line as 
he’s ever delivered. It’s one of those you’re 
likely to find yourself singing along to. 

“Daddy’s Gonna Pay” is also where the 
album picks up musically. It opens with a 
sampled orchestral fanfare before bringing 
in the high metallic snare-drum crack the 
band used on “Zoo Station.” Bono’s voice 
gets manipulated every which way; there 
are some dramatically propulsive white- 
noise dropouts, and even a sample of MC 
900 Ft. Jesus’s “The City Sleeps.” 

“Some Days Are Better Than Others” has 


| a loping, narcotic Adam Clayton bass line, 


synthesized scratch rhythms, and a soaring 
cheesy ’60s-style fuzz-guitar solo from the 


| Edge. The contemplative “The First Time” 





sets a pretty guitar/piano melody against 
some subtly dissonant synth backing with 
more beautiful falsetto passages from Bono. 

“Dirty Day,” probably the strongest 
track, sums up the band these days. Dedi- 
cated to the legendary LA lowlife-chroni- 
cler Charles Bukowski, it’s an incongruous 
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meeting of Bukowski’s hard-boiled senti- 
ments with U2’s evangelical buzz. Over a 
slow, ominous, four-beat bass line and 
eerie synth, Bono delivers the first sub- 
dued Bukowski-like declaration: “I don’t 
know you . . . and you don’t know the half 
of it.” Bono lists his oblique complaints 
against the unnamed other and slips into a 
falsetto of “Dragging me down, that’s not 
the way it used to be” before the Edge and 
drummer Larry Mullen pounce on the 
bass line and open it up for a rock blast. 
The number ends with a repeated chorus 
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of the Bukowski line “The days run away 
like horses over the hills,” redeeming all 
the epithets and tough talk. 

The tune is streetwise, world-weary, 
self-mocking, funny and passionate. And, 
like “Daddy’s Gonna Pay,” “Some Days,” 
and “The First Time,” it’s got radio ap- 
peal. (On “Daddy’s Gonna Pay,” that pro- 
cessed percussive snare crack is almost a 
hook in itself.) If Zooropa falls short of 
Achtung Baby, it’s because the new album 
is lighter fare. There’s the catchiness and 
aural beauty, but not the density. On the 
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them in — some Flood-created noise, a 
violent verse from Bono, a chiming an- 
themic chorus, an uncanny guitar solo, 
endless melodic invention. The new album 
is a beautiful picture book rather than a 
great novel, a travelogue of a band whose 
creative excitement is palpable. It’s as 
close as any touring stadium superstars 
can come to a DIY project. Maybe the 
most encouraging thing about Zooropa is 
that U2 were willing to try it at all. Q

Lisa Germano is 
dressed and ready

hose who've heard former John Mellencamp 
violinist Lisa Germano do spunky rock and 
artful aura in her new Happiness (Capitol) 
will immediately say “Suzanne Vega,” and 
they won’t be wrong. Like Vega, Germano 
stamps her tunelessly acoustic song-speech on all kinds of 
post-Velvets, bar-band formats linking clunky noise and 
theatrical melancholy. She hasn’t Vega’s succinct wit or 
her eye for the costume-drama lives her intended audience 
lives. She dwells in herself and sings her diary, which 
works quite well; touching the vast world inside one’s mind 
holds as much sway over the self-adornment crowd as 
songs about physical abuse and getting dressed up. 

And Germano knows who to borrow from to expand her 
frame of reference. Sinéad O’Connor’s dark spanking per- 
cussion and howling pennywhistle modality, Sade’s lullaby 
emoting, Debbie Harry’s snide and punkish whine, the su- 
persensitive underside of hard-eyed woman’s honky-tonk 
— it’s all there in the kissy téte-a-téte called “You Make 
Me Want To Wear Dresses” and the bagpipy orchestration 
and hammerhead drumming that struggle through “Happi- 
ness.” 

Until Vega or Sade or O’Connor comes up with a new 
album, there won’t be anything to match Happiness for 
pent-up heartthrob rhythm, a voice that pouts to be kissed, 
and to hell with political advocacy — or for music sweet 
and restless with melodies that shine and beats that shower 
the ear. I’ve been playing “Sycophant,” “Everyone’s Vic- 
tim,” and “The Darkest Night of All” right next to Sinéad’s 
“The Last Day of Our Acquaintance” and Madonna’s 
“Waiting” every chance I can get, and I swear that they

and Germano sound like sisters. (Sisters of the night!) 
There’s the sneer-and-roll of “Energy,” so breathy and in- 
sistent. There’s a silly cute bluesification of “These Boots 
Are Made for Walkin’ ” that all but walks across Lou Reed. 
And the ingenue’s midnight fantasy called “The Darkest 
Night of All” is as melancholy as Pam Tillis at her most an- 
gelic. 

How can music this feline and furious not dominate the 
straightforward buskers who shared the stage with Ger- 
mano some weeks back at an “In Their Own Words” song- 
writers’ showcase at the Middle East? What chance had 
Johnny Clegg (who drew the most fans), David Baerwald, 
and Freedy Johnston against a woman whose entire pres- 
ence reeked of the diva’s life as she flaunted sexual energy? 

Germano all but stole the show. Does this mean that 
even in ethnicity-conscious 1993 America you can still be- 
come whoever you wanna be? Hell yes; Germano made 
her impersonations look easy. Taking turns with Clegg, 
Baerwald, and Johnston, singing one song each turn, she 
paraded earthy secret desires (not so kinky, just lushly 
sexy) in a voice low and sultry and (here’s the crux) indul- 
gently self-absorbed. Her peek-a-boo privacies brushed 
away Clegg’s public exhibit of cross-cultural rhythm and 
made Johnston’s aw-shucks sentimentality blush; her gui- 
tar hooks conjured a likelier dreamland than Baerwald’s 
embroidered blues. 

So what, if as Germano’s detractors argue, she sings 
perfumed emotion, not actual songs? Against the general- 
ized silly backdrop of hit radio, perfumed emotion this 
thick feels as rebelliously loud to me as Robert Plant 
zapped by electrodes used to. And rebelliously loud still, af- 
ter all these years, is how things ought to sound. Q

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*x*x*x* Wolfgang Muthspiel 
Sextet, BLACK & BLUE (Antil- 
les). A few years back, Wolfgang 
Muthspiel cut an album called The 
Promise. As this release shows, 
he’s fulfilled his. Besides being 
one of the finest guitarists on the 
scene today, Muthspiel (who 
recently played the Boston Globe 
Jazz Festival) is a composer of 
distinction and a real team player. 
Even though this is his date, he 
doesn't hog the spotlight, which is 
a good move when you consider 
his sidemen: Tom Harrell on fligel- 
horn, the Fringe’s George Gar- 
zone on saxes, bassist Larry 
Grenadier, drummer Alex Deutsch, 
and percussionist Don Alias. 

All five tackle Muthspiel's tricky 
compositions with grace and ele- 
gance. The quasi-contrapuntal 
arrangements suggest an updated 
version of '50s cool, except some- 
times they get very hot. “Dance (4 
Prince),” the opener, rides an 
unstoppable groove over which 
Muthspiel unveils a solo of 
Schwarzenegger proportions. And 
it just gets better from there: the 
eerie bossa “North Shore,” the 
telepathic group improv of 
“Swords Crossing,” the funk smok- 
er “Square 1,” the flamenco-tinged 
“Visiones.” These tunes go places, 
lots of them, and each is more 
interesting than the last.

can be distilled in the slogan “No 
pain, no gain.” Not that his tortured 
explorations of the human psy- 
che’s dark side are sonically 
unpleasant; his raw-throated rants 
rarely grate. Instead, Keenan gen- 
erates pain the old-fashioned way: 
he earns it. In the manner of his 
role model, Henry Rollins (who 
makes a spoken-word cameo on 
“Bottom”), Keenan hammers away 
at primal emotions like contempt 
with repeated mantras like “You lie, 
cheat, and steal” (“Intolerance”). 
But where. Rollins presents mere 
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caricatures, Keenan is a method 
actor who, against a backdrop of 
writhing guitar lines and hypnotic 
pounding rhythms, becomes first a 
rape victim and then a rapist in 
“Prison Sex.” It’s definitely disturb- 
ing (the imagery is brutal), but by 
entering a truly damaged, de- 
ranged mind, Keenan delivers a 
convincing five-minute argument 
about rape as power and not sex.

**1/2 Tangerine Dream, 220 
VOLT LIVE (Miramar). Like a lot 
of aging prog-rockers (including 
the entire Miramar and Private 
Music rosters), Tangerine Dream 
have gone from making adven- 
turous sounds to making lush and 
pretty ones. But at least they 
haven't crossed the line into New 
Age music just yet. The original 
TD trio splintered years ago, and 
the band lost their focus for a time. 
But founder Edgar Froese has dis- 
covered an unlikely source of new 
blood in his son Jerome. 

Both Froeses play substantial 
amounts of lead guitar on this 
lengthy live set; the guitars, occa- 
sional sax, and aggressive drum 
programs give TD's sound a mus- 
cle it’s often lacked since their 
early records for Virgin. The long 
improvisations usually pay off, the 
trademark synth-scapes remain 
lovely, and even a potentially 
cheesy cover of “Purple Haze” 
comes off without a hitch. Still, the 
band never really learned to write 
melodies, so their music still works 
best in limited doses. The liner 
notes point out that TD have now 
released more than 50 albums, 
but anyone who owns them all 
needs to get a more diverse col- 
lection. Or a life.

GRAND TOUR (A&M). For the first 
half of this set, brother Aaron con- 
tinues his solo career as an easy- 
listening soul crooner, a Lionel 
Richie for the ‘90s, exercising his 
rubbery vocals over a series of 
sweetened and delicately funky 
backdrops.

“These Fool- 
ish Things” is low-keyed and jazzy, 
Neville toying with the melody the 
way a great horn player might. 
“The Roadie Song” brings in the 
other Nevilles for a decent exam- 
ple of New Orleans parade funk. 
And on the countryfied title cut, the 
weepy form tempts the singer 
close to self-parody. He’s still a 
compelling vocalist, but how much 
you enjoy this Tour will depend on 
your tolerance for production glop.

(EMI). What’s Lulu’s having taken

In the wake of 
the recent musical reconnaissance 
by Henry Kaiser and David Lindley

Shanachie commissioned the 
country’s biggest pop star, Rossy, 
to record a selection of roots-pop 
hits drawn from Madagascar's 18 
ethnic groups. The result, consist- 
ing mostly of traditional songs 
Rossy has arranged for his superb 
electric/acoustic band, ranks with 
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the best Malagasy pop releases 
around — indeed, with the best 
indigenous pop you'll find on any 
release. 

The album’s 17 succinct tracks 
cover a magical spectrum of 
sounds and styles. “Misa Goika,” a 
standard of the dulcimer-like 
Malagasy kabosi, overflows with 
Indigo Girls sweetness and 
warmth. “Molia” kicks in with the 
drive of South African accordion 
jive. “Faraninaina” throws an 
intriguing curve with layered vocal 
lines reminiscent of an English 
madrigal. Many tunes crank out 
the cantering, one-TWO-three feel 
of salegy, the country’s major pop 
style. A worthy addition to the 
building Malagasy pop invasion.

Live Reg- 
gae has produced some amazing 
recordings, like 1975's Bob Marley 
& the Wailers Live (island) and 
Burning Spear Live (Mango). 
Although this album lacks the 
superlative performances or conti- 
nuity of those, veteran Marley pro- 
ducer Lee Jaffe does cull a decent 
sampler of live performances with 
first-rate production from the six 
nights of 1992’s Reggae Sun- 
splash in Jamaica. 

Newly signed MCA artists are 
heavily represented: promising 
singer Ed Robinson (“Roughneck/ 
Rudeboy”), Mystic Revealers with 
their pop-synth reggae (“Gotta Be 
a Better Way”), Morgan Heritage 
and the Dre’ds (“Bad Boy”), and 
veteran singer Barrington Levy, 
who throws down a wicked re- 
working of his past hits “Murderer/ 
Black Roses.” 

Superstar legends Dennis 
Brown (“Wolves and Leopards”) 
and Freddie MacGregor (“To Be 
Poor Is a Crime”) turn in lackluster 
efforts. But singer Chaka Demus, 
who had 1992’s top dancehall 
tune with “Murder She Wrote,”
